QUARANTINE  (NO.  43) 

C.   H.   HADLEY  AND   L.   H.   WORTHLEY   TRANSFERRED    IN   AGRICULTURE    BUREAUS 

(Press  notice) 

.  December  10,  1930. 

Appointment  of  Charles  H.  Hadley  to  take  charge  of  the  Japanese  beetle  and 
Asiatic  beetle  research  work  at  Moorestown,  N.  J.,  -was  announced  to-day  by 
C.  L.  Marlatt.  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology.  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Mr.  Hadley  succeeds  Loren  B.  Smith,  who  resigned  recently,  and 
comes  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  by  transfer  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and 
Control  Administration.  At  the  same  time,  Lee  A.  Strong.  Chief  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  announced  that  L.  H.  Worthley.  who 
is  the  administrator  in  the  field  in  the  enforcement  of  the  quarantine  on  account 
of  the  European  corn  borer,  will  also  take  over  the  field  work  of  administering 
the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  of  which  Mr.  Hadley  has  been  in  charge  for  two 
and  a  half  years.     The  changes  are  to  be  effective  December  15,  1930. 

Doctor  Marlatt  said: 

Mr.  Hadley.  at  an  early  and  formative  stage  of  the  Japanese-beetle  work  under  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology,  was  in  charge  both  of  research  and  quarantine  control  operations, 
covering  the  period  from  1919  to  1923.  He  resigned  to  become  director  of  the  bureau  of 
plant  industry  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Pennsylvania  and  served  until 
1927  when  he  was  reappointed  as  an  agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  in  connection 
with  the  emergency  campaign  against  the  European  corn  borer.  Following  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  plant  quarantine  work  of  the  department  effective  July  1.  1928.  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  and  "placed  in  charge  of  the 
quarantine  phases  of  the  work  against  the  Japanese  beetle.  While  holding  the  position  of 
director  of  the  bureau  of  plant  industry  in  Pennsylvania  he  had  charge  of  the  cooperative 
work  with  the  Japanese  beetle  as  affecting  that  State.  He  has.  therefore,  been  in  direct 
contact  with  the  Japanese-beetle  work  practically  continuously  from  the  period  when  it 
developed  into  an  important  study  and  control  project.  Mr.  Hadley  is  a  native  of 
Pennsylvania  and  is  a  graduate  of  the  New  Hampshire  Agricultural  College. 

In  commenting  on  the  change  in  leadership  in  important  field  work  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  Mr.  Strong  said : 

The  combining  under  one  head  of  the  field  administration  of  the  quarantines  on  account 
of  the  European  corn  borer  aiid  the  Japanese  beetle,  should  effect  economies  and  accom- 
plish greater  uniformity  in  the  work  incident  to  the  enforcement  of  plant  quarantines  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  United  States.  This  consolidation  will  permit  uniform  supervision 
of  road  inspection  and  scouting  work.  It  will  also  do  away— at  least  in  certain  market 
centers — with  duplication  of  inspection  of  field  and  farm  products  regulated  on  account 
of  both  of  these  pests  and  will  thus  serve  to  speed  up  these  operations. 


ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  JAPANESE-BEETLE  QUARANTINE 

(NO.  48) 

JAPANESE-BEETLE    QUARANTINE    MODIFIED 

(Press  notice) 

November  5.  1030. 

A  revision  of  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  and  regulations  has  been  an- 
nounced by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  become  effective  November  10. 
The  primary  purpose  of  the  revision  is  to  bring  under  regulation  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island ;  part  of  Sussex  County.  Del. :  Bristol  County  and  part  of 
Plymouth  County.  Mass. :  part  of  Tioga  County.  N.  Y. :  parts  of  Clinton  and 
Lycoming  Counties.  Pa. ;  Accomac  and  Northampton  Counties,  the  cities  of 
Norfolk,  Portsmouth,  and  Newport  News,  and  some  adjoining  territory  in 
Virginia.     Infestations  were  found  last  summer  in  these  areas. 

The  districts  regulated  under  the  Japanese-beetle  quarantine  are  divided 
into  two  sections  known  as  the  generally  infested  and  the  lightly  infested  areas, 
respectively.  The  revised  regulations  control  the  movement  of  susceptible 
products  from  the  generally  infested  to  the  lightly  infested  area  as  well  as 
movement  from  all  parts  of  the  regulated  area  to  outside  points.

In  addition  to  bringing  under  restriction  these  new  sections,  there  are  some 
changes  which  affect  the  classification  of  territory  previously  included  within 
the  regulated  areas.  The  most  important  changes  are  the  transfer  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  Arlington  County,  and  Alexandria,  Ya.,  and  parts  of 
New  Haven  County,  Conn.,  and  of  Cumberland,  Perry,  and  Union  Counties, 
Pa.,  from  the  lightly  infested  to  the  generally  infested  area.  Under  this  change, 
shipments  from  this  transferred  territory  to  points  in  the  lightly  infested  area 
must  be  inspected  and  certified. 

Six  election  districts  in  the  northern  two-thirds  of  Baltimore  County  and 
the  election  d'strict  of  Marshall  in  Harford  County,  Md.,  are  transferred,  from 
designation  as  generally  infested  to  lightly  infested  areas,  since  no  infestation 
has  been  found.  This  change  necessitates  the  certification  of  farm  products, 
nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  and  other  restricted  articles  moving  from 
Baltimore  and  other  parts  of  the  generally  infested  areas  into  the  transferred 
territory. 

The  new  regulations  bring  under  Federal  control  the  movement  of  susceptible 
farm  products,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost, 

.and  manure  from  all  points  where  Japanese  beetles  have  been  discovered  at 
any  time  in  the  past,  except  as  regards  the  cities  of  Boston.  Mass. :  Buffalo, 
N.  Y. :  and  Pittsburgh,  New  Castle,  and  several  other  points  in  Pennsylvania. 
Only  a  single  beetle  was  found  in  the  freight  yards  at  Buffalo  and  at  a  number 
of  the  Pennsylvania  points.  With  respect  to  Boston,  Pittsburgh.  New  Castle, 
and  Ligonier  Township  •  in  Westmoreland  County.  Pa.,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  feels  that  these  are  isolated  infestations  and  that  spread  of  the 
beetle  from  them  can  be  controlled  without  quarantine  at  these  points. 

Washington.  D.  C.  and  Alexandria  and  Arlington  County.  Ya.,  are  now 
classified  as  within  the  generally  infested  areas.     The  department  states  that 

•the  infestation  is  not  sufficiently  prevalent,  however,  to  make  necessary  the 
inspection  and  certification  of  farm-products  shipments.  The  new  regulations 
therefore  provide  for  the  exemption  of  farm  products  transported  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  Certification  will  srili  be  required  of 
shipments  of  farm  products  moving  from  the  older  generally  infested  area  into 
the  District  of  Columbia,  but  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  and  manure  may  be  shipped  from  the  older  generally  infested 
area  into  the  District  of  Columbia  and  Arlington  County  and  Alexandria,  Ya., 
without  compliance  with  the  safeguards  required  as  to  shipments  to  uninvested 
and  lightly  infested  areas. 

REVISION  OF  QUARANTINE  AND  REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY  XOTE 

This  revision  of  the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  and  regulations  transfers  the 
District  of  Columbia.  Arlington. County  and  Alexandria,  Ya.,  and  parts  of  New 
Haven  County,  Conn.,  and  of  Cumberland.  Perry,  and  Union  Counties,  Pa.,  from 
the  lightly  infested  to  the  generally  infested  area:  transfers  parts  of  Baltimore 
and  Harford  Counties.  Md..  from  the  generally  infested  to  the  lightly  infested 
area,  and  adds  to  the  lightly  infested  area  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  part  c* 
one  county  in  Delaware,  one  county  and  part  of  another  in  Massachusetts,  one 
township  in  New  York,  parts  of  two  counties  in  Pennsylvania,  and  two  coun- 
ties parts  of  three  others,  and  three  independent  cities  in  Virginia.  Changes 
in  the  regulations  provide  for  the  exemption  of  farm  products  moving  from 
the  vicinity  of  Washington.  D.  C.  from  the  requirement  of  certification,  and 
for  the  unrestricted  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  a  through 
bill  of  lading  or  under  permit  and  seal  between  separate  generally  infested  areas.

NOTICE   OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   48    (EIGHTH   REVISION) 

(Approved  November  3,  1930;  effective  November  10.  1930) 

I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde.  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  quarantine  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware.  Maryland.  Massachu- 
setts, New  Jersey.  New  York.  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Virginia,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  (Popillia 
japonica  Ncwm.).  a  dangerous  insect  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent 
or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  United  States. 
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Now,  therefore,  under  authority  conferred  by  section  8  of  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  4,  1917  (39.  Stat.  1134,  1165),  and  having  duly  given  the  public 
hearing  required  thereby,  I  do  quarantine  the  said  States  of  Connecticut,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  and  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  effective  on  and  after 
November  10,  1930.  Hereafter,  under  the  authority  of  said  act  of  August  20, 
1912.  amended  as  aforesaid  (1)  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all  kinds; 
(2)  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds;  (3)  nursery,  ornamental,  and  green- 
house stock,  and  other  plants;  and  (4)  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and 
manure  shall  not  be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  re- 
ceived for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  trans- 
ported, moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  or 
District,  into  or  through  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United 
States  in  manner  or  method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed 
in  the  rules  and  regulations  hereinafter  made  and  amendments  thereto  :  Provided, 
That  the  restrictions  of  this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  sup- 
plemental thereto  may  be  limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  now,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regu- 
lated areas  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  aforesaid  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be 
adequate  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle :  Provided  further,  That 
such  limitation  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  said  State  providing  for  and 
enforcing  such  control  measures  with  respect  to  such  regulated  areas  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  adequate  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle  therefrom  to  other  parts  of  the  State.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS    (NINTH    REVISION)     SUPPLEMENTAL    TO    NOTICE    OF 

QUARANTINE   NO.   48 

(Approved  November  3,   1930;   effective   November   10,   1930) 
Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Japanese  beetle. — The  insect  known  as  the  Japanese  beetle  {Popillia 
japonica  Newm.),  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(6)  The  terms  "infested,"  "infestation,"  and  the  like,  relate  to  infestation 
with  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(c)  Quarantined  area. — Any  State  or  District  quarantined  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle. 

(d)  Regulated  area, — Any  area  in  a  quarantined  State  or  District  which  is 
now,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  designated  as  such  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture in  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48,  as  revised. 

(e)  Farm  p?*oducts. — Those  products  included  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48 
under  items  (1)  and  (2)  ;  namely,  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all 
kinds ;  grain  and  forage  crops  of  all  kinds. 

(f)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock. — Nursery,  ornamental,  and  greenhouse 
stock  and  all  other  plants,  plant  roots,  cut  flowers,  or  other  portions  of  plants 
for  ornamental  use. 

(g)  Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure  of  any  kind  and  as  to  either  bulk  movement  or  in  con- 
nection with  farm  products  or  nursery  and  ornamental  stock. 

(li)  Certified  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure. — Sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  or  manure  determined  by  the  inspector  as  uninfested  and  so 
certified. 

(i)  Certified  greenhouse. — A  greenhouse  or  similar  establishment  which  has 
complied  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  with  the  conditions  imposed  in 
Regulation  6.  This  term  may  apply  also  to  potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas, 
hotbeds,  coldframes,  or  similar  plots  or  to  storage  houses,  packing  sheds,  or 
stores  treated  or  otherwise  safeguarded  in  manner  and  method  satisfactory  to 
the  inspector. 
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(;)  Inspector. — An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(ft)  Moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate. — Shipped,  offered  for  shipment 
to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common 
carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  one  State  or 
Territory  or  district  of  the  United  States  into  or  through  any  other  State  or 
Territory  or  district. 

Regulation  2.  Limitation  of  Restrictions  to  Regulated  Areas 

Conditioned  upon  the  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  State  concerned  with  the 
provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (eighth  revision),  the  restrictions  pro- 
vided in  these  regulations  on  the  interstate  movement  of  plants  and  plant  prod- 
ucts and  other  articles  enumerated  in  said  notice  of  quarantine  will  be  limited 
to  such  movement  from  the  areas  in  such  State  now  or  hereafter  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  ^regulated  areas. 

Regulation  3.  Regulated  Areas  ;  Generally  and  Lightly  Infested  Areas 

(1)   regulated  areas 

In  accordance  with  the  provisos  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  48  (eighth  revi- 
sion), the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  for  the  pur- 
pose of  these  regulations%  the  States,  District,  counties,  townships,  towns,  cities, 
hundreds,  election  districts,  and  magisterial  districts,  listed  below,  including  all 
cities,  towns,  boroughs,  or  other  political  subdivisions  within  their  limits : 

Connecticut. — The  entire  State. 

Delaware. — The  entire  State,  except  the  hundreds  of  Baltimore,  Dagsboro,  and 
Indian  River,  in  Sussex  County. 

District  of  Columbia. — The  entire  District. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Anne  Arundel,  Baltimore,  Caroline,  Carroll,  Cecil, 
Dorchester,  Frederick,  Harford,  Howard,  Kent,  Montgomery,  Prince  Georges, 
Queen  Annes,  Talbot,  Washington,  and  Wicomico ;  and  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Massachusetts. — Counties  of  Bristol  and  Hampden ;  and  the  towns  of  Bridge- 
water,  Carver,  Halifax,  Kingston,  Lakeville,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  Middle- 
borough,  Plymouth,  Plympton,  Rochester,  and  Wareham  in  Plymouth  County. 

New  Jersey. — The  entire  State. 

Neiv  York. — Counties  of  Dutchess,  Nassau,  Orange,  Putnam,  Rockland,  Suffolk, 
and  Westchester;  New  York  City  (including  the  boroughs  of  Bronx,  Brooklyn, 
Manhattan,  Richmond,  and  Queens)  ;  towns  of  Binghamton,  Conklin,  Dickinson, 
Kirkwood,  Union,  and  Vestal,  and  the  city  of  Binghamton  in  Broome  County; 
town  of  Barton  in  Tioga  County;  towns  of  Esopus,  Lloyd,  Marlborough,  and 
Ulster,  and  the  city  of  Kingston  in  Ulster  County. 

Pennsylvania. — Counties  of  Adams,  Berks,  Bradford,  Bucks,  Carbon,  Chester, 
Columbia,  Cumberland,  Dauphin,  Delaware,  Franklin,  Juniata,  Lackawanna, 
Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Luzerne,  Mifflin,  Monroe,  Montgomery,  Montour, 
Northampton,  Northumberland,  Perry,  Philadelphia,  Schuylkill,  Snyder,  Sulli- 
van, Susquehanna,  Union,  Wyoming,  and  York;  townships  of  Allison,  Castanea, 
Crawford,  Dunnstable,  Pine  Creek,  Wayne,  Woodward,  and  the  city  of  Lock 
Haven,  in  Clinton  County ;  townships  of  Armstrong,  Bastress,  Brady,  Clinton, 
Eldred,  Fairfield,  Franklin,  Jordan,  Limestone,  Loyalsock,  Mill  Creek,  Moreland, 
Muncy,  Muncy  Creek,  Nippenose,  Old  Lycoming,  Penn,  Piatt,  Porter,  Shrewsbury, 
Susquehanna,  Upper  Fairfield,  Washington,  Wolf,  Woodward,  and  the  city  of 
Williamsport,  in  Lycoming  County. 

Rhode  Island. — The  entire  State. 

Virginia. — Counties  of  Accomac,  Arlington,  Fairfax,  and  Northampton  :  those 
parts  of  Tanners'  Creek  district  in  Norfolk  County  and  of  Kempsville  district 
in  Princess  Anne  County  which  lie  north  of  the  northern  branch  of  the  electric 
division  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad,  but  not  including  the  right  of  way 
of,  nor  the  stations  on,  said  railroad  branch;  South  Norfolk  and  that  part  of 
Norfolk  County  (including  the  United  States  navy  yard)  lying  north  of  a  line 
extending  from  the  intersection  of  the  south  city  limits  of  Portsmouth  city  and 
Paradise  Creek,  thence  southeast  down  said  creek  to  Southern  Branch,  thence 
from  the  intersection  of  the  said  Southern  Branch  and  the  Virginian  Railway 
northeast  along  the  lines  of  said  Railway  to  the  south  city  limits  of  Norfolk 
city;  Camp  Stuart,  in  Warwick  County;  and  the  cities  of  Alexandria,  Newport 
News,  Norfolk,  and  Portsmouth. 
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(2)    DIVISION   OF  REGULATED  AREAS 

For  the  purpose  of  regulating  inspection  and  transportation,  the  territory, 
designated  above  is  divided  into  two  classes  of  areas  to  be  known  as  the 
"  generally  infested  areas  "  and  tbe  "  lightly  infested  areas,"  respectively. 

(3)  GENERALLY  INFESTED  AREAS 

The  following  States,  District,  counties,  townships,  towns,  cities,  hundreds, 
and  election  districts,  including  all  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  and  other  political 
subdivisions  lying  within  their  limits  shall  comprise  the  generally  infested 
areas :

No.  15,  in  Baltimore  County ;  county  of  Harford,  except  election  district  of 
Marshall  (No.  4)  ;  election  districts  of  Elkridge  (No.  1),  and  Ellicott  City  (No.

Virginia. — County  of  Arlington ;  city  of  Alexandria. 

(4)     LIGHTLY    INFESTED    AREAS 

The  following  States,  counties,  townships,  towns,  cities,  hundreds,  election 
districts,  and  magisterial  districts,  including  all  cities,  towns,  boroughs,  and 
other  political  subdivisions  lying  within  their  limits,  shall  comprise  the  lightly 
infested  areas : 

Connecticut. — Counties  of  Hartford,  Litchfield,  Middlesex,  New  London,  Tol- 
land, and  Windham ;  towns  of  Bethel,  Brookfield,  Danbury,  Monroe,  New  Fair- 
field, Newtown,  Redding,  Ridgefield,  and  Sherman,  in  Fairfield  County ;  towns 
of  Beacon  Falls,  Bethany,  Cheshire,  Guilford,  Madison,  Meriden,  Middlebury, 
Naugatuck,  North  Branford,  Oxford,  Prospect,  Southbury,  Wallingford,  Water- 
bury,  and  Wolcott,  in  New  Haven  County. 

Delaware. — Hundreds  of  Broad  Creek,  Broadkiln,  Georgetown,  Gumboro, 
Lewes  and  Rehoboth,  Little  Creek,  Nanticoke,  North  West  Fork,  and  Seaford, 
in  Sussex  County. 

Maryland. — Counties  of  Caroline,  Carroll,  Dorchester,  Frederick,  Kent,  Mont- 
gomery, Prince  Georges,  Queen  Amies,  Talbot,  Washington,  and  Wicomico; 
county  of  Anne  Arundel,  except  election  district  No.  5 ;  election  districts  No. 
4,  No.  5,  No.  6,  No.  7,  No.  8,  and  No.  10,  in  Baltimore  County ;  election  district 
of  Marshall  (No.  4)  in  Harford  County;  election  districts  of  Clarksville  (No 
5),  Guilford  (No.  6),  Lisbon  (No.  4),  and  West  Friendship  (No.  3),  in  Howard 
County. 
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Massachusetts. — Counties  of  Bristol  and  Hampden ;  and  the  towns  of  Bridge- 
water,  Carver,  Halifax,  Kingston,  Lakeville,  Marion,  Mattapoisett,  Middle- 
borough,  Plymouth,  Plympton,  Rochester,  and  Wareham,  in  Plymouth  County. 

New  York. — County  of  Dutchess,  except  the  town  of  Fishkill ;  towns  of  Bing- 
hamton,  Conklin,  Dickinson,  Kirkwood,  Union,  and  Vestal,  and  the  city  of 
Binghamton,  in  Broome  County ;  Fishers  Island  in  Suffolk  County ;  town  of 
Barton  in  Tioga  County ;  towns  of  Esopus,  Lloyd,  Marlborough,  and  Ulster,  and 
the  city  of  Kingston,  in  Ulster  County. 

Pennsylvania, — Counties  of  Bradford,  Franklin,  Juniata,  Mifflin,  Snyder,  Sul- 
livan, Susquehanna,  and  Wyoming ;  townships  of  Butler,  Franklin,  Freedom, 
Hamiltonban,  Highland,  Liberty,  and  Menallen,  in  Adams  County ;  townships  of 
Allison,  Castanea,  Crawford,  Dunnstable,  Pine  Creek,  Wayne,  Woodward,  and 
the  city  of  Lock  Haven,  in  Clinton  County;  townships  of  Cooke,  Frankford, 
Hopewell,  Lower  Mifflin,  Newton;  Penn,  Shippensburg,  Southampton,  Upper 
Mifflin,  and  West  Pennsboro,  in  Cumberland  County ;  townships  of  Bastress, 
Brady,  Limestone,  Nippenose,  Piatt,  Porter,  Susquehanna,  Washington,  and 
Woodward,  in  Lycoming  County ;  townships  of  Buffalo,  Center,  Greenwood, 
Howe,  Jackson, '  Juniata,  Liverpool,  Madison,  Miller,  Oliver,  Saville,  Spring, 
Toboyne,  Tuscarora,  Tyrone,  and  Watts,  in  Perry  County ;  townships  of  Gregg, 
Hartley,  Lewis,  Limestone,  West  Buffalo,  and  White  Deer,  in  Union  County. 

Rhode  Island. — The  entire  State. 

Virginia. — Counties  of  Accomac,  Fairfax,  and  Northampton ;  those  parts  of 
Tanners  Creek  district  in  -Norfolk  County  and  of  Kempsville  district  in  Princess 
Anne  County  which  lie  north  of  the  northern  branch  of  the  electric  division  of 
the  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad  but  not  including  the  right  of  way  of,  nor  the 
stations  on,  said  railroad  branch ;  South  Norfolk  and  that  part  of  Norfolk 
County  (including  the  United  States  navy  yard)  lying  north  of  a  line  extending 
■from  the  intersection  of  the  south  city  limits  of  Portsmouth  city  and  Paradise 
Creek,  thence  southeast  down  said  creek  to  Southern  Branch,  thence  from  the 
intersection  of  the  said  Southern  Branch  and  the  Virginian  Railway  northeast 
along  the  lines  of  said  railway  to  the  south  city  limits  of  Norfolk  city ;  Camp 
Stuart,  in  Warwick  County;  and  the  cities  of  Newport  News,  Norfolk,  and 
Portsmouth. 

Regulation  4.  Extension  oe  Reduction  of  Regulated  Areas 

The  regulated  areas  designated  in  Regulation  3  may  be  extended  or  reduced 
as  may  be  found  advisable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Due  notice  of  any 
extension  or  reduction  and  the  areas  affected  thereby  will  be  given  in  writing 
to  the  transportation  companies  doing  business  in  or  through  the  States  in 
which  such  areas  are  located  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
selected  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  within  the  States  in  which  the  areas 
affected  are  located. 

Regulation  5.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Farm  Products 

section  a.  control  of  movement 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products 
from  points  in  the  lightly  infested  areas. 

(2)  Farm  products  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  any  point  in  the  generally  infested  areas  to  or  through  any  point  outside 
thereof  unless  a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued  therefor  by  an  inspector, 
except  as  follows : 

(a)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products 
between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive. 

(&)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  the  following 
products  at  any  time  of  the  year :  Potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes  when  free  from 
soil,  watermelons,  dried  fruits,  dried  vegetables,  seeds,  grains,  mushrooms, 
onion  sets,  or  broomcorn ;  nor  on  such  movement  of  hay  and  straw  packing 
when  used  with  articles  other  than  fruits  and  vegetables. 

(c)  No  restrictions  are  placed  at  any  time  of  year  on  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  farm  products  from  the  District  of  Columbia  or  from  the  generally 
infested  area  of  Virginia. 

(d)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm 
products  on  a  through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation 
through  a  regulated  area  to  another  nonregulated  area  or  from  a  lightly 
infested  area  through  a  generally  infested  area  to  another  lightly  infested  area. 
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SECTION  B.    CONDITIONS    OF   CERTIFICATION 

Certificates  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  farm  products  to 
points  outside  the  generally  infested  area  between  June  15  and  October  15, 
inclusive,  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  farm  products  have  actually  been  inspected  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  free  from  infestation.  The  num- 
ber of  inspection  points  for  such  certification  will  be  limited  and  their  location 
determined  by  shipping  needs  and  further  conditioned  on  the  establishment  at 
such  points  of  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector,  for  the  handling  and 
safeguarding  of  such  shipments  during  inspection.  Such  inspection  may  be 
discontinued  and  certification  withheld  by  the  inspector  during  periods  of  gen- 
eral or  unusual  flight  of  the  beetles. 

(2)  When  the  farm  products  have  been  handled  or  treated  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  in  manner  and  by  method  to  free  them  from  any 
infestation. 

(3)  When  the  farm  products  have  originated  •  outside  of  the  generally 
infested  area  and  are  to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  freight  yards  or  unload- 
ing docks,  under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safeguarding 
of  such  shipments  pending  certification  and  reshipment.  Certificates  on  this 
basis  will  be  issued  without  inspection  only  for  shipment  from  markets  or 
transfer  points  which  are  not  subject  to  infestation  within  such  market  or 
transfer  point. 

(4)  When  the  farm  products  were  grown  in  districts  where  the  fact  has  been 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  that  no  infestation  exists  and  are 
to  be  shipped  directly  from  the  farms  where  grown  to  points  outside  the  gener- 
ally infested  area. 

Regulation  6.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Nursery  and  Ornamental 

Stock 

section  a.  control  of  movement 

Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved 
interstate  from  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof, 
nor  from  the  generally  infested  area  to  or  through  the  lightly  infested  areas, 
nor  from  Class  III  or  known  infested  premises  located  in  the  lightly  infested 
areas  to  other  points  in  such  areas,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have 
been  issued  therefor  by  the  inspector,  except  as  follows : 

(1)  True  bulbs,1  corms,  and  tubers  when  dormant,  without  fibrous  roots,  and 
free  from  soil,  are  exempt  from  the  requirement  of  certification,  except  that 
this  exemption  does  not  apply  to  dahlias. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  reshipped  directly  from 
the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry  in  the  original  container  and 
labeled  as  to  each  container  with  a  copy  certificate  of  the  country  from  which 
it  was  exported,  a  statement  of  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the  contents, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and  the  country  and  locality  where 
grown. 

(3)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  between  October 
16  and  June  14,  inclusive,  of  cut  flowers,  and  of  portions  of  plants  without  roots 
and  free  from  soil  (such  as  branches  and  twigs  of  trees  and  shrubs,  scions, 
Christmas  trees,  holly,  laurel,  sphagnum  moss,  and  fish  grass). 

(4)  No  certificate  or  permit  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of 
nursery  and  ornamental  stock  when  transported  by  a  common  carrier  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regu- 
lated area,  or  from  a  lightly  infested  area  through  a  generally  infested  area  to 
another  lightly  infested  area,  or  from  a  generally  infested  area  through  a 
lightly  infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area. 

SECTION  D.    CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  CERTIFICATES  AND  PERMITS 

For  the  purpose  of  certification  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock,  nurseries, 
greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the  movement  of  such  stock  will 
be  classified  as  follows : 

1  The  interstate  movement  of  narcissus  bulbs  is  subject  to  the  restrictions  contained  in 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  62  (Narcissus-bulb 
quarantine). 
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(1)  Class  I. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  in  districts  included  in  the  regu- 
lated areas,  but  in  which  districts  neither  grubs  in  the  soil  nor  beetles  have 
been  found,  may  be  classified  as  Class  I.  Upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  subsection  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may  be 
certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  without  further 
inspection  and  without  meeting  the  safeguards  prescribed  as  a  condition  of  in- 
terstate shipment  of  plants  originating  in  nurseries  or  greenhouses  of  Classes 
II  and  ill. 

(2)  Class  II. — Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in  the 
movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  in  districts  recently  or  scantily 
infested  by  the  beetle,  but  in  which  nurseries  or  greenhouses  no  beetles  have 
been  found  and  in  which  it  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  any  soil  inva- 
sion, may  be  classified  as  Class  II."  Upon  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  subsections  (3)  and  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  may 
be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from  such  premises  upon  determina- 
tion that  the  stock  concerned  is  free  from  infestation.  Such  determination  may 
be  made  either  (a)  by  complete  removal  of  the  soil  from  such  stock;  or  (b) 
by  inspection  of  the  outside  of  the  soil  ball  and  removal  and  inspection  of  the 
upper  4  inches  of  the  soil  therefrom;  or  (c)  in  the  case  of  plants  which  would 
be  injured  by  such  removal,  by  inspection  and  removal  of  the  soil  from  not  less 
than  the  equivalent  of  5  per  cent  of  the  plants  to  be  certified  and  by  intensive 
examination  of  the  soil  in  the  block  concerned;  or  (d)  by  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector  that  the  plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified 
greenhouse. 

(3)  Greenhouses  of  Class  II  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to  all  potting 
beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldf  rames,  and  similar  plots : 

(a)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  or  manure  taken  from  areas  in  which  Class  II  or  Class  III  nurseries 
or  greenhouses  are  located,  or  which  may  have  been  exposed  to  infestation, 
must  be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of,  and  in 
manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector.  If  such  treated  sand, 
soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately  used  in  such 
greenhouses,  it  must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  manner  and  by 
method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(b)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  II  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom  (i)  shall  be 
potted  in  certified  soil;  (ii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  at  any  time  between  June  1  and  October 
1,  inclusive,  or  north  thereof  at  any  time  between  June  15  and  October  15,  in- 
clusive, be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  soil  from  not  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  plants  so 
placed;  (iii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  during  any  part  of  the  year,  be  placed  in 
beds  in  which  the  soil  has  been  treated  in  manner  and  by  method  approved  by 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  to  eliminate  infestation ;  and 
(iv)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may  be  required  by  the 
inspector. 

(4)  Class  III. —  (a)  Nurseries,  greenhouses,  and  other  premises  concerned  in 
the  movement  of  nursery  and  ornamental  stock  on  which  either  grubs  in  the 
soil  or  beetles  have  been  found  will  be  classified  as  Class  III.  Such  classifica- 
tion also  may  be  given  to  nurseries,  etc.,  in  localities  known  to  be  generally 
infested  where  beetles  or  grubs  are  found  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  such 
nurseries,  etc.,  on  adjacent  property  or  properties.  In  the  case  of  nursery  prop- 
erties under  single  ownership  and  management  but  represented  by  parcels  of 
land  widely  separated,  such  parcels  may  be  independently  classified  either  as 
Class  II  or  Class  III  upon  compliance  with  such  conditions  and  safeguards  as 
shall  be  required  by  the  inspector.  Similarly,  unit  nursery  properties,  which 
would  otherwise  fall  in  Class  III,  may  be  open  to  subdivision,  for  the  purpose 
of  rating  such  subdivisions  in  Classes  II  or  III,  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector,  such  action  is  warranted  by  recent  and  scanty  infestation  limited  to 
a  portion  of  the  nursery  concerned :  Provided,  That  the  subdivision  containing 
the  infestation  shall  be  clearly  marked  by  boundaries  of  a  permanent  nature 
which  shall  be  approximately  500  feet  beyond  the  point  where  the  infestation 
occurs. 
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(6)  Upon  compliance  with  subsections  (5)  and  (7)  of  this  section,  nursery 
and  ornamental  stock  may  be  certified  by  the  inspector  for  shipment  from 
such  premises  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (i)  That  the  roots 
shall  be  treated  with  carbon  disulphide  emulsion  or  by  other  approved  means  in 
manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector:  or  (ii)  in  the  case  of 
plants  in  which  the  root  system  is  such  that  a  thorough  inspection  may  be  made, 
that  the  soil  shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  stock  by  shaking  or  washing, 
or  (iii)  that  it  shall  be  shown  by  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  the 
plants  concerned  were  produced  in  a  certified  greenhouse. 

(5)  Greenhouses  of  Class  III  may  be  certified  upon  compliance  with  all  the 
following  conditions  with  respect  to  the  greenhouses  themselves  and  to  all 
potting  beds,  heeling-in  areas,  hotbeds,  coldframes,  and  similar  plots: 

(a)  Ventilators,  doors,  and  all*  other  openings  in  "greenhouses  or  coldframes 
on  premises  in  Class  III  shall  be  kept  screened  in  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
inspector  during  the  period  of  flight  of  the  beetle — namely,  south  of  the  north- 
ern boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  between  June  1  and  October  1,  in- 
clusive, or  north  thereof  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive. 

(Z>)  Prior  to  introduction  into  nurseries  or  greenhouses,  sand,  soil,  earth,  pea.t, 
compost,  or  manure  taken  from  areas  in  which  Class  II  or  Class  III  nurseries 
or  greenhouses  are  located,  or  which  may  have  been  exposed  to  infestation, 
must  be  sterilized  or  fumigated  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of,  and  in 
manner  and  by  method  satisfactory  to,  the  inspector.  If  such  treated  sand, 
soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  or  manure  is  not  to  be  immediately  used  in  such 
greenhouses  it  must  be  protected  from  possible  infestation  in  manner  and  by 
method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(c)  All  potted  plants  placed  in  certified  greenhouses  of  Class  III  and  all 
potted  plants  to  be  certified  for  interstate  movement  therefrom  (i)  shall  be 
potted  in  certified  soil,  (ii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  south  of  the  northern 
boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Delaware  at  any  time  between  June  1  and  October 
1,  inclusive,  or  north  thereof  at  any  time  between  June  15,  and  October  15, 
inclusive,  be  kept  in  screened  frames  while  outdoors,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
a  careful  examination  of  the  soil  from  not  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  plants 
so  placed,  (iii)  shall,  if  grown  outdoors  during  any  part  of  the  year,  be  placed 
in  beds  in  which  the  soil  shall  have  been  treated  in  manner  and  by  method 
approved  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  to  eliminate 
infestation,  and  (iv)  shall  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may  be 
required  by  the  inspector. 

(6)  Cut  flowers,  and  other  parts  of  plants  without  roots  or  -soil,  may  be 
certified  for  movement  either  (a)  when  they  have  been  inspected  by  an  in- 
spector and  found  free  from  infestation,  or  (6)  when  they  have  been  grown 
in  a  greenhouse  of  Class  I  or  in  a  certified  greenhouse  of  Class  II  or  Class  III 
and  are  transported  under  such  safeguards  as  will  in  the  judgment  of  the 
inspector  prevent  infestation.     (See  also  section  A  (3)  of  this  regulation.) 

(7)  Nurserymen,  florists,  dealers,  and  others,  in  order  to  maintain  their 
classified  status,  (a)  shall  restrict  their  purchases  or  receipts  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock,  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  within  the 
regulated,  area  to  articles  which  have  been  certified  under  these  regulations  as 
to  each  such  article  and  the  said  certificate  shall  accompany  the  article  when 
moved;  (6)  shall  obtain  approval  of  the  inspector  before  such  articles  are 
received  on  their  premises  or  moved  from  the  open  on  their  own  premises  into 
certified  greenhouses;  and  (c)  shall  report  immediately  on  forms  provided  for 
that  purpose  all  their  sales  or  shipments  of  such  articles  both  to  points  outside 
the  regulated  area  and  to  other  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  within  the 
regulated  area,  as  well  as  sales  or  shipments  from  the  generally  infested  area 
to  the  lightly  infested  area.  They  shall  also  report  immediately  in  writing 
all  purchases  or  receipts  of  such  articles  secured  from  within  the  regulated 
area.  Certification  may  be  denied  to  any  person  who  has  omitted  to  make  the 
report  or  reports  required  by  this  regulation :  and  such  denial  of  certification 
shall  continue  until  the  information  so  omitted  has  been  supplied. 

(8)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  imported  from  foreign  countries  and 
not  reshipped  directly  from  the  docks  or  freight  yards  of  the  port  of  entry 
may  be  certified  for  movement  under  these  regulations  when  such  stock  has 
been  inspected  by  an  inspector  and  found  free  from  infestation. 

(9)  Nursery  and  ornamental  stock  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas 
and  certified  stock  originating  in  classified  nurseries  or  greenhouses  may  be 
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certified  for  reshipment  from  classified  premises,  other  than  those  on  which 
they  originated,  under  provisions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  such  stock  from  infestation  at  the  point  of  reshipment  and  en 
route  and,  when  found  advisable  by  the  inspector,  after  reinspection  and  de- 
termination of  freedom  from  infestation. 

-  (10)  Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery  and 
ornamental  stock  by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  from  a  generally  infested  area 
through  a  lightly  infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area  on  condition 
that  such  vehicle  have  seals  affixed  by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  origin, 
which  seals  shall  remain  intact  until  examined  by  an  inspector  in  the  separate 
generally  infested  area  to  which  the  stock  is  transported. 

Regulation  7.  Restrictions  on  the  Movement  of  Sand,  Soil,  Earth,  Peat, 

Compost,  and  Manure 

\ 
section  a.  control  of  movement 

Sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  interstate  from  any  point  in  the  regulated  areas  to  or  through  any 
point  outside  thereof  nor  from  the  generally  infested  areas  to  or  through  the 
lightly  infested  areas,  unless  a  certificate  or  permit  shall  have  been  issued  there- 
for by  the  inspector,  except  as  follows : 

(1)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand  for  con- 
struction purposes  from  the  lightly  infested  areas,  or  from  the  District  of 
Columbia  or  the  generally  infested  areas  of  Virginia.. 

(2)  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  and  manure  imported  from  foreign  countries  when  reshipped  by 
the  importer  directly  from  the  docks,  freight  yards,  or  warehouses  of  the  port 
of  entry  in  the  original  container  and  labeled  as  to  each  container  with  the 
country  of  origin,  and  when  the  shipment  is  further  protected  in  manner  or 
method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(3)  No  certificate  will  be  required  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  when  transported  by  a  common  carrier  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading,  either  from  an  area  not  under  regulation  through  a  regu- 
lated area  or  from  a  lightly  infested  area  through  a  generally  infested  area  to 
another  lightly  infested  area  or  from  a  generally  infested  area  through  a  lightly 
infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area. 

SECTION  B.   CONDITIONS  OF  CERTIFICATION 

Certificates  for  the  movement  of  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure 
may  be  issued  under  any  one  of  the  following  conditions : 

(1)  When  the  articles  to  be  moved  have  originated  in  districts  included  in 
the  regulated  area,  but  in  which  neither  beetles  nor  grubs  in  soil  have  been 
found. 

(2)  When  the  material  consists  of  fresh  manure  and  it  has  been  determined 
by  an  inspector  that  no  infestation  could  exist  therein. 

(3)  When  the  material  has  been  removed,  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspec- 
tor, from  a  depth  of  more  than  12  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  and 
either  (a)  is  to  be  moved  between  October  16  and  June  14,  inclusive,  or  (&)  is 
loaded  and  shipped  at  points  where  it  has  been  determined  by  an  inspector  that 
no  general  infestation  of  adult  beetles  exists,  or  (c)  when  the  cars  and  loading 
operations  are  protected  by  screening  under  the  direction  of  and  in  manner  and 
by  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(4)  When  the  material  has  been  fumigated  with  carbon  disulphide  or  other- 
wise treated  under  the  supervision  of  and  in  manner  and  by  method  satisfac- 
tory to  the  inspector.  Such  fumigation  or  treatment  will  be  required  as  a  con- 
dition of  certification  of  all  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure, 
except  such  as  is  loaded  and  shipped  in  compliance  with  paragraphs  (1),  (2), 
or  (3)  hereof. 

(5)  Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  sand,  soil,  earth, 
peat,  compost,  and  manure,  by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle  from  a  generally 
infested  area  through  a  lightly  infested  area  to  another  generally  infested  area, 
on  condition  that  such  vehicle  shall  have  seals  affixed  by  the  inspector  at  the 
point  of  origin,  which  seals  shall  remain  intact  until  examined  by  an  inspector 
in  the  separate  generally  infested  area  to  which  the  stock  is  transported. 
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Regulation  8.  Conditions  Governing  the  Protection  of  Restricted  Articles 
From  Infestation  While  in  Transit 

Farm  products,  nursery  "and  ornamental  stock,  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat, 
compost,  and  manure,  moving  interstate  from  or  through  the  generally  infested 
areas  to  points  outside  thereof  between  June  15  and  October  15,  inclusive,  shall 
at  all  times  while  they  are  in  the  generally  infested  areas  be  screened,  covered, 
or  otherwise  protected  in  manner  or  method  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  for 
safeguarding  the  articles  from  infestation. 

Trucks  or  other  road  vehicles  transporting  restricted  articles  may  be  sealed 
by  the  inspector  at  the  point  of  inspection  and  all  such  seals  shall  remain  intact 
as  long  as  the  vehicle  is  en  route  within  the  generally  infested  area. 

Regulation  9.  Marking  and  Certification  a  Condition  of  Interstate 

Transportation 

Every  car,  vehicle,  box,  basket,  or  other  container  of  the  articles  listed,  the 
interstate  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7,  shall  be 
plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignor  and  the  name  and 
address  of  the  consignee  and  shall  have  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof 
a  valid  certificate  or  permit  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

The  inspection  certificate  in  the  case  of  carload  and  other  bulk  shipments 
shall  accompany  the  waybill,  conductor's  manifest,  memorandum,  or  bill  of 
lading  pertaining  to  such  shipment,  or  in  the  case  of  truck  or  other  road  vehicle 
the  certificate  shall  accompany  the  vehicle,  and  in  either  case  the  certificate 
shall  be  surrendered  to  the  consignee  upon  the  delivery  of  the  shipment. 

Regulation  10.  Conditions  Governing  Inspection  and  Issuance  of 

Certificates 

(a)  Persons  intending  to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  interstate  any  of  the 
articles  the  movement  of  which  is  restricted  in  regulations  5,  6,  and  7  shall  make 
application  for  inspection  and  certification  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the 
probable  date  of  shipment,  specifying  in  the  application  the  article  and  quantity 
to  be  shipped,  method  of  shipment,  name  and  address  of  the  consignor,  and 
name  and  address  of  the  consignee. 

(6)  Applicants  for  inspection  will  be  required  to  assemble  the  articles  at 
such  points  as  the  inspector  shall  designate  and  to  so  place  them  that  inspec- 
tion may  readily  be  made ;  if  not  so  placed,  inspection  may  be  refused.  All 
charges  for  storage,  cartage,  and  labor  incident  to  inspection,  other  than  the 
services  of  the  inspector,  shall  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

(c)  Certificates  and  permits  shall  be  used  in  connection  with  the  transporta- 
tion of  only  those  articles  intended  to  be  covered  thereby. 

(d)  Where  the  apparent  absolute  freedom  from  infestation  of  any  of  the 
articles  enumerated  can  not  be  determined  by  the  inspector,  certification  will 
be  refused. 

Regulation  11.  Cancellation  of  Certificates 

Certificates  issued  under  these  regulations  may  be  withdrawn  or  canceled  by 
the  inspector  and  further  certification  refused,  either  for  any  failure  of  com- 
pliance with  the  conditions  of  these  regulations  or  violation  of  them,  or  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  the  further  use  of  such  certificates  might 
result  in  the  dissemination  of  infestation. 

Regulation  12.  Inspection  in  Transit 

Any  car,  vehicle,  basket,  box,  or  other  container  moved  interstate,  or  offered 
to  a  common  carrier  for  shipment  interstate,  which  contains  or  which  the  in- 
spector has  probable  cause  to  believe  contains  articles  the  movement  of  which 
is  prohibited  or  restricted  by  these  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  an  inspector  at  any  time  or  place. 

Regulation    13.  Thorough    Cleaning   Required    of    Trucks.    Wagons,    Cars, 
Boats,  and  Other  Vehicles  Before  Moving  Interstate 

Trucks,  wagons,  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in 
transporting  any  article  covered  by  these  regulations  within  the  regulated  areas 
shall  not  thereafter  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  until  they  have 
been  thoroughly  swept  and  cleaned  by  the  carrier  at  the  point  of  unloading  or 
destination. 
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Regulation  14.  Shipments  by  the  United  States"  Department  of  Agriculture 

Articles  subject  to  restriction  in  these  regulations  may  be  moved  interstate  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific  pur- 
poses, on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  container  of  articles 
so  moved  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying 
tag  from  the  Plant  Quarantine  and 'Control  Administration  showing  compliance 
with  such  conditions. 

These  revised  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  November 
10.  1930,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  February 
21.  1930,  as  amended.

PENALTIES 

The  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  provides  that  no 
person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  to  any  common  carrier,  nor  shall  any 
common  carrier  receive  for  transportation  or  transport,  nor  shall  any  person 
carry  or  transport  from  ,any  quarantined  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the 
United  States,  or  from  any  quarantined  portion  thereof,  into  or  through  any 
other  State  or  Territory  or  District,  any  class  of  nursery  stock  or  any  other 
class  of  plants,  fruits,  vegetables,  roots,  bulbs,  seeds,  *  *  *  or  any  other 
article  *  *  *  specified  in  the  notice  of  quarantine  *  *  *  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture.  It  also  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  or  who  shall  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  deface,  or  destroy  any 
certificate  provided  for  in  this  act  or  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

STATE  AND   FEDERAL   INSPECTION 

The  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  and  Virginia  have  promulgated  or  are 
about  to  promulgate  quarantines  restricting  intrastate  movement  supplemental 
to  the  Federal  quarantine.  These  State  quarantines  are  enforced  in  cooperation 
with  the  Federal  authorities.  Copies  of  either  the  Federal  or  State  quarantine 
orders  may  be  obtained  by  addressing  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Japanese  Beetle  Control,  box  361,  Camden,  N.  J.

ANNOUNCEMENTS  RELATING  TO  MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY 
QUARANTINE   (NO.  68) 

MEDITERRANEAN     FRUIT-FLY     QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS    FURTHER     MODIFIED 

(.Press  notice) 

October  1.  1930. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to-day  announced  further  modifications  in  the 
Med:terranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regulations,  effective  October  13.  1930. 
because  of  continued  improvements  in  the  situation  in  Florida.  The  most 
important  change  at  this  time  is  the  removal  of  the  requirement  of  steriliza- 
tion with  respect  to  the  shipment  of  Florida  fruit  and  peppers  to  the  Southern 
and  Western  States. 

At  a  conference  held  iu  the  department  offices  Saturday.  September  27.  the 
situation  was  discussed  with  agricultural  and  quarantine  officials  of  most  of 
the  Southern  States.  Others  had  informed  the  Secretary  by  mail  as  to  their 
agreement  to  the  proposed  change. 

Lee  A.  Strong,  chief  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  of 
the  department,  reported  at  the  conference  that  efforts  by  some  650  inspectors 
to  discover  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  gave  negative  results.  Only  3  fruit-fly 
infestations  have  been  found  in  Florida  in  the  past  13  months,  he  said.  2  near 
Orlando  and  1  at  St.  Augustine.  The  St.  Augustine  infestation,  which  con- 
sisted of  two  puparia  of  the  fruit  fly  under  a  fallen  orange  at  that  place,  is 
the  only  infestation  discovered  since  March  4.  1930. 

The  release  of  the  requirement  of  sterilization  makes  it  unnecessary  to 
continue  the  restrictions  on  reshipments  from  the  Northern  to  the  Southern 
States.  Such  restrictions  are  therefore  removed  and  Florida  host  fruits  and 
vegetables  which  leave  the  regulated  area  under  permit  are  authorized  to  be 
reshipped  throughout  the  continental  United  States. 
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The  improved  situation  also  makes  it  possible  to  remove  the  car-cleaning 
requirements  under  which  it  was  necessary  for  the  various  railroads  to  clean 
at  the  unloading  point  the  refrigerator  cars  which  had  transported  host  fruits 
and  vegetables. 

In  making  this  announcement,  the  Secretary  referred  to  the  surprisingly 
rapid  apparent  success  of  the  eradication  program.  In  the  early  summer  of 
1929,  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  was  found  on  approximately  1,000  properties 
scattered  over  20  counties  of  central  Florida.  In  the  center  of  the  infestation 
near  Orlando  there  were  a  number  of  groves  in  which  practically  100  per  cent 
of  the  grapefruit  was  being  attacked  by  the  fly,  and  in  which  the  crop  was 
completely  ruined.  The  very  intensive  eradication  program  which  was  im- 
mediately undertaken  involved  at  that  time  the  destruction  of  all  fruit  growing 
within  a  mile  of  infested  premises,  the  spraying  of  the  trees  with  a  poisoned 
bait  for  the  destruction  of  adult  flies  and  the  clean-up  of  large  quantities  of 
noncommercial  fruits  of  various  kinds  growing  on  roadsides  and  on  city  lots. 
Findings  of  the  fruit  fly  were  more  or  less  continuous  from  early  in  April  to 
the  middle  of  August,  1929,  but  the  eradication  campaign  was  pursued  so 
vigorously  and  was  so  intensive  in  its  nature  that  since  August  27,  1929,  the 
few  remaining  Mediterranean  fruit  flies  have  been  extremely  difficult  to 
discover. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  therefore  feels  that  while  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  up  the  inspection  to  discover  any  other  slight  infestations  there  may  be  in 
the  State,  the  requirement  of  sterilization  as  to  fruit  moved  to  the  Southern 
and  Western  States  is  no  longer  essential  for  protection.  The  inspection  of 
properties  on  which  host  fruits  and  vegetables  are  produced,  the  enforcement 
of  the  requirement  that  drops  and  windfalls  be  kept  picked  up,  the  maintenance 
of  the  sanitation  restrictions  applicable  to  packing  houses,  and  the  other  remain- 
ing requirements  of  the  fruit-fly  quarantine  regulations  are  now  believed  to 
constitute  full  protection. 

The  restrictions  as  to  infested  areas — that  is,  premises  within  one-half  mile 
of  points  at  which  infestation  may  be  discovered — remain  unchanged.  The  only 
area  now  so  classified  is  located  at  St.  Augustine.  At  whatever  points  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  may  hereafter  be  discovered  in  the  State,  the  same 
vigorous  clean-up  measures  will  be  undertaken  as  have  been  employed  in  the 
past  under  similar  conditions,  and  any  host  fruits  or  vegetables  produced  within 
an  area  which  may  be  designated  as  infested  as  a  result  of  such  finding,  must  be 
sterilized  for  interstate  movement. 

MODIFICATION   OF   MEDITERRANEAN   FRUIT-FLY   QUARANTINE   REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 

The  principal  modifications  included  in  this  revision  of  the  regulations  con- 
sist of  (1)  removing  the  sterilization  requirements  formerly  prescribed  in  regu- 
lation 6  for  host  fruits  and  vegetables  moved  interstate  from  all  those  parts  of 
Florida  not  included  in  infested  areas  to  Southern  and  Western  States;  (2) 
modifying  regulation  11  to  remove  the  restrictions  as  to  cleaning  railway  cars, 
boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  transporting  the  restricted 
articles  out  of  the  regulated  area;  and  (3)  providing  under  regulation  12  for 
the  unrestricted  reshipment  from  Northern  to  Southern  and  Western  States  of 
host  fruits  and  vegetables  which  have  originated  in  and  been  moved  from  the 
regulated  area  in  Florida.  Under  the  present  regulations,  therefore,  free  redis- 
tribution is  allowed  throughout  the  entire  continental  United  States,  of  the  re- 
stricted articles  which  have  been  moved  from  the  regulated  area  in  compliance 
with  the  regulations.

AMENDMENT   NO.    1    TO    REVISED   RULES    AND   REGULATIONS    SUPPLEMENTAL    TO 
NOTICE    OF    QUARANTINE    NO.    68 

(Approved   September  30,    1930;   effective  on  and  after  October   15.   1930) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917  (39 
Stat.  1134.  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  paragraphs  (9),  (10),  and  (14)  of  regulation 
6,  and  regulations  11  and  12,  of  the  revised  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
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to  notice  of  quarantine  No.  68,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  which 
were  promulgated  August  9,  1930,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

Regulation  6   (In  Part) 

Paragraph  (9).  Products  for  which  sterilization  is  not  required. — Except  as 
provided  in  paragraph  (12)  of  this  regulation,  or  until  further  notice,  steriliza- 
tion will  not  be  required  as  to  host  fruits  or  vegetables  produced  in  the  regu- 
lated area  outside  of  infested  areas  and  shipped  to  destinations  within  the 
continental  United  States. 

Paragraph  (10).  Shipments  to -Porto  Rico. — Host  fruits  and  vegetables  may 
be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a- regulated  area  directly  or 
indirectly  to  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  only  under  permit  and  only  under 
such  safeguards  as  shall  be  prescribed  therein  for  the  individual  shipment 
concerned. 

Paragraph  (14).  Bulk  cur  lots  of  citrus  fruits. — -Permits  may  be  issued  for 
the  interstate  shipment  in  refrigerator  cars  to  such  destinations  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  permits,  of  citrus  fruits  in  bulk  on  condition  that  such  fruits 
have  been  washed  and  graded,  that  all  culls  have  been  removed,  and  that  the 
contents  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

Regulation  11.  Railway  Caes,  Boats,  and  Other  Vehicles  Unrestricted 

Until  further  notice,  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been 
used  in  transporting  restricted  articles  produced  in  or  moved  from  a  regulated 
area  may  thereafter  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  without  the 
cleaning  or  disinfection  heretofore  required.

MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT  FLY  REGULATED  AREA  REDUCED  AND  CERTAIN  RESTRIC- 
TIONS   ON    SHIPMENTS    OF    FLORIDA    VEGETABLES    REMOVED

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  to-day  announced  the  release 
Of  an  additional  area  in  Florida  from  the  restrictions  as  to  the  movement  of 
host  fruits  and  vegetables  and  other  articles,  which  apply  to  the  remainder 
of  the  State  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly.  The  modification 
becomes  effective  to-day  (October  15).  *  *  *  The  entire  area  released  by 
the  present  and  a  former  order  comprises  16  counties  in  western  and  northern 
Florida. 

The  same  amendment  to  the  regulations  removes  the  permit  requirements  as 
to  host  vegetables  produced  outside  of  infested  areas  and  authorizes  their 
transportation  by  truck  and  other  road  vehicles  from  Florida.  No  changes  are 
made  in  the  present  regulations  affecting  fruit  shipments  from  points  east  of 
the  Aucilla  River. 

MODIFICATION   OF   MEDITERRANEAN    FRUIT-FLY    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY   NOTE 

This  modication  of  regulation  3  reduces  the  area  under  regulation  by  releas- 
ing from  restriction  that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  lying  between  the  Aucilla 
River  on  the  east  and  the  Ocklockonee  River  on  the  west,  comprising  the  coun- 
ties of  Jefferson,  Leon,  and  Wakulla.  No  infestation  has  ever  been  found  in 
this  area.  The  regulated  area  now  covers  that  part  of  Florida  lying  east  and 
southeast  of  the  Aucilla  River.  The  amendment  also  changes  regulation  6  by 
removing  restrictions  on  the  shipment  of  host  vegetables  produced  outside  of 
infested  areas.

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Regulation  3.  Designation  of  Infested  State  and  of  Regulated  Area 

(a)  Infested  State. — The  State  of  Florida  is  designated  as  an  infested  State, 
and  all  other  States,  Territories,  and  Districts  of  the  continental  United  States 
and  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  are  designated  as  noninfested  States,  Terri- 
tories, or  Districts.    See  regulation  1  (c),  (d),  (e). 

( & )  Regulated  area. — In  accordance  with  the  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  68  (revised),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  area  all 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Florida  lying  east  and  southeast  of  the  Aucilla  River. 

Regulation   6.  Movement  of  Host  Fruits  and  Vegetables  from   Regulated 

Areas 

section  a.  control  of  movement 

(1)  Unrestricted  plant  products. — No  restrictions  are  placed  by  these  regu- 
lations on  the  interstate  movement  of  cotton  bolls  or  -seed  cotton,  or  fruits,  vege- 
tables, or  garden  or  orchard  products  other  than  products  defined  as  "host  fruits 
and  vegetables"  in  paragraph  (i)  of  regulation  1  or  later  amendments  to  the 
same. 

(2)  Manufactured  and  preserved  articles. — No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the 
interstate  movement  of  host  fruits  and  vegetables  which  have  been  manu- 
factured or  preserved  in  such  a  manner  that  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector 
no  infestation  could  be  transmitted  therewith. 

(3)  Imported  host  fruits  and  vegetables . — Host  fruits  and  vegetables  im- 
ported into  the  United  States  through  the  ports  of  a  regulated  area  under  per- 
mits issued  under  the  provisions  of  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  56,  may  be 
transported  interstate  through  a  regulated  area  to  destinations  outside  thereof 
in  the  original  containers  without  respect  to  these  rules  and  regulations,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  observance  of  such  safeguards  on  the  part  of  the  shipper  as 
may  be  required  by  the  inspector  to  eliminate  risk  of  spreading  the  Medi- 
terranean fruit  fly.  If  the  original  container  of  imported  host  fruits  has  been 
opened,  such  fruits  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from 
a  regulated  area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  a  permit  shall 
have  been  issued  therefor  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (5)  of  this  regu- 
lation. Such  permit  may  be  issued  on  condition  that  the  product's  identity 
as  imported  host  fruits  has  been  maintained  and  on  compliance  with  such  other 
safeguards  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

(4)  Prohibited  shipments. — Other  than  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and 
(3)  hereof,  host  fruits  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  any  part  of  a  regulated  area  by  truck,  automobile,  or  other  road  vehicle, 
nor  by  airplane,  nor  by  mail,  nor  in  any  other  manner  than  by  rail  or  boat  in 
compliance  with  paragraphs  (5)  to  (10)  hereof. 

(5)  Permits. — Other  than  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3)  hereof, 
host  fruits  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regu- 
lated area  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof  unless  a  permit  shall  have 
been  issued  therefor  to  the  shipper  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  such  movement  shall  be  subject  to  such  destination  limitations 
and  other  restrictions  as  are  prescribed  elsewhere  in  these  regulations  or  in 
amendments  thereto  or  as  may  be  stated  in  the  permit.  Until  further  notice, 
permits  will  not  be  required  as  a  condition  of  interstate  movement  of  host 
vegetables  produced  outside  of  infested  areas. 

(6)  Rail  shipments. — Other  than  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3) 
hereof,  host  fruits  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a 
regulated  area  except  when  packed  in  standard  commercial  containers,  unless 
a  special  permit  has  been  issued  for  bulk  movement  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (14)  hereof;  and  all  such  interstate  shipments  while  within  a  regu- 
lated area  shall  comply  with  all  the  screening,  icing,  and  similar  measures 
enforced  as  to  intrastate  movement  by  the  State  concerned. 

(7)  Boat  shipments. — Other  than  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and  (3) 
hereof,  host  fruits  shall  not  be  transported  interstate  by  boat  from  a  regulated 
area  except  when  packed  in  standard  commercial  containers  and  when  moving 
under  permit  in  compliance  with  paragraphs   (8)   to   (10)   of  this  regulation. 

(8)  Sterilization  of  infested-arca  products. — Unsterilized  host  fruits  and 
vegetables  which  have  been  produced  in  an  infested  area  shall  not  be  moved 
or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate:  Provided,  That,  as  to  host  fruits  and 
vegetables  for  which  no  method  of  sterilization  has  been  authorized  and  which 
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have  been  produced  on  noninfested  properties  within  infested  areas,  permits 
may  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  of  such  products  from  a  regulated 
area  to  destinations  specified  in  said  permit  under  such  safeguards  as  will 
in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  eliminate  risk  of  spread  of  infestation. 

(9)  Products  for  icJiich  sterilization  is  not  required. — Except  as  provided  in; 
paragraph  (12)  of  this  regulation,  or  until  further  notice,  sterilization  will  not 
be  required  as  to  host  fruits  or  vegetables  produced  in  the  regulated  area  out- 
side of.  infested  areas  and  shipped  therefrom  interstate  to  destinations  within 
the  continental  United  States. 

(10)  Shipments  to  Porto  Rico. — Host  fruits  and  vegetables  may  be  moved 
or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate  from  a  regulated  area  directly  or  indirectly 
to  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  only  under  permit  and  only  under  such  safe- 
guards as  shall  be  prescribed  therein'  for  the  individual  shipment  concerned, 

SECTION  B.    CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  PERMITS 

(11)  Application  by  packers  and  shippers. — Packers,  shippers,  or  others  in- 
tending to  move  or  allow  to  be  moved  host  fruits  interstate  from  a  regulated 
area  shall,  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  probable  date  of  the  earliest 
shipment  for  the  season,  make  application  (on  Form  751)  to  the  office  of  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  Orlando,  Fla.,  for  a  permit  and 
authorization  to  pack  and  ship  such  fruits.  Such  applications  shall  show  the 
nature  and  quantity  of  the  articles  it  is  proposed  to  move,  together  with  the 
location  at  which  they  will  be  packed,  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant, 
and  such  additional  information  and  agreements  as  may  be  embodied  in  the 
prescribed  application  form.  After  such  application  is  approved  and  at  least 
five  days  in  advance  of  packing  any  host  fruits  from  any  specific  properties, 

.the  packer  or  shipper  shall  submit  either  to  the  local  inspector  or  to  the  Orlando 
office  of  the  administration  a  list  of  such  properties.  He  shall  not  use  nor 
permit  the  use  of  any  permit  tags  issued  to  him  on  any  host  fruits  from  any 
premises  unless  and  until  he  shall  either  have  in  his  possession  a  valid  property 
certificate  covering  the  property  concerned,  or  unless  he  shall  have  received 
from  the  inspector  special  authorization  to  ship  such  fruits,  which  authoriza- 
tion may  be  refused  or  may  be  conditioned  on  such  sterilization  or  destination 
limitations  as  the  inspector  may  prescribe. 

(12)  Property  certification. — Property  certificates  may  be  issued  to  the  owner, 
tenant,  or  person  in  charge  of  any  property,  upon  determination  by  an  inspector 
that  the  following  conditions  have  been  maintained  as  to  the  property  con- 
cerned. Such  spraying  as  may  be  necessary  to  destroy  adult  fruit  flies,  such 
systematic  and  periodical  clean-up  of  drops,  windfalls,  and  ripening  fruits  dur- 
ing the  ripening  and  harvesting  period,  such  disposal  of  crop  remnants  fol- 
lowing harvest,  and  such  other  requirements  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  department  to  eliminate  risk  of  infestation.  If  the  inspector  shall; 
at  any  time  determine  that  any  owner,  tenant,  or  person  in  charge  of  any 
property  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  these  regulations,  ;th« 
property  certificate  may  be  denied,  suspended,  or  revoked,  and  the  department 
may  at  its  option  either  (a)  refuse  to  authorize  the  interstate  movement  of  the- 
host  fruits  produced  on  said  property,  or  (b)  require  sterilization  for  products 
for  which  it  would  not  otherwise  be  required,  or  (c)  limit  the  destinations  to 
which  the  fruits  may  be  shipped. 

(13)  Individual  single  boxes. — Permits  authorizing  the  interstate  shipment" 
from  a  regulated  area  of  individual  single  boxes  of  host  fruits  by  others  than 
commercial  packers  may  be  issued  either  (a)  on  evidence  satisfactory  to  the- 
inspector  that  the  products  contained  therein  have  been  secured  from  the  pack- 
ing house  of  a  permittee  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (11)  hereof,  or  (b)> 
on  inspection  of  the  premises  and  determination  that  they  are  and  have  been* 
maintained  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (12)  hereof. 

(14)  Bulk  car  lots  of  citrus  fruits. — Permits  may  be  issued  for  the  inter- 
state shipment  from  a  regulated  area  to  such  destinations  as  may  be  specified 
in  the  permits,  of  citrus  fruits  in  bulk  in  refrigerator  cars  on  condition  that 
such  fruits  have  been  washed  and  graded,  that  all  culls  have  been  removed  and 
that  the  contents  comply  with  such  other  safeguards  as  may  be  required  by 
the  inspector. 

(15)  Date  limitation  as  to  citrus  fruits. — Permits  will  not  be  issued  for  the 
interstate  movement  of  citrus  fruits  from  a  regulated  area  during  the  citrus- 
free  period  except  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph.  (1)  of 
regulation  5.

FLORIDA    CITRUS    CROP    MAY   MOVE    BY    TRUCK    UNDER    PERMIT    SYSTEM 

(Press  notice) 

November  3,  1930. 

An  amendment  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine  regulations  was 
announced  to-day  (November  3)  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  which 
the  transportation  of  citrus  and  other  fruits  from  the  regulated  area  of  Florida 
by  trucks  and  other  road  vehicles  is  authorized  under  safeguards  which  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  believes  will  prevent  spread  of  infestation.  The 
amendment  will  become  effective  November  5. 

Such  truck  movement  has  been  completely  shut  off  since  the  fruit  fly  was 
discovered  in  Florida  in  the  spring  of  1929.  Because  of  the  infestation  in  the 
State  at  that  time,  the  department  felt  that  such  movement  could  not  be  safely 
authorized,  because  the  transportation  of  susceptible  fruits  and  vegetables  from 
Florida  by  road  vehicles  involved  danger  of  carrying  the  fruit  fly  to  other 
Southern  States  and  was  difficult  to  control.  Under  present  conditions  it  is 
felt  that  truck  movement  under  permit  can  be  authorized. 

The  new  amendment  limits  the  movement  to  fruits  sent  from  certified  packing 
houses  in  the  regulated  area  and  packed  either  in  standard  citrus  crates  securely 
closed  with  metal  bands  or  in  other  standard  commercial  containers  securely 
sealed.  Each  box  must  bear  a  serially  numbered  tag,  and  the  permit  accom- 
panying the  vehicle  must  show  these  serial  numbers  and  information  which  will 
identify  the  shipment  as  one  originating  at  a  certified  packing  house.  If  the 
shipment  is  not  identified  satisfactorily,  inspectors  will  assume  that  it  originated 
in  a  packing  house  which  fails  to  comply  with  the  sanitation  requirements  still 
in  effect.     Inspectors  will  stop  such  shipments. 

MODIFICATION    OF    MEDITERRANEAN    FRUIT    FLY    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS 

(Revision  of  Reg.  6  A  (4)  ;  effective  November  5,  1930) 

INTRODUCTORY   NOTE

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AMENDMENT   NO.    3    TO   REVISED    RULES    AND    REGULATIONS    SUPPLEMENTAL   TO 
NOTICE   OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   68 

(Approved  November  1,  1930;  effective  November  5,  1930) 

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912 
(37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1917 
(39  Stat.  1134,  1165),  it  is  ordered  that  paragraph  (4)  of  section  A  of  regula- 
tion 6  of  the  revised  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine 
No.  68,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  which  were  promulgated 
August  9,  1930,  as  amended  on  October  14,  1930,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  6.    Section  A,  Paragraph  (4) 

C4)  Prohibited  shipments. — Other  than  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (2)  and 
(3)  hereof,  host  fruits  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  interstate 
from  any  part  of  a  regulated  area  by  truck,  automobile,  or  other  road  vehicle, 
nor  by  airplane,  nor  by  mail,  nor  in  any  other  maimer  than  by  rail  or  boat  in 
compliance  with  paragraphs  (5)  to  (10)  hereof:  Provided,  That  host  fruits 
may  be  moved  interstate,  from  certified  packing  houses  in  the  regulated  area, 
by  truck  or  other  road  vehicle,  upon  condition  that  such  fruits  are  packed  either 
in  standard  citrus  crates  securely  closed  with  metal  bands  or  in  other  standard 
commercial  containers  securely  sealed ;  that  each  box  bears  a  serially  numbered 
tag  of  Form  743,  and  that  a  permit  (Form  700)  has  been  issued  for  such  move- 
ment. Such  permit  shall  accompany  the  vehicle  and  shall  show  the  serial  num- 
bers of  the  box  tags  covered  thereby,  the  name,  address,  and  permit  number  of 
the  packing  plant,  the  date  the  fruit  was  packed,  the  license  number  of  the 
truck,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  owner  of  the  truck,  of  the  consignor, 
and  of  the  consignee. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  November  5,  1930.

RESHIPMENT    RESTRICTIONS    REMOVED    ON    FLORIDA    FRUITS    AND    VEGETABLES 

October  10.  1930. 
To  commission  merchants  and  other  fruit  dealers: 

Gentlemen  :  Effective  October  15,  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine 
regulations  have  been  further  revised  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  per- 
mit the  reshipment  of  Florida  host  fruits  and  vegetables  which  leave  the  regu- 
lated area  under  Federal  permit,  throughout  the  continental  United  States 
without  restriction. 
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Continued  improvements  in  the  fruit-fly  situation  in  Florida  make  this  action 
possible.  Only  three  very  slight  infestations  have  been  found  there  during  the 
past  13  months,  none  of*  them  in  commercial  groves.  The  requirement  of 
sterilization  for  shipment  to  the  Southern  and  Western  States  has  accordingly 
been  discontinued,  and  no  need  for  restricting  shipments  from  the  Northern  to 
the  Southern  and  Western  States  remains. 

The  notice  to  you  dated  September  22,  1930,  is  therefore  modified  accordingly.

FREE    FLORIDA    FROM    FRUIT-FLY    QUARANTINE     ON    NOVEMBER     15 

(Press  notice) 

November  11,  1930. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to-day  anuounced  that  the  Federal  quarantine 
on  Florida  products,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  will  be  lifted, 
effective  November  15,  1930.  This  action,  which  removes  all  remaining  re- 
strictions on  the  interstate  movement  of  host  fruits  and  vegetables  from  the 
regulated  area  of  Florida,  follows  conferences  with  Florida  officials,  including 
Governor  Carlton  and  members  of  the  State  plant  board. 

With  the  lifting  of  the  Federal  quarantine,  grove  owners  are  no  longer 
required  to  pick  up  and  dispose  of  drops,  culls,  and  windfalls.  There  is  to  be 
no  further  issuance  of  property  certificates,  beginning  with  the  15th,  and  the 
present  regulations  as  to  packing-house  sanitation,  shipping  permits,  and 
quarantine-line  inspection  also  will  be  discontinued  as  of  that  date. 

Intensive  field  inspection  by  the  Federal  forces  will  be  continued  indefinitely 
in  respect  both  to  fruit  in  the  groves  and  in  packing  houses.  This  is  a 
precaution  against  the  spread  of  any  infestation  which  may  develop  in  the 
future.  Should  an  inspector  discover  the  fruit  fly,  he  will  report  the  infesta- 
tion to  the  State  authorities,  who  will  institute  effective  eradication  work 
immediately. 

The  official  status  of  Florida  in  respect  to  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  after 
the  withdrawal  of  the  Federal  quarantine,  will  be  exactly  the  same  as  it  was 
before  the  discovery  of  the  first  infestation  in  April,  1929.  That  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  now  considers  it  safe  to  remove  restrictions 
on  shipments  from  the  State  indicates  its  confidence  in  the  success  of  the 
eradication  campaign  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1929. 

The  Secretary  and  his  advisers  reached  this  decision  only  after  receiving 
reports  from  field  inspectors  as  to  the  results  of  an  intensive  effort  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  present  regulations  in  regard  to  grove  clean-up.  A  gratify- 
ingly  satisfactory  response  was  reported  from  every  section  of  the  citrus-produc- 
ing area.  In  many  districts  a  nearly  100  per  cent  removal  of  drops  and  wind- 
falls was  reported. 

Other  factors  helped  create  conditions  which,  in  the  opinion  of  Federal  author- 
ities, warrant  them  in  complying  with  the  State  plant  board's  request  for 
removal  of  the  quarantine.  These  were  the  bait-spray  applications  made  during 
the  summer  and  the  voluntary  grove  clean-up  at  the  end  of  the  last  shipping 
season.  The  campaign  for  the  spraying  recommended  by  the  department  was 
fostered  by  the  Florida  Citrus  Growers'  Clearing  House  Association.  The  State 
plant  board  furnished  the  materials.  Local  organizations  of  growers,  county 
agents,  and  shipping  firms  cooperated  in  both  these  endeavors. 

Every  part  of  the  citrus  belt  has  had  repeated  intensive  inspections  since  field 
work  was  resumed  in  July.  For  most  of  the  intervening  period  nearly  700 
inspectors  were  employed.  Between  August  1  and  November  1  approximately 
600,000  specimens  were  submitted  for  examination  by  the  identification  division. 
No  specimen  was  identified  as  being  a  Mediterranean  fruit  fly.  The  field  inspec- 
tion covered  both  commercial  and  noncommercial  properties  and  also  large  areas 
of  wild  hosts. 

Since  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  was  discovered  in  Florida  in  April,  1929, 
the  Federal  Government  has  expended  approximately  $6,355,000  in  the  effort 
to  completely  exterminate  the  pest  from  the  State.  In  this  endeavor  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  bas  had  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens  and  of  the  officials 
of  Florida,  particularly  of  the  State  plant  board.  Conditions  have  improved 
steadily  over  a  period  of  nearly  a  year  and  a  half,  and  the  quarantine  regula- 
tions have  been  modified  repeatedly,  whenever  the  situation  was  found  to 
warrant  modifications,  and  always  in  rl  e  direction  of  liberality. 
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In  1929  1,000  properties  in  Florida  were  found  -to  be  infested  by  the  fruit 
fly.  Most  of  the  infestations  were  discovered  during  the  spring  and  early  sum- 
mer. At  present  there  is  no  known  infestation  in  the  entire  State.  None  has 
been  found  in  a  commercial  grove  since  November  16,  1929,  and  only  two  very 
minor  infestations  of  any  kind  have  been  located  since  that  date.  One  of  these 
"was  discovered  on  March  4,  1930,  in  Orlando,  consisting  of  10  larvae  in  two 
sour  oranges.  The  other  infestation,  the  latest  one  recorded,  was  found  on 
July  25,  1930,  and  comprised  two  pupae  recovered  from  the  soil  under  the  fruit 
of  a  sour  orange  in  a  back  yard  at  St.  Augustine. 

Federal  officials  feel  that  under  present  conditions  Florida  products  do  not 
offer  a  menace  to  any  other  section  of  the  country.  In  compliance  with  the 
clean-up  requirements  of  the  Federal  regulations  there  has  been  an  almost 
complete  removal  and  disposal  of  dropped  fruit  throughout  the  citrus-growing 
areas  of  the  State.  Shipping  firms  and  packing  houses  have  also  conformed, 
practically  without  exception,  to  the  provisions  covering  issue  of  permits  and 
similar  matters. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  department  the  importance  to  Florida  of  affording 
free  movement  for  the  crops  of  the  State  is  sufficient  to  justify  the  maintenance 
by  State  authorities  of  the  apparently  satisfactory  conditions  which  now  obtain. 
For  a  time,  however,  Federal  inspectors  will  be  retained  in  the  State  for  the 
purpose  of  attempting  to  discover  any  infestations  which  may  remain.  In 
the  event  any  are  found  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration,  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  State,  the  infestations  will 
be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Florida  officials.  In  lieu  of  the  reestablish- 
ment  of  the  Federal  quarantine,  it  is  expected  that  Florida  officials  will  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  for  eradication. 

NOTICE    OF    LIFTING    OF   MEDITERRANEAN   FRUIT-FLY    QUARANTINE 

(Effective  on  and  after  November  15,  1930) 

The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  as  a  result  of 
intensive  field  inspection  work,  that  there  is,  at  the  present  time,  no  known 
infestation  in  the  State  of  Florida  or  elsewhere  in  the  continental  United 
States  by  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Ceratitis  capitata  Wied.),  on  account  of 
which  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  68,  with  regulations,  was  promulgated  April  26, 
1929,  effective  on  and  after  May  1,  1929,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  department 
that  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  68,  with  regulations,  together  with  the  revisions 
thereof  and  amendments  thereto,  which  have  subsequently  been  promulgated, 
can  now  be  removed  with  safety  to  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  authority 
conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act,  approved  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315), 
as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.,  1134, 
1165),  do  hereby  remove  and  revoke  the  quarantine  placed  by  said  Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  68  and  revisions  thereof  upon  the  State  of  Florida  and  each 
and  every  other  State  of  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  do  also  hereby  remove  and  revoke  the  rules  and  regulations 
supplemental  thereto,  such  removal  and  revocation  to  take  effect  on  Novem- 
ber 15,  1930.

CITRUS    CENSUS    OF  THE  LOWER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY   OF"  TEXAS  AS    OF  APRIL    1,    1930 

In  administering  the  provisions  of  the  Mexican  fruit-worm  quarantine  it  has 
been  found  to  be  necessary  to  make  a  complete  census  of  all  citrus  growing  in 
the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas.  In  response  to  requests  from  the  citrus 
interests  of  this  valley  and  of  various  agricultural  agencies  and  inspectors  of 
other  States  it  is  deemed  desirable  that  this  information  be  made  available. 

The  census  which  follows  has  been  taken  by  the  various  district  inspectors  for 
their  respective  districts.  It  is  presented  in  two  arrangements,  by  counties  and 
by  districts.  The  11  districts  as  shown  in  Table  2  represent  divisions  of  the 
territory  which  have  been  made  for  the  convenience  of  administration.  These 
divisions  are  designated  by  the  names  of  the  towns  at  which  the  inspectors  in 
charge  are  located. 

In  explanation  of  the  tables  the  following  information  is  given : 

Ages  of  trees :  In  the  tables  the  ages  of  trees  are  classified  as  0,  1,  2,  3,  4,  and 
5.  Trees  given  under  classification  0  were  planted  during  the  period  from  July 
1,  1929,  to  March  31,  1930.  Trees  given  under  classification  1  were  planted  from 
July  1,  1928,  to  June  30,  1929.  The  ages  of  trees  designated  as  2,  3,  and  4, 
respectively,  will  be  understood  in  the  light  of  this  explanation.  Trees  given 
under  classification  5  were  planted  previous  to  June  30,  1925. 

Other  citrus:  Under  this  classification  are  included  kumquats,  limes,  man- 
darins, satsumas,  sour  oranges,  tangelos,  lemons,  etc.

ANNOUNCE     PHONY-PEACH     QUARANTINE     HEARING     AT     WASHINGTON, 

NOVEMBER    14 

(Press  notice)  October   29,   1930. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  announced  a  public  hear- 
ing to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  the  quarantine  on  account  of  the 
phony  peach  disease  to  the  States  of  Texas,  Arkansas.  Louisiana,  Tennessee, 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Mississippi.  As  an  alternative  to  such 
extension,  the  question  of  the  possible  discontinuance  of  the  quarantine  will 
be  discussed.  The  hearing  will  be  at  10  a.  m.,  November  14.  1930,  before  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  and  the  Federal  Plant  Quar- 
antine Board,  at  1729  New  York  Avenue  NW.,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Inspectors  engaged  in  eradicating  the  phony  peach  disease  last  year  found, 
during  a  brief  incomplete  survey  of  Mississippi,^  that  there  were  orchards 
slightly  infected  with  the  disease  in  Madison,  Oktibbeha,  and  Washington 
Counties  of  that  State.  A  public  hearing  to  consider  the  advisability  of  ex- 
tending the  quarantine  to  Mississippi  was  held  on  April  24,  1930.  Since  the 
infections  known  at  that  time  were  not  extensive  and  were  at  some  distance 
from  peach-growing  nurseries,  they  did  not  appear  to  involve  risk  of  spread 
during  the  summer  months,  and  quarantine  action  with  respect  to  that  State 
was  withheld  pending  further  investigation.  During  the  last  four  months,  how- 
ever, further  surveys  have  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  infections  in  15  addi- 
tional counties  of  the  State.  Some  of  the  infections  are  more  extensive  than 
those  found  last  year  and  appear  to  be  sources  from  which  the  disease  may 
spread  into  new  territory. 

Scouting  work  in  other  States  in  the  summer  of  1930  disclosed  infections, 
most  of  them  incipient,  in  6  counties  in  Texas,  4  counties  in  Arkansas,  4 
parishes  in  Louisiana,  2  counties  in  Tennessee,  1  county  in  North  Carolina,  and 
10  counties  in  South  Carolina.  The  infections  in  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina 
were  confined  to  a  few  trees  which  have  already  been  destroyed. 

The  phony-peach  quarantine  regulates  interstate  movement,  from  the  in- 
fected districts  to  points  outside,  of  peach  trees,  peach  roots,  nectarine  trees, 
nectarine  roots,  and  all  kinds  of  trees  and  shrubs  grafted  or  budded  on  peach 
or  nectarine  roots.  Scions,  seeds,  and  fruit  do  not  carry  the  disease  and  are 
not  restricted. 

NOTICE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING  TO  CONSIDER  THE  ADVISABILITY  OF  EXTENDING 
THE  QUARANTINE  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  PHONY-PEACH  DISEASE  TO  THE  STATES 
OF  TEXAS,  ARKANSAS,  LOUISIANA,  TENNESSEE,  NORTH  CAROLINA,  SOUTH 
CAROLINA,  AND  MISSISSIPPI 

October  28,  1930. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  information  that  the  phony-peach  disease, 
a  dangerous  plant  disease  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within 
or  throughout  the  United  States,  which  has  been  known  to  exist  for  some  time 
in  portions  of  Georgia  and  Alabama,  has  recently  been  discovered  in  the  above- 
named  States. 

It  appears  necessary,  therefore,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  extending  the 
quarantine  on  account  of  this  disease  to  include  the  States  of  Texas.  Arkansas, 
Louis'ana,  Tennessee,  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina,  and  of  restricting 
the  movement  of  peach  trees,  peach  roots,  nectarine  trees,  nectarine  roots,  or 
any  kinds  or  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs  grafted  or  budded  on  peach  or 
nectarine  roots,  from  the  said  States  or  from  any  district  therein  determined 
to  be  infected.  A  hearing  with  respect  to  extending  the  quarantine  to  include 
Mississippi  was  held  on  April  24,  1930,  and  at  the  coming  hearing  the  depart- 
ment will  also  give  renewed  consideration  to  the  advisability  of  quarantining 
that  State.  As  an  alternative  to  such  extension,  the  question  of  the  possible 
discontinuance  of  the  Federal  quarantine  will  also  be  discussed. 

Notice  is,  therefore,  hereby  given  that  in  accordance  with  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat.  315),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  4,  1917  (39  Stat.  1134,  1165).  a  public  hearing  will  be  held 
before  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  and  the  Federal 
Plant  Quarantine  Board  at  the  offices  of  the  said  administration.  1729  New 
York  Avenue  NW.,  Washington,  D.  C,  at  10  a.  m.  November  14,  1930,  in  order 
that  any  person  interested  in  the  proposed  extension  or  discontinuance  of  the 
quarantine  may  appear  and  be  heard  either  in  person  or  by  attorney.

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ANNOUNCEMENT   RELATING   TO   NURSERY   STOCK,   PLANT,   AND 
SEED  QUARANTINE  (NO.  37) 

NOTICE   OF   QUARANTINE   NO.    37,   WITH   REVISED   REGULATIONS 

[Effective  on  and  after  December  22,  1930] 
INTRODUCTORY   NOTE 

The  exhaustion  of  the  last  revised  edition  of  quarantine  37 — that  of  October 
24,  1928,  effective  November  1,  1928 — makes  it  necessary  to  issue  a  new  edition. 
In  this  new  edition  the  single  amendment  promulgated  since  the  last  edition 
is  incorporated,  several  minor  changes  in  wording  are  made,  and  the  appendices 
have  been  brought  up  to  date.  The  amendment,  promulgated  July  29,  1929, 
provides  for  the  exclusion  after  June  30,  1931,  of  all  fruit  stocks  not  already 
excluded  under  the  provisions  of  regulation  3.  The  footnote  to  regulation  2 
is  extended  to  include  a  reference  to  the  notice  requiring  a  special  permit  for 
the  entry  of  Aglaonema.  Regulation  3  is  revised  to  provide  for  the  exclusion 
of  elm  (Ulmus  spp.)  seed  from  Europe;  for  the  freedom  from  pulp  of  nuts 
and  seeds  enumerated ;  and  for  the  importation  of  the  plant  material  permitted 
entry  under  regulation  3  from  countries  not  maintaining  inspection  for  public- 
service  purposes  instead  of  for  experimental  purposes  only.  Regulation  4  is 
revised  to  include  a  brief  statement  of  the  procedure  followed  in  handling 
material  refused  entry.  In  regulation  7  provision  is  made  for  the  entry  of 
regulation  14  material  at  the  port  designated  in  the  permit  instead  of  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  or — as  to  trans-Pacific  shipments — at  San  Francisco.  This  will 
make  it  possible  to  permit  the  entry  at  San  Francisco  of  nontrans-Pacific  ship- 
ments arriving  at  western  ports  and  to  approve  additional  ports  of  entry  should 
that  become  feasible.  The  footnote  to  regulation  14  is  revised  to  indicate  briefly 
how  unauthorized  regulation  14  material  is  handled  upon  arrival.  Appendix 
A  has  been  revised  by  removing  Porto  Rico  from  item  (a)  as  a  territory  into 
which  potatoes  might  be  imported  from  any  foreign  country  for  local  use,  this 
change  being  in  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  potato  regulations,  ef- 
fective August  1,  1930.  .  Appendix  B  has  been  revised  by  adding  Brazil  to  the 
list  of  foreign  countries  which  have  provided  for  inspection  and  certification. 
Appendix  C,  the  list  of  State  inspection  officials,  has  been  revised  to  bring  it 
up  to  date*

NOTICE    OF   QUARANTINE   NO.   37 

NURSERY    STOCK,    PLANT,    AND    SEED   QUARANTINE 

The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  notice  is 
hereby  given,  that  there  exist  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Mexico,  Central  and 
South  America,  and  other  foreign  countries  and  localities  certain  injurious 
insects  and  fungous  diseases  new  to  and  not  heretofore  widely  distributed 
within  and  throughout  the  United  States,  which  affect  and  are  carried  by 
nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds,  the  words  "  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds,"  including,  wherever  used  in  this  notice  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  supplemental  hereto,  field-grown  florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines, 
cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of  fruit  and  orna- 
mental trees  or  shrubs,  also  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  bedding  plants, 
and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots,  and  other  plants  and  plant 
products  for,  or  capable  of,  propagation. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  D.  F.  Houston.  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  under  the  au- 
thority conferred  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  20,  1912  (37  Stat. 
315),  do  hereby  declare  that  it  is  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  the  further 
introduction  into  the  United  States  of  injurious  insect  pests  and  fungous  dis- 
eases, to  forbid,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
hereto,  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  nursery  stc  ck  and  other  plants 
and  seeds  from  the  foreign  countries  and  localities  named  and  from  any  other 
foreign  locality  or  country. 

On  and  after  June  1,  1919,  and  until  further  notice,  by  virtue  of  said  act 
of  Congress  approved  August  20,  1912,  the  importation  of  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  seeds  from  the  above  named  and  all  other  foreign  countries 
and  localities,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
hereto,  is  prohibited.

This  quarantine  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
covered  by  special  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders  now  in  force,  a 
list  of  which  is  given  in  Appendix  A  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
hereto,  nor  to  the  importation  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  for  experimental  or  scientific 
purposes.

PREVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE 
NO.  37,  GOVERNING  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  NURSERY  STOCK  AND  OTHER  PLANTS 
AND  SEEDS  INTO  THE   UNITED   STATES 

[Effective   on   and   after   December  22,   1930,   and   superseding   the   regulations   heretofore 
issued  governing  the  importation  of  nujsery  stock] 

Regulation  1.  Definitions 

For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the  following  words,  names,  and  terms 
shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds:  Field-grown  florists'  stock, 
trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  fruit  pits,  and  other  seeds  of 
fruit  and  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs ;  also  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds, 
bedding  plants,  and  other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots,  and  other  plants 
and  plant  products  for,  or  capable  of,  propagation. 

(o)  Field  seeds:  Seeds  of  cereal,  forage,  and  other  field  crops. 

(c)  Vegetable  seeds:  Seeds  of  garden  vegetables  and  other  truck  crops. 

(d)  Flower  seeds:  Seeds  of  annual,  biennial,  or  even  perennial  flowering 
plants  which  are  essentially  herbaceous,  namely,  plants  which  perish  annually 
down  to,  and  sometimes  including,  the  root  (i.  e.,  soft,  succulent  plants). 

(e)  Seeds  of  hardy  perennial  plants:  Seeds  of  woody  or  other  plants  which 
are  not  herbaceous  and  are  either  of  a  hardy  and  woody  growth  or  are  not 
killed  to  the  ground  in  temperate  zones. 

(/)  Bulbs  and  coigns:  Bulb — an  enlarged  subterranean  bud  with  fleshy  scales 
or  coats  (for  example,  tulips,  Spanish  iris)  ;  Corm — an  enlarged  fleshy  base  of 
a  stem,  bulb-like  but  solid  (for  example,  gladiolus,  cyclamen;  crocus). 

(g).  Plant  roots,  rhizomes,  tubers:  Plant  roots — the  more  or  less  fibrous  roots 
of  any  plant  (for  example,  fruit  seedlings,  ornamentals,  lily  of  the  valley  pips)  ; 
Rhizomes — a  root  stock  or  subterranean  stem,  usually  fleshy  and  rooted  at  the 
nodes  (for  example,  German  iris,  Aspidistra)  ;  Tuber — a  thickened,  fleshy  sub- 
terranean branch  having  numerous  buds  or  eyes  (for  example,  potatoes). 

{h)  New  varieties:  A  new  variety  is  understood  to  mean  a  novelty,  i.  e.,  a 
new  plant,  variety,  strain,  type,  or  form,  either  recognized  by  the  trade  as  such 
or  so  listed  or  described  in  catalogues,  trade  journals,  or  other  publications,  or 
duly  and  properly  certified  as  such  by  the  originator  or  introducer. 

(£)  Necessary  propagating  stock:  Stock  of  old  or  standard  varieties  not  avail- 
able in  this  country  and  imported  for  the  multiplication  of  the  plants  in  question 
as  a  nursery  or  florist  enterprise  as  distinguished  from  importations  for  the 
immediate  or  ultimate  sale  of  the  stocks  actually  imported. 

(/)  Limited  quantities:  As  used  in  regulation  14  "limited  quantities"  is 
understood  to  mean  such  quantities  as  will  supply  any  reasonable  need  for  the 
establishment  of  commercial  reproduction  plantings  or  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific  purpose  intended. 

Regulation  2.  Plant  Products  and  Seeds  for  Which  Permit  Is  Not  Required 

Plant  products  capable  of  propagation,  imported  for  medicinal,  food,  or  manu- 
facturing purposes,  and  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  except  such  products 
and  seeds  as  are  governed  by  special  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders 
now  in  force  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  made  the  subject  of  special  quaran- 
tines or  restrictive  orders,2  may  be  imported  without  permit  or  other  compliance 

2  See  Appendix  A  to  the  Revised  Rules  and  Regulations  Supplemental  to  Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  37  for  list  of  such  quarantines  and  restrictive  orders.  In  addition  to  the 
quarantines  and  restrictive  orders  listed,  a  notice  issued  May  8,  1930,  specifies  that  all 
species  of  Aglaonema  may  be  imported  on  and  after  June  1.  1030,  only  under  the  provi- 
sions of  regulation    14. 
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with  these  regulations,  when  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth :  Provided,  That  any 
such  articles  may  be  made  subject  to  entry  only  under  permit  and  on  compli- 
ance with  the  safeguards  to  be  prescribed  therein  when  it  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  their  entry  for  the  purpose  indicated  may 
involve  a  risk  of  the  introduction  into  the  United  States  of  injurious  insect 
pests  or  fungous  diseases.  Such  determination  with  respect  to  any  such  articles 
shall  become  effective  after  due  notice. 

Regulation  3.  Nursery  Stock,  Other  Plants  and  Parts  of  Plants.  Including 
Seeds,  for  Which  a  Permit  Is  Required 

The  following  nursery  stock,  other  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  including  seeds, 
not  including,  however,  those  named  in  Appendix  A,  which  are  governed  by 
special  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders  now  in  force,  nor  such  as  may 
hereafter  be  made  the  subject  of  special  quarantines,  may  be  imported  from 
countries  which  maintain  inspection  (see  Appendix  B),  under  permit  upon  com- 
pliance with  these  regulations : 

(1)  Bulbs,  corms,  or  root  stocks  (pips)  of  the  following  genera  :  Lilium  (lily), 
Convallaria  (lily  of  the  valley),  Hyacinthus  (hyacinth),  Tulipa  (tulip),  and 
Crocus;  and.  until  further  notice,  Chionodoxa  (glory-of-the-snow),  Galanthus 
(snowdrop),  Scilla  (squill),  Fritillaria  imperialis  (crown  imperial),  Fritillaria 
meleagris  (guinea-hen-flower),  Muscari  (grape  hyacinth),  Ixia,  and  Eranthis 
(winter  aconite). 

(2)  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  or  nuts;  except  apple,  pear, 
quince,  and  Mazzard  cherry  stocks  which  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or 
otherwise ;  other  fruit  and  nut  stocks,  including  Mahaleb  cherry  and  Myrobalan 
plum,  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise  after  June  30,  1931. 

.    (3)   Rose  stocks,  including  Manetti,  Multiflora,  Brier  Rose,  and  Rosa  Rugosa. 

(4)  Nuts,  including  palm  seeds  for  growing  purposes:  Provided.  That  such 
nuts  or  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp. 

(5)  Seeds  of  fruit,  forest,  ornamental,  and  shade  trees,  seeds  of  deciduous 
and  evergreen  ornamental  shrubs,  and  seeds  of  hardy  perennial  plants :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp:  Provided  further,  That  mango 
seeds  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise,  and  that  elm  (Ulmus 
spp.)  seeds  may  not  be  imported  from  Europe  under  permit  or  otherwise. 

Importations  from  countries  not  maintaining  inspection  of  nursery  stock,  other 
plants  and  parts  of  plants,  including  seeds,  the  entry  of  which  is  permissible 
under  this  regulation,  may  be  made  under  permit  upon  compliance  with  these 
regulations  in  limited  quantities  for  public-service  purposes  only,  but  this  limi- 
tation shall  not  apply  to  tree  seeds. 

Regulation  4.  Application  for  Permits  for  Importation  of  Nursery   Stock 
and  Other  Plants  and  Seeds  3 

Persons  contemplating  the  importation  of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants 
and  seeds,  the  entry  of  which  is  permitted  under  regulation  3,  shall  first  make 
application  to  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  for  a  permit, 
stating  in  the  application  the  exact  designation  of  the  nursery  stock  and  other 

3  A  post-office  order  dated  May  27,  1913,  as  amended  Dec.  16,  1913,  prohibits  the  impor- 
tation by  mail  of  all  growing  or  living  plants,  seeds,  and  other  plant  products  for  propa- 
gation, except  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds.  All  importations  of  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  seeds,  other  than  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  must  be  made  by 
freight  or  express. 

This  order  was  modified  by  a  post-office  order  under  date  of  Mar.  14.  1922,  to  provide^ 
on  request,  for  importation  by  mail  of  material  imported  under  special  permits,  regulation 
14,  but  only  under  special  shipping  tags  secured  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
bearing  the  address,  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  This  modification  does  not  apply  generally  to  commercial  or  other 
entry  under  regulations  3  and  15  of  quarantine  37.  but  upon  representation  of  a  special 
need'  for  mail  shipment,  as  perhaps  in  the  case  of  small  lots  of  scions  or  of  tree  seeds,  a 
special  permit  may  be  issued  with  special  mailing  tags  authorizing  shipping  of  such 
articles  through  the  mails  under  the  conditions  outlined  as  covering  mail  importations 
under  regulation  14. 

All  such  special  permit  material  under  special  shipping  tags  will  be  delivered  to  the 
office  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  either  at  Washington,  D.  C,  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  or  at  Honolulu,  T.  H., 
for  inspection  and  if  necessary,  disinfection,  after  which,  if  found  free  of  insects  and 
diseases  and  to  conform  to  customs  and  quarantine  regulations,  the  material  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  permittee  without  additional  postage. 

It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  post-office  order  referred  to  remains  in  full 
force  and  effect  except  as  to  special  permit  material  under  special  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture tags  as  indicated  above. 
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plants  and1  seeds  to  be  imported,  the  name  and  address  of  the  exporter,  the 
country  and  locality  where  grown,  the  port  of  entry,  and  the  name  and  address 
of  the  importer  in  the  United  States  to  whom  the  permit  should  be  sent.4 

Applications  for  permits  should  be  made  in  advance  of  the  proposed  *  ship- 
ments, but  if,  through  no  fault  of  the  importer,  a  shipment  should  arrive 
before  a  permit  is  received  the  importation  will  be  held  in  customs  custody  at 
the  risk  and  expense  of  the  importer  for  a  period  not  exceeding  20  days  pending 
the  receipt  of  the  permit. 

Plant  material  refused  entry  shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  his  agent, 
either  be  removed  from  United  States  territory  immediately  or,  at  the  direction 
of  the  owner  or  his  agent,  abandoned  to  the  collector  of  customs  f  Or  destruction. 

Applications  may  be  made  by  telegraph,  in  which  case  the  information  required 
above  must  be  given. 

With  the  exception  of  the  products  enumerated  under  regulation  2,  permits 
are  required  for  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  entering  the  United 
States  for  immediate  transportation  in  bond  to  foreign  countries. 

Applications  for  permit  to  import  nursery  stock  *and  other  plants  and  seeds 
from  countries  which  do  not  maintain  inspection  must  contain  a  definite  state- 
ment of  the  quantity  to  be  imported.  Permits  for  importations  from  such 
countries,  other  than  for  tree  seeds  (see  regulation  3),  will  be  issued  only  to 
cover  limited  quantities  and  the  permit  will  be  valid  only  for  a  single  importa- 
tion.    (See  Appendix  B  for  list  of  countries  which  maintain  inspection.) 

Regulation  5.  Delivery  in  Bond  Pending  Receipt  of  Permit  Will  Be  Allowed 
for  Shipment  from  Countries  Maintaining  Inspection 

If  the  required  permit  be  not  at  hand  upon  arrival  of  a  shipment  from  a 
country  which  maintains  inspection,  and  such  shipment  meets  the  requirements 
of  regulations  7  and  8,  it  may  be  delivered  to  the  importer,  consignee,  or  agent 
for  the  proper  care  thereof  upon  the  filing  of  a  bond  with  approved  sureties 
in  double  the  invoice  value  (but  in  no  case  less  than  $100),  the  condition  of 
which  shall  be  that  the  importation  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  port  of 
entry,  but  shall  be  redelivered  to  the  collector  of  customs  within  20  days  from 
the  date  of  arrival  at  the  port,  unless  in  the  meantime  the  collector  is  pre- 
sented with  a  proper  permit;  or,  if  the  importer,  consignee,  or  agent  shall  so 
elect,  the  goods  may,  so  far  as  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  concerned, 
be  retained  in  customs  custody  for  a  period  not  exceeding  20  days,  pending 
the  issuance  of  the  permit,  wholly  at  the  risk  and  expense  of  the  importer. 

Regulation  6.  Issuance  of  Permits 

On  approval  bv  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  an  application  for  the  im- 
portation of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  a  permit  will  be  issued 
in  quadruplicate.  One  copy  will  be  furnished  to  the  applicant  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  customs  officer  at  the  port  of  entry,  one  copy  will  be  mailed  to  the 
collector  of  customs,  and  one  to  the  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
at  the  port  of  entry,  and  the  fourth  will  be  filed  with  the  application. 

Permits  shall  be  valid  until  revoked,  unless  otherwise  specified  therein,  and 
will  be  issued  for  such  ports  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  The  permit  will  be  addressed 
to  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  for  which  it  is  issued. 

Begulation  7.  Certification,  Marking,  Freedom  from  Sand,  Soil,  or  Earth, 
and  Approved  Packing  Material 

The  importation  of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  from  countries 
which  maintain  inspection  will  not  be  allowed  unless  the  invoice  is  accom- 
panied by  an  original  certificate,  and  unless  each  container  bears  a  copy  certifi- 
cate issued  by  a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  country  from  which  it  is 
exported,  stating  that  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  covered  by 
the  certificate  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  by  him  or  under  his  direction 
at  the  time  of  packing,  and  found,  or  believed  to  be,  free  from  injurious  plant 
diseases  and  insect  pests. 


<*  Application  Form  No.  100,  Revised,  will  be  sent  on  request. 
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Each  certificate  and  copy  certificate  shall  give  the  date  of  inspection,  name 
of  the  grower  or  exporter,  the  district  or  locality  and  the  country  where 
grown,  and  a  statement  that  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
have  been  inspected  by  a  duly  authorized  official  and  found,  or  believed  to  be, 
free  from  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases.  The  original  certificate  shall  be 
signed  and  sealed  by,  and  the  copy  certificate  shall  bear  the  seal  and  the  actual 
or  reproduced  signature  of,  a  responsible  inspection  official  of  the  country  of 
origin. 

Lists  of  officials  in  foreign  countries  authorized  to  inspect  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  seeds,  giving  their  names  and  official  designations,  will  be  fur- 
nished to  collectors  of  customs  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Each  case,  box,  or  other  container  or  covering  of  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  offered  for  entry  shall  be  plainly  and  correctly  marked  to 
show  the  number  of  the  permit,  the  general  nature  and  quantity  of  the  con- 
tents, the  district  or  locality  and  country  where  grown,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  exporter,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee :  Provided,  That  all 
importations  of  plants  authorized  under  regulation  14  shall  be  addressed  to 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration,  at  the  port  designated  in  the  permit.  In  addition  to  the 
address,  as  indicated,  such  shipments  shall  be  marked  with  the  permit  number 
and  name  of  the  importer.  (For  detailed  instructions  relative  to  entry  condi- 
tions of  such  shipments,  see  P.  Q.  C.  A.-249,  p.  4.) 

All  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  offered  for  import  must  be  free 
from  sand,  soil,  or  earth;  and  all  plant  roots,  rhizomes,  tubers,  etc.,  must  be 
freed  by  washing  or  other  means  from  such  sand,  soil,  or  earth :  Provided, 
That  sand,  soil,  or  earth  may  be  employed  for  the  packing  of  bulbs  and  corms 
when  such  sand,  soil,  or  earth  has  been  sterilized  or  otherwise  safeguarded  in 
accordance  with  the  methods  prescribed  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration  and  is  so  certified  by  the  duly  authorized  inspector  of  the 
country  of  origin.  The  use  of  such  sand,  soil,  or  earth  as  packing  for  plants 
other  than  bulbs  and  corms  is  not  authorized. 

All  packing  materials  employed  in  connection  with  importations  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  are  subject  to  approval  as  to  such  use  by  the 
Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration.  Such  packing  material  must 
not  previously  have  been  used  as  packing  or  otherwise  in  connection  with  living 
plants,  and  except  as  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph  for  bulbs  and  corms, 
must  be  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  and  must  be  certified  as  meeting  these 
conditions  by  the  duly  authorized  inspector  of  the  country  of  origin.5 

If  a  package  of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  offered  for  entry 
includes  any  prohibited  article,  or  if  any  of  the  plants  have  not  been  freed 
from  earth,  the  entire  package  may  be  refused  entry. 

Regulation  8.  Inspection 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  at  destination  by  the  proper  official  of  a  State, 
Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States,  provided  for  in  section  2  of  the 
plant  quarantine  act  of  1912,  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  im- 
ported under  regulations  3  and  15  shall  be  subject  as  a  condition  of  entry  to 
such  preliminary  inspection  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  and 
Control  Administration :  Provided,  That  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  imported  under  regulations  3  and  15  from  countries  which  do  not  maintain 
inspection  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  importer  or  consignee  until  they  have 
been  examined  by  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  to 
be  free  from  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests,  or  if  infested,  capable,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  inspector,  of  being  adequately   safeguarded  by   disinfection. 

Regulation  9.  Disinfection  a  Condition  of  Entry 

Nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  imported  under  regulations  3  and 
15  shall  be  subject,  as  a  condition  of  entry,  to  such  disinfection  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     When  disinfec-

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tion  is  required,  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  involved  will 
be  delivered  to  the  permittee  for  disinfection  upon  the  filing  with  the  collector 
of  customs  of  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.  or  in  an  amount  equal  to  the 
invoice  value  if  such  value  be  less  than  $5,000,  but  in  no  case  to  be  less  than 
$100,  with  approved  sureties,  the  condition  of  which  shall  be  that  the  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  shall  be  disinfected  under  the  supervision 
of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture ;  that  no  case  or  other  con- 
tainer thereof  shall  be  broken,  opened,  or  removed  from  the  port  of  entry  unless 
and  until  a  written  notice  is  given  to  such  collector  by  an  inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  that  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
have  been  properly  disinfected ;  and  that  the  importation  shall  be  redelivered 
to  the  collector  of  customs  within  40  days  from  arrival  at  the  port  of  entry. 
All  charges  incident  to  inspection  and  disinfection,  "other  than  the  services  of 
the  inspector,  shall  be  paid  by  the  importer. 

Regulation  10.  Notice  of  Arrival  by  Permittee 

Immediately  upon  arrival  of  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
at  the  port  of  entry,  the  permittee  shall  submit  in  duplicate  notice  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  through  the  collector  of  customs,  on  forms  provided  for 
that  purpose,  stating  the  number  of  the  permit,  date  of  entry,  name  of  ship  or 
vessel,  the  country  and  locality  where  grown,  name  of  the  foreign  shipper, 
number  of  cases  and' marks  and  numbers  on  cases,  the  general  nature  and  quan- 
tity of  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds,  the  port  of  entry,  and  the 
name  of  the  importer  or  broker  at  the  port  of  entry. 

Regulation   11.  Notice  of  Shipment  ey  Permittee 

After  entry  of  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  and  before 
removal  from  the  port  of  entry  for  each  separate  shipment  or  consignment 
thereof  the  permittee  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  duplicate,  on 
forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  number  of  the  permit,  the  date 
of  entry,  the  port  of  entry,  the  customs  entry  number,  name  and  address  of  the 
consignee  to  whom  it  is  proposed  to  forward  the  shipment,  the  general  nature 
and  quantity  of  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds,  the  number  of 
cases  or  other  containers  included  in  the  shipment,  and  the  case  or  container 
numbers  and  marks,  together  with  the  probable  date  of  delivery  for  and  route 
of  transportation.     A  separate  report  is  required  for  each  ultimate  consignee. 

At  the  same  time  a  copy  of  the  notice  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
be  sent  by  the  permittee  to  the  duly  authorized  inspector  or  other  officer  of  the 
State,  Territory,  or  District  to  which  the  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  are  to  be  shipped.    A  list  of  such  inspectors  and  officers  is  appended. 

Should  a  consignee  named  in  such  a  notice  ship  or  deliver  for  shipment  to  any 
other  State,  Territory,  or  District  such  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  or  seeds 
before  they  have  been  inspected  by  a  duly  authorized  State,  Territorial,  or  Dis- 
trict inspector  or  officer,  he  shall,  prior  to  such  shipment,  give  like  notices  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  to  the  duly  authorized  inspector  or  other 
officer  of  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  to  which  the  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  are  to  be  reshipped. 

Nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  which  have  been  once  inspected 
and  passed  by  a  duly  authorized  State,  Territorial,  or  District  inspector  or 
other  officer,  will  be  allowed  to  move  interstate  without  restrictions  other 
than  those  imposed  on  the  interstate  movement  of  domestic  nursery  stock. 

Regulation   12.  Marking  a  Condition   of  Interstate   Shipment  of  Nursery 
Stock  and  Other  Plants  and  Seeds  not  Inspected 

No  person  shall  ship  or  deliver  for  shipment  from  one  State,  Territory,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  into  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  District  any 
imported  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds,  the  case,  box.  package, 
crate,  bale,  or  bundle  whereof  is  not  plainly  marked  so  as  to  show  the  general 
nature  and  quantity  of  the  contents,  the  name  and  address  of  the  consignee,  and 
the  country  and  locality  where  grown,  unless  and  until  such  imported  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  have  been  inspected  and  passed  by  the  proper 
official  of  a  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States. 
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Regulation  13.  Cancellation  of  Permits  for  Violation  of  Regulations 

Permits  may  be  canceled  and  further  permits  refused  for  the  importation  of 
the  products  of  any  grower  or  exporter  who  has  violated  the  plant  quarantine 
act  or  any  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  or  for  the  importa- 
-  tion  of  the  products  of  any  country  whose  inspection  is  found  by  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  as  the  result  of  its  examinations  of 
importations  therefrom  ro  be  merely  perfunctory,,  or  for  importations  by  any 
permittee  who  fails  to  give  any  notice  required  by  these  rules  and  regulations, 
or  for  the  giving  of  a  false  or  incomplete  notice,  or  the  mislabeling  of  any 
shipment  with  intent  to  evade  any  provision  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  or 
any  rules  and  regulations  thereunder.    , 

Regulation  14.  Special  Permits  for  Importation  in  Limited  Quantities  op 

Restricted  Plants 

Application  may  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  special  per- 
mits for  the  importation,  in  limited  quantities  and  under  conditions  and  safe- 
guards to  be  prescribed  in  such  permits,  of  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  not  covered  by  the  preceding  regulations,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the- 
country  supplied  with  new  varieties  and  necessary  propagating  stock,  or  for 
any  necessary  experimental,  educational,  or  scientific  purpose :  Provided,  That 
this  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  covered  by 
special  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders  now  in  force,  nor  to  such  as 
may  hereafter  be  made  the  subject  of  special  quarantines.  A  list  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  covered  by  special  quarantines  and  other 
restrictive  orders  now  in  force  is  given  in  Appendix  A  of  these  regulations. 
,  The  requirements  of  regulations  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  with  respect  to  certification, 
marking,  freedom  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  packing  materials,  inspection, 
disinfection,  and  notice  of  arrival  shall  apply  also  to  importations  authorized 
under  special  permits.6 

Regulation  15.  Permits  for  the  Importation  of  Nursery  Stock  and  Other 
Plants   and   Seeds   From  Countries   Contiguous  to   the   United  States 

When  it  is  deemed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  that  the  importation  from 
countries  contiguous  to  the  United  States  of  any  class  or  classes  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  the  entry  of  which  is  not  provided  for  under 
regulations  2  and  3  will  not  be  attended  by  serious  risk  to  the  agriculture, 
horticulture,  or  floriculture  of  the  United  States,  permits  may  be  issued,  on 
application,  authorizing  the  entry  of  such  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  under  such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  permits :  Provided, 
That  importations  under  this  regulation  shall  be  limited  to  specific  classes  of 
nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  which  can  be  considered  as  peculiar 
to  or  standard  productions  of  such  contiguous  countries,  as  opposed  to  stock 
imported  from  foreign  countries  and  held  or  grown  on  for  later  sale :  Provided 
further,  That  this  shall  not  apply  to  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds 
governed  by  special  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders,  other  than  quar- 
antine 37,  now  in  force,  nor  to  such  as  may  hereafter  be  made  the  subject  of 
special  quarantines:  Provided  further,  That  in  addition  to  the  certificate  re- 
quired by  regulation  7,  the  invoice  covering  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  offered  for  entry  under  this  regulation  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certifi- 
cate of  a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  country  of  origin,  stating  that  the 
nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  proposed  to  be  exported  to  the  United 
States  have  been  produced  or  grown  in  the  country  from  which  they  are  pro- 
posed to  be  exported : 7  Provided  further,  That  cut  flowers  from  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  may  be  imported  into  the  United  States  without  permit  or  other 
restriction. 

The  above  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  and  shall  be  effective  on 
and  after  December  22,  1930,  and  shall  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations

APPENDIX  A 

The  entry  of  the  following  plants  and  plant  products  is  prohibited  or  re- 
stricted by  specific  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders  now  in  force : 

(a)  Irish  potatoes  from  all  countries  except  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and 
Bermuda.  Irish  potatoes  may  be  imported  from  any  foreign  country  into  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii  for  local  use  only,  free  from  any  restrictions  under  the 
plant  quarantine  act. 

(b)  Oranges,  sweet  limes,  grapefruit,  mangoes,  achras  sapotes,  peaches, 
guavas,  and  plums  from  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

(c)  All  5-leafed  pines  and  all  species  and  varieties  of  the  genera  Ribes  and 
Grossularia  from  each  and  every  country  of  Europe  and  Asia  and  from  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  and  Newfoundland. 

(d)  Cottonseed  (including  seed  cotton)  of  all  species  and  varieties,  and  cot- 
tonseed hulls,  from  any  foreign  locality  and  country,  and  from  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii. 

(e)  Seeds  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of 
Central  America. 

{f)  Living  canes  of  sugar  cane  or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof  from  all  foreign 
countries. 

(g)  All  citrus  nursery  stock,  including  buds,  scions,  and  seeds,  from  all 
foreign  localities  and  countries. 

(h)  All  pines  not  included  in  paragraph  (c)  from  all  European  countries  and 
localities. 

(i)  Seed  and  all  other  portions  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state  of  Indian 
corn  or  maize  (Zea  mays  L.),  and  the  closely  related  plants,  including  all 
species  of  Teosinte  (Euchlaena) ,  Job's  tears  {Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne, 
and  Scleracline,  from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam.  Indo-China, 
and  China),  Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania,  Philippine 
Islands,  Formosa,  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands. 

(;)  All  species  and  varieties  of  citrus  fruits  from  eastern  and  southeastern 
Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo-China,  and  China),  the  Malayan  Archipelago, 
the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia,  Tasmania,  and  New  Zea- 
land), Japan  (including  Formosa  and  other  islands  adjacent  to  Japan),  and 
the  Union  of  South  Africa. 

(A:)  All  varieties  of  sweetpotatoes  and  yams  (Ipotmea  batatas)  and  (Dios- 
■corea  spp.)  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

(0  All  species  or  varieties  of  banana  plants  (Musa  spp.)  from  all  foreign 
countries  and  localities. 

(m)  Fruits  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  and  avocado  nursery  stock  less 
than  18  months  of  age  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central  America. 

(>i)  Cotton,  including  secondhand  burlap  or  other  fabric  which  has  been  used, 
or  is  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrapping  cotton,  from  all  foreign  coun- 
tries and  localities,  and  from  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii. 

(o)  Cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico;  and  cottonseed  cake.  meal,  and  all  other 
cottonseed  products,  except  oil,  from  all  foreign  countries,  and  from  Porto  Rico 
and  Hawaii. 

(p)  All  varieties  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof,  capable  of 
propagation,  including  all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuscae,  from  all 
foreign  countries. 

(q)  Seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  :  wheat  from 
Australia,  India,  Japan,  Italy,  China,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Spain. 

(r)  Seed  and  all  other  portions  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state  of  Indian 
corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums,  grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  John- 
son grass,  sugarcane,  pearl  millet,  napier  grass,  teosinte.  and  Job's  tears,  and 
brooms  made  from  broomcorn,  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities. 

(s)  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  from  Asia,  Japan,  Philippine 
Islands,  and  Oceania  (including  Australia  and  New  Zealand). 

(t)  Fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  raw  or  unprocessed  state  from  all  foreign 
.countries  and  localities  except  those  grown  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.

EDDY  AND  OTERO  COUNTIES,  N.  MEX.,  REQUIRED  FOR  MOVEMENT  TO  POINTS 
OUTSIDE   OF  AREA  REGULATED   ON  ACCOUNT   OF   PINK  BOLLVVORM 

(Amendment  of  Administrative  Instructions,  P.  Q.  C.  A.-2S1,  effective  June  1,  1930) 

(Approved  October  17,  1930 ;  effective  October  20,  1930)

Under  the  authorization  included  in  paragraph  2  (c7),  section  A.  regulation  5, 
of  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised),  effective  January  1,  1930,  Administra- 
tive Instructions  P.  Q.  C.  A.-281,  effective  June  1,  1930,  authorized  the  issuance 
of  permits  for  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  to  points  outside 
thereof  of  baled  and  compressed  lint  and  linters  produced  and  ginned  in  Eddy 
and  Otero  Counties.  N.  Mex..  without  requiring  the  further  safeguard  of 
fumigation. 

Such  movement  of  unfumigated  cotton  lint  was  authorized  because  no  live 
pink  bollworm  had  been  found  within,  or  within  5  miles  of.  either  of  the  two 
mentioned  counties  during  the  two  preceding  crop  seasons.  The  previous  order 
was  to  be  effective  as  long  as  these  favorable  conditions  were  maintained. 

Inspections  during  the  present  crop  season  within  Eddy  County  have  disclosed 
the  presence  of  live  pink  bollworm  at  three  places,  i.  e..  Loving,  Artesia,  and 
Malaga.  Similar  inspections  have  likewise  disclosed  the  presence  of  live  pink 
bollworm  at  Tularosa  in  Otero  County. 

Accordingly.  Administrative  Instructions  P.  Q.  C.  A.-2S1  are.  in  so  far  as 
they  refer  to  Eddy  and  Otero  Counties.  X.  Mex..  rescinded.  This  order  is  to 
become  effective  on  October  20,  1930.  and  on  and  after  that  date  permits  will 
not  be  issued  for  the  interstate  movement  to  points  outside  the  regulated  area 
of  cotton  lint  and  cotton  samples  produced  in  those  counties  unless  such  cotton 
lint  and  cotton  samples  have  been  fumigated  as  prescribed  in  the  regulations 
supplemental  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52,  revised.

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SEVERAL    TEXAS    COUNTIES    RELEASED    FROM    PINK-BOLLWORM    QUARANTINE 

(Press  notice) 

November  15,  1930. 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Hyde  to-day  announced  a  modification  of  the  pink- 
bollworni  quarantine  regulations,  releasing  a  large  area  in  western  Texas  from 
restriction  under  that  quarantine.  The  change  becomes  effective  November  17. 
Similar  action  has  already  been  taken  by  the  Texas  Pink  Bollworm  Commission. 

The  territory  affected  by  this  change  includes  all  of  Martin  and  Glasscock 
Counties,  all  of  those  parts  of  Dawson,  Howard,  and  Borden  Counties  which 
have  previously  been  under  restriction,  and  a  small  section  of  northeastern 
Midland  County.  All  regulations  governing  the  intrastate  and  interstate  move- 
ment of  cotton  and  cotton  products  on  account  of  this  pest  from  the  area  con- 
cerned have  now  been  removed. 

The  only  infestation  ever  discovered  in  the  areas  released  occurred  in  the 
1927  crop.  At  that  time  the  infestation  was  very  light,  surveys  during  January, 
February,  and  March,  1928,  revealing  the  pink  bollworm  in  some  20  cotton 
.fields  of  that  section.  Quarantine  and  control  measures  were  immediately 
instituted  by  the  Federal  and  State  Departments  of  Agriculture  in  cooperation, 
and  this  work  appears  to  have  been  successful,  for  no  infestation  has  been 
discovered  within  the  territory  described  in  the  cotton  crops  of  1928,  1929,  or 
1930. 

The  surveys  for  the  crop  of  the  current  year  have  been  especially  intensive 
through  the  development  of  new  methods  of  examining  gin  trash.  The  new 
method  makes  it  possible  to  inspect  carefully  all  the  gin  trash  of  more  than 
half  the  cotton  grown  throughout  this  entire  section.  The  results  of  all  such 
inspections  within  the  territory  concerned  have  been  negative. 

MODIFICATION    OF   PINK-BOLLWORM    QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS 

INTRODUCTORY    NOTE 

The  following  amendment  modifies  the  areas  regulated  under  the  pink- 
bollworm  quarantine  by.  releasing  from  restriction  a  part  of  the  regulated  area 
of  Texas,  namely,  Martin  and  Glasscock  Counties  entire,  the  formerly  regulated 
portions  of  Dawson,  Howard,  and  Borden  Counties,  and  a  small  portion  of  the 
northeast  corner  of  Midland  County.  No  pink-bollworm  infestation  has  been 
found  in  any  part  of  such  released  area  since  the  crop  season  of  1927.

AMENDMENT  NO.  I  TO  REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUPPLEMENTAL  TO 
NOTICE  OF  QUARANTINE  NO.  52

Under  authority  conferred  by  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912

hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Regulation  3.     Regulated  Areas 

In  accordance  with  the  first  proviso  to  Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  52  (revised), 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  designates  as  regulated  areas  the  following  coun- 
ties and  parts  of  counties  in  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona,  including  all 
cities,  towns,  townships,  and  other  political  subdivisions  within  their  limits : 

Texas  area. — The  counties  of  Terrell,  Presidio,  Brewster,  Pecos,  Jeff  Davis, 
Reeves,  Ward,  Loving,  Culberson,  Hudspeth,  El  Paso,  Winkler,  Andrews,  Ector, 
Crane,  Upton,  and  that  part  of  Midland  County  lying  south  and  west  of  the 
following-described  boundary  line,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Midland- 
Martin  County  line,  where  the  line  between  sections  26  and  27,  block  37,  town- 
ship 1  south,  intersects  said  line,  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the  east 
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line  of  sections  27,  34,  39,  and  46  in  said  block ;  continuing  in  a  southerly  direc- 
tion on  the  west  line  of  surveys  number  2,  11,  14,  37,  58,  60,  1,  and  2  of  block  37, 
township  2  south,  a  distance  of  8  miles  to  the  northwest  corner  of  survey  num- 
ber 2,  T.  and  P.,  block  37,  township  3  south ;  continuing  in  the  same  direction 
along  the  west  line  of  surveys  number  2,  11,  14,  23,  26,  35,  38,  and  47  of  block  37, 
township  3  south,  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  survey  number  47 ;  thence  in 
an  easterly  direction  on  the  south  block  line  and  section  line  of  surveys  number 
47  and  48  of  said  block  to  the  intersection  of  the  Midland  and  Glasscock  County 
line. 

New  Mexico  area. — The  counties  of  Chaves,  Eddy,  Otero,  Dona  Ana,  Luna, 
Grant,  and  Hidalgo. 

Arizona  area. — The  counties  of  Cochise,  Greenlee,  Graham,  Pinal,  and 
Maricopa. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 'November  17,  1930.

STATE  PROCLAMATION  NO.   36 

Regulations  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Governing  the  Growing  and 
Marketing  of  Cotton  in  Areas  in  Texas  Created  Regulated  Zones  on  Account  of 
the  Pink  Bollivorm 

August  20,  1930. 
I,  George  B.  Terrell,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  Texas,  by 
virtue  of  powers  vested  in  me  by  the  laws  of  Texas,  do  hereby  promulgate  the 
following  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  production  and  marketing  of 
cotton  and  the  disinfection  of  cottonseed  in  the  hereinafter-described  regulated 
zones : 

Definitions 
regulation  1 

(a)  The  regulated  zones  herein  referred  to  shall  include  the  following  coun- 
ties :  El  Paso,  Hudspeth,  Presidio,  Brewster,  Terrell,  Pecos,  Jeff  Davis,  Culber- 
son, Ward,  Beeves,  Midland,  Martin,  Ector,  Andrews,  Loving,  Winkler,  Crane, 
Upton,  and  Glasscock,  and  that  part  of  Howard  and  Borden  Counties  lying  west 
and  south  of  the  Gail-Big  Spring  Highway  and  Morgan  Creek,  and  that  part  of 
Dawson  County  lying  south  of  the  line  as  described  in  the  proclamation  of  the 
governor  bearing  date  of  March  12,  1929. 

(&)  The  words  "pink  bollworm  "  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  insect,  Pec- 
tinophora  gossypiella,  Saunders,  in  any  stage  of  its  development. 

(c)  The  word  "inspector"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  an  inspector  of  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Texas  or  an  inspector  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  when  appointed  as  agent  or  collaborator  of  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Seed  Cotton 
regulation  2 

(a)  No  seed  cotton,  grabbots  or  bollies,  or  other  parts  of  the  cotton  plant,  or 
cotton  products  liable  to  carry  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm,  shall  be  kept 
in  storage  in  the  regulated  zones  in  any  year  after  the  first  day  of  March. 

(&)   Seed  cotton  shall  not  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  any  article. 

(c)  No  seed  cotton  shall  be  carried  from  one  county  to  another  within  the 
regulated  zone,  except  for  ginning  to  the  nearest  gin  to  the  point  of  origin,  after 
which  the  products  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  county  to 
which  carried. 

(d)  No  seed  cotton  shall  be  carried  from  the  regulated  area. 

Cottonseed 

regulation  3 

(a)  No  cottonseed  shall  be  carried  from  one  county  to  another  within  a  regu- 
lated area,  except  when  permit  is  issued  therefor  by  an  inspector  as  directed  by 
the  chief  entomologist  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  Conditions  of 
infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm  at  points  of  origin  and  destination  and  utiliza- 
tion of  such  seed  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  in  issuing  such  permits. 
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(&)  The  entomologist  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  cause  to 
be  made  an  investigation  of  the  conditions  of  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm 
existing  in  each  county  in -the  regulated  area  and  the  manner  and  method  of 
disinfection  of  cottonseed  by  each  gin.  If,  after  such  investigation,  the  said 
entomologist  believes  it  will  not  be  dangerous  to  the  cotton  industry  to  allow 
cottonseed  from  any  certain  gin,  located  within  an  approved  county  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  carried  outside  the  regulated  area  for  crushing,  and  the  selling 
price  of  cottonseed  in  the  vicinity  is  less  than  a  fair  market  value,  he  shall  then 
cause  to  be  posted  upon  that  gin  a  list  of  designated  oil  mills  to  which  cotton- 
seed may  be  carried  when  permit  is  issued  therefor  by  the  inspector  in  charge : 
Provided,  That  when  a  gin  is  located  in  a  county  adjacent  to  the  Republic  of 
Mexico,  before  such  notice  shall  be  posted  it  shall  be  clearly  shown  that  the. 
cotton  industry  of  Texas  will  not  be  endangered  by  #ny  condition  that  may  exist 
in  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Cotton  Lint 
regulation  4 

(a)  Cotton  lint,  linters,  or  delint  and  grabbots  (and  samples  thereof),  shall 
not  be  moved  from  the  regulated  zones  to  points  outside  except  under  permits. 
Permits  for  such  movement  may  be  granted  on  the  furnishing  of  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  inspector  (1)  that  such  cotton  lint,  linters,  or  delint  and 
grabbots  (except  samples)  have  been  compressed  to  a  density  of  not  less  than 
22  pounds  to  the  cubic  foot;  and  (2)  that  such  cotton  lint,  linters,  or  delint  and 
grabbots,  and  samples,  have  been  disinfected  under  the  direction  of  and  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector.  Linters  or  delint  and  grabbots,  and 
samples  thereof,  ginned  outside  the  regulated  zones  from  seed  produced  inside 
such  zones  shall  be  returned  to  a  designated  fumigator  and  compress  prior 
to  May  31  for  fumigation  and  compression,  and  shall  not  be  moved  therefrom 
except  under  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  or  except  as  is 
provided  in  regulation  7 :  Provided,  That  grabbots  shall  be  reginned  prior  to 
compression  and  fumigation;  and  (3)  Provided  further,  however,  That  ma- 
terial consisting  either  of  samples  or  of  baled  Put  or  linters  will  be  exempt 
from  fumigation  and  compression  requirements  when  produced  and  ginned  in 
a  county  within  which,  and  within  5  miles  of  which  no  pink  bollworm  infesta- 
t'on  has  been  found  during  the  same  crop  season  nor  during  the  two  preceding 
full  crop  seasons,  and  in  which  no  infested  seed  cotton  is  known  to  have  been 
ginned  during  such  period,  and  all  cottonseed  produced  therein  has  been 
sterilized  in  a  cottonseed  heating  machine  approved  by  and  operated  in  a 
manner  that  is  satisfactory  to  the  inspector;  (4)  fumigation  shall,  however, 
also  be  required  for  the  intrastate  movement  from  such  counties  or  regulated 
portions  thereof  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas  of  motes,  grabbots,  flues, 
picker  waste,  and  all  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  other  than  samples 
and  commercial  baled  lint  and  linters;  (5)  the  crop  season  within  the  meaning 
of  this  section  shall  be  interpreted  as  extending  from  June  1  of  one  year  to 
May  31  of  the  following  year. 

(6)  Baled  cotton  lint  grown  outside  of,  but  concentrated  within,  a  regulated 
area  may  be  moved  under  permit  out  of  such  regulated  area  on  the  furnishing 
of  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  such  lint  has  been  handled  in  a 
manner  to  safeguard  it  from  possible  contamination  with  the  pink  bollworm. 

(c)  Mattresses  or  other  articles  of  bedding  shall  not  be  manufactured  from 
lint  cotton,  linters,  or  delint  or  grabbots  produced  in  the  regulated  area  until 
the  same  has  been  fumigated  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  in 
charge:  Provided,  however,  That  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  any 
counties  released  from  the  lint  fumigation  by  authority  of  paragraph  3,  regula- 
tion 4-a  of  this  provision. 

Other  Parts  of  the  Cotton  Plant 

regulation  5 

(a)  Cotton  stalks,  gin  and  mill  waste,  and  other  parts  of  the  cotton  plant 
not  herein  enumerated,  shall  not  move  outside  of  or  within  the  regulated 
zones. 

(b)  Railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  con- 
veying cotton  and  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with  such  products,  farm 
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household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and  if  contaminated  with  cotton,  other 
articles  shall  not  be  moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  a  regulated  area 
until  the  same  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  or  disinfected  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  entomologist  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture  and  permit 
granted  therefor. 

(c)  Bagging  and  other  wrappers  and  containers  which  have  been  used  in 
connection  with,  or  which  are  contaminated  with  cotton,  seed  cotton,  cotton- 
seed, cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake  and  meal,  or  cotton  lint,  shall  not  be 
moved  or  allowed  to  be  moved  from  a  regulated  area  except  under  permit. 
Permits  will  not  be  granted  until  such  bagging  or  other  wrappers  or  containers 
have  been  cleaned  or  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  entomologist  of  the 
State  department  of  agriculture. 

Cotton  Gins 

regulation  6 

{a)  No  cotton  gin  shall  gin  cotton  from  a  regulated  area  unless  authorized  in 
writing  by  the  entomologist  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture.  Such 
designation  shall  be  based  upon  the  applying  gin's  being  equipped  with  approved 
disinfecting  machinery,  and  upon  the  premises  being  in  a  clean  condition. 

( b )  All  designated  gins  shall  disinfect  all  cottonseed  in  a  manner  and  method 
satisfactory  to  the  entomologist  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture.  Gins 
shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  condition,  and  all  waste  products,  such  as  gin  waste, 
trash  coming  from  the  seed  cotton,  motes,  burs,  and  scattered  cottonseed,  or 
any  other  waste  products,  shall  be  destroyed  or  treated  daily  in  such  manner 
•as  in  the  judgment  of  the  entomologist  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture 
will  destroy  all  pink  bollworms  that  may  be  thereabout ;  provided,  however,  that 
gins  located  in  counties  released  from  the  lint  fumigation  requirement  under 
authority  of  paragraph  4  will  not  be  required  to  make  special  disposition  of 
gin  trash. 

(c)  All  seed  cotton,  bollies,  or  grabbots  stored  on  the  premises  of  any  desig- 
nated gin  shall  be  segregated  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  in  charge. 

Cotton  Oil  Mills 

regulation  7 

No  cottonseed  oil  mills  located  within  or  without  the  regulated  area,  except 
as  provided  for  herein,  shall  be  permitted  to  crush  cottonseed  from  the  regu- 
lated area  unless  authorized  in  writing  by  the  entomologist  of  the  State  depart- 
ment of  agriculture.  Before  granting  such  authorization,  the  mill  seeking 
designation  shall  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  the  following  measures  of 
precaution  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  entomologist  of  the  State  department 
of  agriculture :  To  keep  the  premises  in  a  clean  condition ;  to  clean  all  railway 
cars  hauling  cottonseed  to  such  mill  from  a  regulated  area ;  to  keep  the  hulls, 
cake,  and  other  products  separated  from  the  stored  cottonseed  from  the  regu- 
lated area ;  to  keep  all  bagging,  sacks,  or  other  containers  free  from  contamina- 
tion ;  to  crush  the  cottonseed  from  the  regulated  area  in  such  manner  as  will 
preclude  the  possibility  of  live  pink  bollworms  passing  through ;  to  separate 
linters  or  delint  and  grabbots  from  the  regulated  area  at  a  safe  distance  from 
other  products  until  compressed  and  vacuum  fumigated ;  to  destroy  or  carry 
the  linters  or  delint  and  grabbots  produced  from  cottonseed  from  a  regulated 
area  to  a  convenient  fumigation  plant  and  compress  to  be  compressed  and 
fumigated  prior  to  May  1  of  each  year ;  to  crush  all  cottonseed  from  the  regu- 
lated areas  prior  to  April  1 ;  provided  that  the  date  for  the  completion  of  the 
crushing  may  be  extended  when  it  shall  be  shown  that  such  extension  will  not 
tend  to  spread  the  pink  bollworm ;  and  to  segregate  and  store  in  closed  bins 
cottonseed  from  the  regulated  areas,  after  which  notice  shall  be  given  that 
there  shall  be  no  further  restrictions  upon  cottonseed  products  from  such 
designated  oil  mills,  except  linters  or  delint  and  grabbots  from  the  regulated 
areas,  as  herein  provided :  Provided,  That  when  it  shall  be  shown  that  any 
designated  oil  mill  is  not  keeping  in  good  faith  the  terms  of  said  agreement 
or  is  guilty  of  unfair  dealing,  such  designation  shall  immediately  be  canceled 
by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture :  Provided  further,  That  any  oil  mill  when 
located  within  a  regulated  area  may  mill  cottonseed  therefrom  without  desig- 
nation, but  no  cottonseed  products  therefrom,  other  than  oil  and  linters,  shall

be  carried  outside  the  county  in  which  produced  except  to  adjacent  noncotton- 
producing  areas  when  permit  is  issued  therefor:  Provided  further,  That  the 
entomologist  of  the  State  department  of  agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to 
set  aside  the  regulations  requiring  fumigation  and  compression  of  linters,  when, 
in  his  judgment  they  have  been  passed  between  rollers  of  sufficient  weight  and 
set  sufficiently  near  together  to  crush  all  pink  bollworms  that  may  be  therein,, 
and  necessary  precautions  taken  to  prevent  subsequent  contamination  or  con- 
tamination of  the  bagging. 

Fumigation  Plants 

regulation  8 

No  fumigation  of  baled  cotton,  samples,  or  other  products  from  a  regulated 
area  necessary  to  be  fumigated  shall  be  recognized  except  that  done  by  per- 
sons, firms,  or  corporations  duly  authorized  in  writing  to  do  such  work.  Such 
authorization  shall  be  granted  by  the  entomologist  of  the  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  upon  the  basis  of  equipment  necessary,  ability  of  the  person,  firm, 
or  corporation  to  do  the  work,  location  of  the  plant,  and  the  necessity  for  such 
a  plant,  provided  that  such  designation  may  be  canceled  at  any  time  by  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  for  inefficient  service  or  for  unfair  dealing. 

REGULATION    9 

Cotton,  cotton  products,  and  other  articles,  fouled  with  cotton,  brought  into 
this  State  from  any  area  outside  of  Texas  known  to  be  infested  by  the  pink, 
bollworm  or  other  dangerous  pests  of  cotton  and  under  quarantine  by  authority 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  that 
account  shall,  when  delivered,  be  subject  to  such  inspection  and  disposition  as 
the  laws  of  this  State  authorize,  unless  such  products  are  moving  in  accordance 
with  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture of  the  United  States. 

REGULATION  10 

All  cotton  fields  or  cotton  plantings  in  the  counties  of  Presidio  and  Brewster 
during  the  year  1930  shall  be  cleaned  prior  to  December  20th,  by  the  cutting, 
raking,  and  burning  of  the  stalks  and  plant  parts,  or  otherwise  cleaned  in  a 
manner  approved  by  the  chief  entomologist  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  all  gins  in  the  said  two  counties  shall  be  equipped  with  and  operate  regu- 
larly gin  trash  disinfecting  machines  satisfactory  to  an  inspector.

ADMINISTRATIVE    INSTRUCTIONS    AND    NOTE    OF    INTERPRETATION     RELATIVE    TO    PINK. 
BOLLWORM    QUARANTINE    NO.    36 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  counties  of  Andrews,  Glasscock,  and  Martin,. 
and  the  regulated  portions  of  the  counties  of  Dawson,  Borden,  and  Howard,  and 
that  part  of  Midland  County  lying  northeast  of  the  following-described  line  are 
designated  as  counties  within  which  and  within  5  miles  of  which  cotton  is 
produced  and  ginned  under  the  conditions  specified  in  regulation  4  herein 
amended:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Midland-Martin  County  line,  where  sec- 
tions 26  and  27.  block  37,  township  1,  S  intersects  said  line,  thence  in  a. 
southerly  direction  along  east  line  of  sections  27,  34.  39.  and  4G  in  said  block; 
continuing  in  a  southerly  direction  on  west  line  of  surveys  Nos.  2.  11.  14,  37,. 
58,  60,  1  and  2.  a  distance  of  8  miles  to  the  northwest  corner  of  survey  No.  2, 
T  and  P,  block  37.  township  3.  S  ;  continuing  in  the  same  direction  along  the 
west  line  of  surveys  Nos.  2,  11,  14,  23,  26,  35.  38,  and  47  to  the  southwest  corner 
of  said  survey  No.  47.  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  on  said  block  line  and 
section  line  of  surveys  Nos.  47  and  4S  of  said  block  to  the  intersection  of  the 
Midland  and  Glasscock  County  line. 

Accordingly,  effective  June  1.  1930.  so  long  as  the  conditions  named  shall  be 
maintained  or  until  further  notice,  the  issuance  of  permits  for  the  intrastate 
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movement  from  the  regulated  area  to  points  outside  thereof  of  baled  lint  and 
linters  produced  and  ginned  in  the  counties  named  is  authorized  without  requir- 
ing the  further  safeguarding  of  fumigation  and  compression. 

The  issuance  of  permits  for  the  intrastate  movement  of  uncompressed  and 
unfumigated  samples  of  cotton  lint  from  the  counties  named  or  from  regulated 
parts  thereof  to  points  outside  the  regulated  area  is  also  authorized.  Fumiga- 
tion will,  however,  continue  to  be  required  for  the  intrastate  movement  from 
such  counties  or  regulated  parts  thereof  to  points  outside  the  regulated  areas, 
of  motes,  grabbots,  flues,  picker  waste,  and  all  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton 
fibers  other  than  samples  and  commercial  baled  lint  and  linters.

AN    ORDER    PROMULGATED    BY    THE    ARIZONA    STATE    BOARD    OF    AGRICULTURE 
AND   HORTICULTURE   ON   DECEMBER    16,    1930 

The  fact  has  been  determined  that  PeetinopKora\  gossypieUa  Saunders,  here- 
inafter called  the  pink  bollworm,  has  been  found  to  exist  in  the  growing  cotton 
of  Arizona. 

The  further  fact  has  been  determined  that  the  pink  bollworm  is  an  insect 
dangerous  to  the  cotton  industry  and  new  to  the  State  of  Arizona.  It  is  known 
to  thrive  in  localities  of  long  growing  seasons  and  mild  winters,  and  under 
such  conditions  destroying  a  large  percentage  of  the  cotton  crop. 

The  fact  has  further  been  determined  that  a  large  number  of  people  in 
Arizona  earn  a  livelihood  by  producing  cotton. 

Therefore  be  it  known  that  the  said  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm  in 
Arizona  threatens  to  bring  about  great  public  calamity  by  destroying  a  valuable 
agricultural  crop,  namely,  cotton,  upon  which  a  large  number  of  people  in 
Arizona  are  depending  for  support  for  themselves  and  their  families. 

Therefore  the  said  impending  calamity  brings  about  an  imperative  public 
necessity  that  immediate  measures  be  taken  to  control  or  eradicate  the  pink 
bollworm. 

It  is  known  that  unless  the  progress  of  this  insect  is  checked  that  it  will 
contaminate  other  agricultural  products  and  things  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
make  them  unwelcome  commodities  of  commerce  in  other  States  and  countries, 
thus  seriously  affecting  the  general  welfare. 

The  fact  has  been  determined  that  cotton  which  grows  from  overwintering 
stubs,  commonly  known  as  volunteer  cotton,  produces  fruit  at  an  extraordinarily 
early  date.  It  thus  serves  to  propagate  the  early  emerging  pink  bollworm  and 
thus  causes  a  menace  and  greatly  aggravates  the  already  serious  situation. 
That  likewise  cotton  planted  early  in  the  spring  fruits  early,  and  in  this  manner 
is  a  menace  to  the  general  welfare.

(1)  No  stub  cotton,  or  so-called  volunteer  cottcfn,.  shall  be  grown  or  allowed 
to  be  grown  in  any  part  of  said  regulated  areas. 

(2)  No  upland  cotton  shall  be  planted  prior  to  April  20  of  any  year  in  said 
regulated  areas. 

(3)  No  Pima  cotton  shall  be  planted  prior  to  April  1  of  any  year  in  said 
regulated  areas. 

(4)  All  fields  in  said  regulated  areas  which  were  in  cotton  in  the  year  1930 
shall  be  cleaned  of  stalks  and  parts  of  stalks  by  cutting,  raking  in  piles,  and 
burning  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  February,  1931. 

(5)  Fields  which  were  in  cotton  in  1930,  in  said  regulated  areas  shall  be 
thoroughly  plowed  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of  February,  1931.  Provided, 
however,  That  in  lieu  of  the  cutting  and  raking  of  stalks,  it  will  be  acceptable  if 
farmers  will  plow  said  regulated  fields  thoroughly,  burying  all  stalks  and  parts 
of  stalks,  if  done  prior  to  promulgation  of  these  regulations  or  prior  to  January 
1,  1931.

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 

FEDERAL   DOMESTIC   PLANT   QUARANTINES 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 295.  October  15,  1930. 

The  cooperation  of  the  public  is  requested  in  assisting  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  its  efforts  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  espe- 
cially injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  which  occur  in  only  limited  parts  of 
the  United  States,  and  which  have  been  made  the  subject  of  domestic  plant 
quarantines. 

Many  persons  unaware  of  quarantine  regulations  unwittingly  offer  oppor- 
tunity for  establishing  new  centers  of  infestation  or  infection  by  shipping  pro- 
hibited or  uninspected  or  untreated  materials.  Shippers  unfamiliar  with  Fed- 
eral quarantines  should  write  for  information  to  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Con- 
trol Administration,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  stating  the  kinds  of  plants  to  be  transported,  and  the  points  of  origin  and 
destination.  The  automobile  tourist  who  observes  these  precautions  before 
transporting  restricted  materials  will  render  a  service  to  the  welfare  of  his 
community. 

Federal  plant  quarantines  are  promulgated  to  prevent  the  entry  into  or  dis- 
semination within  the  United  States  of  dangerous  plant  pests  new  to  or  not 
widely  distributed  within  this  country.  To  accomplish  these  objects  various 
laws  have  been  enacted  providing  for  the  restriction  or  the  regulation  of  move- 
ment of  products  likely  to  carry  pests.  Four  acts  of  Congress  make  provision 
for  quarantine  or  other  regulatory  action.  They  are :  The  Federal  plant  quar- 
antine act  of  1912,  the  act  providing  for  Mexican  border  inspection  and  control 
service,  the  insect  pest  act  of  1905,  and  the  terminal  inspection  act  of  1915 
(enforced  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department). 

quarantines  against  domestic  pests 

There  are  now  enforced  22  domestic  quarantines  controlling  the  interstate 
movement  of  plants  and  plant  products,  and  of  certain  other  materials  likely 
to  carry  plant  pests.  Fourteen  of  these  quarantines  relate  largely  to  shipments 
within  the  continental  United  States.  Eight  are  confined  to  movements  between 
Hawaii  or  Porto  Rico  and  the  mainland.

The  plant  quarantines  relating  to  the  continent  are  intended  to  prevent  the 
spread  within  the  United  States,  and,  in  certain  instances,  to  effect  the  eradi- 
cation of  plant  and  forest  enemies  which  have  recently  reached  this  country 
and  have  limited  distribution  here.  Examples  are  the  gipsy  moth,  the  brown- 
tail  moth,  the  satin  moth,  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton,  the  Mediterranean  fruit 
fly,  the  Mexican  fruit  worm,  the  Japanese  beetle,  the  European  corn  borer,  the 
date-palm  scale,  and  certain  plant  diseases  such  as  white-pine  blister  rust,  black- 
stem  rust  of  wheat  and  other  cereals,  and  the  phony  peach  disease. 

The  Federal  quarantines  have  been  very  effective.  No  instance  is  known  in 
which  an  insect  pest  of  strictly  local  distribution  has  been  established  in  a  new 
area  by  the  transportation  of  articles  certified  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  as  free  from  infestation.  The  records  of  the  Parlatoria  scale 
on  date  palms,  the  gipsy  moth,  the  brown-tail  moth,  the  Thurberia  weevil,  and 
the  Mexican  fruit  worm  are  notable  in  this  respect.  These  insects  depend  for 
transportation  to  new  localities  to  a  large  extent  on  the  carriage  of  infested 
products,  and  quarantines  are  especially  effective  in.  regulating  their  movement. 

The  object  of  establishing  domestic  plant  quarantines  with  respect  to  the 
movement  of  such  pests  as  the  European  corn  borer,  the  Japanese  beetle,  and 
white-pine  blister  rust  is  to  retard  their  spread  and  to  prevent  the  establish- 
ment of  new  centers  of  infestation.  It  is  possible  during  the  period  that  such 
spread  is  delayed,  (1)  to  investigate  methods  of  preventing  injury  from  the 
pests,  (2)  to  inform  the  public  about  control  measures  and  in  certain  cases 
initiate  such  measures  before  a  pest  arrives,  and  (3)  to  develop  resistant 
varieties  or  adopt  sanitation  measures  if  the  pest  is  a  plant  disease. 

The  articles  restricted  under  each  quarantine  vary  according  to  the  food 
plants  of  the  insect  and  its  mode  of  life.  The  habits  of  the  Japanese  beetle 
necessitate  control  of  movement  of  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  herbaceous, 
bedding,  and  other  plants,  portions  of  plants,  farm  products,  and  sand,  soil, 
earth,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pest. 
The  white-pine  blister  rust,  however,  requires  two  groups  of  plants  to  complete 
its  life  cycle,  namely,  5-leafed  pines  and  currant  and  gooseberry  plants.  In  the 
gipsy  moth  infested  areas  of  New  England,  Christmas  trees  and  Christmas 
greens  as  well  as  all  other  trees,  shrubs  and  woody  plants  and  cuttings,  forest 
plant  products,  and  stone  and  quarry  products  are  restricted.  The  European 
corn-borer  quarantine  applies  to  corn,  broomcorn,  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  hay 
and  straw,  and  certain  flowers  and  vegetables.  Narcissus  bulbs  may  not  be 
shipped  from  one  State  to  another  except  as  provided  by  the  regulations.  There 
are  quarantines  pertaining  to  cotton  pests  which  restrict  the  movement  of 
cotton  and  other  articles,  and  other  quarantines  relating  to  certain  fruits. 

In  order  to  minimize  interference  with  normal  commerce,  however,  the  regu- 
lations of  most  of  the  quarantines  provide  that  in  lieu  of  complete  prohibition 
of  the  restricted  articles,  movement  may  be  permitted  under  inspection,  or  steril- 
ization, or  such  other  treatment  as  may  be  required  to  insure  freedom  from 
infestation. 

ACTION   BY    STATE  AUTHORITY 

Eradication  measures  against  certain  pests  that  are  the  subject  of  domestic 
plant  quarantines  are  undertaken  by  the  Federal  Government  in  cooperation 
with  and  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  States  concerned.  Such  efforts  have 
been  successful  in  the  eradication  of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  in  an  exten- 
sive area  involving  a  number  of  counties  in  the  Trinity  Bay  region  of  Texas, 
and  several  adjoining  parishes  in  southwestern  Louisiana,  as  well  as  a  number 
of  isolated  local  outbreaks  in  other  parts  of  the  same  States :  in  stamping  out 
gipsy-moth  infestations  in  Cleveland.  Ohio,  and  in  western  New  York ;  in  the 
approaching  total  eradication  of  an  extensive  infestation  of  this  pest  in  north- 
ern New  Jersey ;  and  in  the  eradication  of  three  separate  introductions  of  the 
Mexican  fruit  worm  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas  in  1927  and 
1929. 

The  regulations  of  practically  all  States  require  that  trees,  shrubs,  and  other 
woody  plants,  and  in  several  States,  herbaceous  plants  and  bulbs  as  well,  must 
be  inspected  before  being  shipped  or  otherwise  transported.  A  postal  regulation 
requires  that  a  State  nursery  inspection  certificate  shall  accompany  woody 
plants  offered  for  mailing.  Prospective  shippers  should,  therefore,  also  make 
inquiry  of  the  inspection  service  of  their  own  State  as  to  any  requirements 
which  may  be  in  effect  before  making  shipments.

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MEMORANDUM   TO   STATE   INSPECTORS    CONCERNING   THE   PLANT-CERTIFICATION 
REQUIREMENTS    OF   ENGLAND   AND   WALES 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 296  October  15,  1930. 

Regulation  2  (a)  of  the  third  schedule  of  the  Destructive  Insects  and  Pests 
Order  of  May  31,  1922,  provides  that  "  in  the  case  of  an  importation  of  plants 
(into  England  or  Wales),  otherwise  than  through  the  post,  from  a  country 
whose  service  of  plant  inspection  is  recognized  for  the  time  being,  each  consign- 
ment must  be  accompanied  by  two  copies  of  a  certificate  issued  after  inspection, 
and  not  more  than  14  days  prior  to  the  date  of  shipment,  by  a  duly  authorized 
.official  of  the  country  whence  the  plants  are  exported." 

Representation  has  been  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  of 
"England  that  in  a  number  of  instances  shipments  of  plants  have  arrived  in  that 
country  from  the  United  States  bearing  State  certificates  which  covered  seasonal 
nursery  inspection  rather  than  inspection  of  the  nursery  stock  within  the  time 
limit  referred  to  above.  That  organization  has  inquired  whether  the  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  could  arrange  for  inspection  and  the 
issuance  of  certificates  to  cover  plant  material  exported  from  the  United  States 
to  England. 

It  will  be  possible  to  comply  with  this  request  at  the  port  of  exportation, 
which  in  most  instances  is  New  York,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  governing  the  inspection  and  certification  of  plants  and 
plant  products  offered  for.  export  to  meet  the  sanitary  requirements  of  foreign 
countries.  Persons  desiring  to  export  plant  material  to  England  and  Wales 
Should  arrange  with  the  transportation  agency  concerned  to  apply  to  the  rep- 
resentative of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  at  the  port  of 
departure  for  the  required  inspection  and  certification  on  the  arrival  of  the 
consignment  at  that  port.  The  office  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control 
Administration  at  New  York  is  located  at  45  Broadway.  It  is  understood  that 
the  usual  type  of  State  inspection  certificate  will  accompany  the  consignment 
.to  the  port  of  departure. 

However,  where  it  is  practicable  to  have  such  a  consignment  inspected  and 
certified  by  State  officials,  immediately  prior  to  shipment,  either  at  the  point  of 
origin  or  by  routing  the  consignment  through  a  station  where  a  State  inspector 
is  available,  that  course  should  be  followed.  The  certificate  then  issued  will 
-be  acceptable  in  lieu  of  a  Federal  certificate  at  the  port  of  departure.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  PLANT-QUARANTINE  RESTRICTIONS   OF   THE  UNION   OF  SOUTH 

AFRICA 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 297  October  16,  1930. 

This  summary  of  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  under  the  agricultural 
;pests  act  of  1911  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  been  prepared  for  the  infor- 
mation of  nurserymen,  plant-quarantine  officials,  and  others  interested  in  the 
exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products  to  South  Africa. 

The  summary  was  compiled  from  the  original  texts  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant- 
quarantine  inspector  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  and 
revised  in  July,  1928,  by  the  chief  inspector,  plant-regulatory  service  of  the 
Union  of  South  Africa. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independ- 
ently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts  of  the  proclamations,  and 
it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally  authoritative.  The  regulations  themselves 
should  be  consulted  for  the  exact  text.

PLANTS    AFFECTED 

The  agricultural  pests  act  applies  to  all  plants  and  living  parts  thereof,  includ- 
ing fruits,  tubers,  bulbs,  etc.,  but  does  not  include  seeds,  except  those  of  alfalfa 
•(lucerne),  barley,  cotton,  maize,  and  peach,  as  well  as  seed  acorns  and  chestnuts. 

PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

Plants,  fruits,  etc.,  may  be  imported  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  only 
through  the  ports  of  Capetown,  Durban.  East  London,  Port  Elizabeth,  and 
Komatipoort.  Fruits,  potatoes,  and  onions  may  enter  also  through  Simons- 
ftown,  Mossel  Bay,  and  Port  Nolloth. 
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PLANTS,   FRUITS,   AND    SEEDS   PROHIBITED    ENTRY    INTO    THE   UNION    OF    SOUTH    AFRICA 

Eucalyptus,  acacia,  coniferous  plants,  peach  stones,  Arctium  seed,  fresh  citrus 
fruits,  fresh  stone  fruits,  rooted  stocks  for  budding  or  grafting,  except  almond, 
pear.  plum,  and  cherry.  (Note. — All  stocks  will  be  prohibited  from  October  1, 
1931.) 

Coniferous  plants  include  pines,  larches,  hemlocks,  spruces,  firs,  cedars,  and 
araucarias. 

Stone  fruits  include  apricots,  cherries,  nectarines,  peaches,  and  plums. 

PERMITS 

The  importation  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa-  of  fruit,  bulbs,  tubers,  vege- 
tables, and  portions  of  plants  that  can  not  be  propagated  is  allowed  without  a 
permit. 

The  importation  of  any  other  plant,  or  part  of  plant,  is  allowed  only  under 
permit  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Union.  A  permit  is 
necessary  to  authorize  the  importation  of  the  following-named  seeds :  Acorns, 
alfalfa,  barley,  chestnuts,  cotton,  and  maize,  as  well  as  for  unmanufactured 
cork  and  cotton,  broomcorn  and  brooms,  brushes,  and  other  articles  made 
wholly  or  partly  from  sorghum. 

Permits  will  not  be  issued:  (1)  For  trees  or  plants,  except  fruit-tree  stocks- 
ordinarily  raised  from  seed,  if  the  seed  is  easily  procurable  in  South  Africa,  or 
can  readily  be  imported  in  a  viable  condition;  (2)  to  any  person  during  any 
one  calendar  year  for  more  than  10  plants  of  a  variety  in  the  case  of  forest, 
ornamental,  and  nut  trees,  fruit  trees  (exclusive  of  fruit-tree  stocks),  orna- 
mental shrubs,  woody  climbing  plants,  roses,  and  fruit-bearing  plants,  exclusive 
of  strawberries:  or  for  more  than  100  of  a  variety  in  the  case  of  strawberry 
plants,  scions  and  unrooted  cuttings  of  any  tree,  rose,  or  fruit-bearing  plant. 
Backhousia  plants  may  be  admitted  in  any  number:  (3)  for  any  kind  of  plant 
procurable  from  the  forest  department  of  the  Government,  or  for  any  kind  of 
oak  or  plane  tree:  and  (4)  for  sugarcanes.  rubber-producing  plants,  Backhousia. 
and  tea  plants,  except  when  it  is  arranged  that  the  plants  be  grown  for  a  period 
on  a  prescribed  site,  subject  to  destruction  without  compensation  should  any 
of  tbem  prove  to  be  diseased. 

Permits  for  trees,  roses,  and  fruit-bearing  plants  (including  grapevine,  black- 
berry, raspberry,  currant,  gooseberry,  strawberry,  banana,  pineapple,  and  pas- 
sion-fruit plants,  date  palms,  etc.)  :  Besides  limiting  the  number  of  plants, 
limit  also  the  varieties  to  those  not  listed  by  nurserymen  in  the  Union  and 
procurable  from  them  at  or  below  the  ordinary  price  for  recent  novelties  of 
their  class,  unless  conclusive  evidence  is  adduced  to  show  that  the  strain  of 
the  variety  procurable  in  the  Union  is  an  inferior  one  or  untrue  to  type. 

Registered  nurserymen  who  require  plants  for  propagation  can  obtain  a 
permit  (up  to  three  of  a  variety)  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  variety  is 
already  listed. 

Permits  to  introduce  grapevines,  currant  or  gooseberry  plants,  walnut  or 
chestnut  trees,  from  anywhere,  or  to  introduce  stone-fruit  trees  (peach,  plum, 
etc.)  or  pome-fruit  trees  (apple,  pear,  etc.).  from  North  America,  are  made 
conditional  on  the  plants  being  cut  back  severely  and  submitted,  without  expense 
to  the  Government  at  Capetown  or  Pretoria,  for  special  inspection  and  special 
disinfection. 

Permits  for  citrus  trees  are  issued  only  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
(Union  of  South  Africa)  for  growing  in  greenhouse  quarantine. 

Permits  for  shrubs  and  woody  climbing  plants :  Permits  to  introduce  orna- 
mental shrubs  (including  azaleas,  rhododendrons,  camellias,  hydrangeas,  spi- 
reas.  lilac,  and  oleanders),  and  for  climbing  plants  (including  clematis,  big- 
nonias.  passifloras.  wisterias,  honeysuckles,  jasminums,  and  solanums),  are 
granted  on  the  same  conditions  that  apply  to  trees  and  roses,  except  that  they 
are  issued  for  varieties  which,  though  catalogued  by  nurserymen,  are  not 
extensively  propagated  in  the  union. 

Permits  for  ornamental  plants  of  the  grapevine  family  (Vitis),  and  for  orna- 
mentals of  the  same  genus  as  gooseberries  (Ribes),  are  issued  only  under  the 
special  conditions  applying  to  grapevines  and  currants,  respectively. 

Permits  are  not  issued  in  the  absence  of  the  varietal  names  if  the  application 
embraces  more  than  10  plants  of  the  same  general  name :  and  the  granting  of 
a  permit  or  permits  for  an  aggregate  of  10  plants  of  the  same  general  name 
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without  varietal  name  being  given,  prevents  the  issue  of  any  further  permit  for 
plants  of  that  kind  to  the  same  person  in  the  same  year. 

Permits  for  fruit-tree  stocks,  palms,  and  herbaceous  plants :  Permits  are 
granted  to  authorize  the  importation  of  any  number  of  the  admissible  rooted 
stocks  for  budding  or  grafting  (nursery  stock),  namely,  almond,  pear,  plum, 
and  cherry,  and  any  number  of  ornamental  palms,  and  such  florists'  plants  as 
violets,  carnations,  chrysanthemums,  geraniums,  pelargoniums,  fuchsias,  orchids, 
and  ferns.  This  also  applies  to  any  kind  of  herbaceous  or  soft  and  succulent- 
stemmed  plant  not  debarred  by  any  other  provision  of  the  regulations,  including 
the  provisions  debarring  plants  ordinarily  raised  from  seed. 

No  permits  are  issued  for  Opuntia  or  other  pestiferous  cacti. 

A  permit  for  a  great  number  of  any  economic  plant,  e.  g.,  Sisal,  Phormium, 
etc.,  would  be  granted  only  after  submission  to  the  secretary  and  approval  by 
other  divisions. 

SPECIAL  QUARANTINES 

Broomcorn :  Broomcorn  will  be  admitted  only  under  special  permit.  The 
straws  must  be  detached  and  the  crowns  must  be  completely  cut  away  or  cut 
to  shreds.  (Government  Gazette,  Union  of  South  Africa,  June  27,  1924.)  This 
restriction  also  applies  to  brooms,  etc.,  made  from  sorghum. 

Chestnuts  and  acorns  will  be  admitted  only  if  they  pass  the  "  flotation  test." 
Those  which  float  on  water  will  not  be  admitted. 

Cork:  Unmanufactured 'cork  from  the  cork-oak  will  be  admitted  only  under 
special  permit.  Consignments  will  be  held  for  examination  at  the  port  of 
arrival.  (Government  Gazette,  Union  of  South  Africa,  June  27,  1924.)  There 
is  no  limitation  on  the  quantity  admissible.  If  gipsy-moth  eggs  are  present, 
vacuum  fumigation  will  be  required. 

■  Cotton  :  As  a  further  precaution  against  the  introduction  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm,  unmanufactured  cotton,  including  linters  and  all  kinds  of  unspun  cotton 
waste,  but  excluding  purified  cotton  wool  (absorbent  cotton)  and  cotton  batting, 
is  admissible  only  under  special  permit.  This  restriction  does  not  apply  to 
kapok.     (Government  Gazette,  Union  of  South  Africa,  June  27,  1924.) 

Cottonseed :  Proclamation  No.  10,  January  2,  1919,  provides  that  permits 
shall  be  issued  only  for  seed  intended  for  sowing,  and  then  only  when  the 
introduction  of  such  seed  is  deemed  desirable  by  the  chief  of  the  cotton  divi- 
sion. Cottonseed  that  is  allowed  to  enter  will  be  fumigated  with  carbon 
disulphide.     Importations  are  restricted  to  official  cotton  breeders. 

Cotton  waste :  The  introduction  of  cotton  waste  into  the  Union  is  restricted 
to  importation  under  special  license.  The  use  of  cotton  waste  as  a  packing 
material  for  merchandise  will  not  be  permitted.  (Journal  of  Industries, 
January,  1925.) 

Maize  and  barley  :  Proclamation  No.  506,  March  17,  1920,  provides  that  per- 
mits shall  be  issued  only  for  small  quantities  of  seed  intended  for  sowing,  and 
then  only  when  the  introduction  of  such  seed  is  deemed  desirable,  and  will 
be  grown  under  conditions  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  division  of  botany. 
Only  quantities  up  to  10  pounds  of  one  variety  for  any  one  importer  are 
admitted  during  a  calendar  year.  Disinfection  in  mercuric  bichloride  is  nec- 
essary. 

Potatoes :  Consignments  of  potatoes  will  be  inspected  at  the  port  of  arrival, 
and  if  any  bacterial  disease,  such  as  black  leg  or  stem  rot,  caused  by  Bacillus 
plnjtophthorus,  or  the  rot  caused  by  B.  solanacearum,  is  found,  that  package 
and  all  packages  in  wThich  15  per  cent  of  the  tubers  are  decayed  will  be  refused 
entry.  Packages  in  which  under  15  per  cent  of  decayed  tubers  are  found  will 
be  passed,  if  no  trace  of  the  bacterial  disease  is  found  in  them.  If  the  wart 
disease  (SyncKitrium  endo'bioticum)  is  found  in  a  package,  all  packages  of  that 
mark  will  be  excluded. 

Each  shipment  must  be  accompanied  by  a  shipper's  sworn  declaration  of 
origin  and  a  certificate  not  older  than  one  month  from  the  department  of  agri- 
culture of  the  country  of  origin  that  no  case  of  wart  disease  has  occurred 
within  5  miles  of  the  place  where  the  potatoes  are  said  to  have  been  grown. 
No  permit  is  required.  (Press  Circular  No.  42,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Union  of  South  Africa,  August  23,  1923.)  The  official  certificate  alternatively 
may  be  to  the  effect  that  no  case  of  wart  disease  has  been  known  in  the  county 
or  other  territorial  division  in  which  the  declared  place  of  origin  is  situated. 
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Wheat :  The  Government  notice  of  March  18,  1930.  prohibits  the  importation 
of  wheat  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  unless  a  permit  in  writing  has  been; 
previously  granted  by  the  Minister  of  Finance.

It  includes  summaries  of  .the  effective  proclamations 
promulgated  under  the  Australian  plant  quarantine  act  of  1908-1924.  The 
indicated  dates  of  the  proclamations  are  those  o'f  publication  in  the  Common- 
wealth of  Australia  Gazette.

General  Regulations 
imported  plants  inspected  on  arrival 

All  plants  imported  into  the  Commonwealth  are  subjected  to  careful  inspec- 
tion by  a  quarantine  inspector  before  being  delivered  to  the  importer.  For  this 
inspection  a  specified  fee  is  charged.  All  expenses  connected  with  the  exam- 
ination of  imported  plants,  with  their  conveyance  to  a  quarantine  station,  and' 
their  detention,  maintenance,  and  treatment  in  quarantine,  Or  under  quarantine 
surveillance,  must  be  paid  by  the  importer  or  owner  of  the  plants. 

All  passengers'  baggage  from  overseas  is  inspected  and  all  prohibited  plants 
or  fruits  are  destroyed,  others  being  held  for  inspection  by  plant  quarantine-    i 
officers.      (Letter  October  5,  1922,  chief  quarantine  officer — plants.)

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IMPORTATION    INTO    THE    COMMONWEALTH    ABSOLUTELY    PROHIBITED 

Stone  fruit  trees,  or  living  portions  thereof,  which  were  grown  in  any  country 
in  which  either  of  the  diseases  known  as  peach  yellows  or  peach  rosette  exists. 
(Proclamation  December  23,  1915.)  In  this  clause  any  State  of  the  United 
States  is  deemed  to  be  a  country. 

Deciduous  fruit  trees,  or  parts  thereof,  including  the  fruit  and  seed ;  plants 
and  parts  of  plants  of  the  family  Rosaceae,  including  the  fruit  and  seeds,  which 
were  grown  in  any  country  in  which  pear  blight  (Bacillus  amylovorus)  exists: 
Provided,  That  the  Minister  for  Health  may  permit  the  importation  of  orna- 
mental plants,  or  of  new  or  special  varieties  of  deciduous  fruit  trees,  or  their 
fruit  or  seeds,  subject  to  any  conditions  he  may  think  tit  to  impose.  (Procla- 
mation June  5,  1924.) 

Gooseberry  plants  or  portions  thereof  from  any  country  affected  with 
Sphaerotheca-  morsuvae,  the  American  gooseberry  mildew.  (Proclamation 
December  23,  1915.) 

Any  plant,  including  any  root,  slab,  cutting,  or  seed,  of  the  family  Cactaceae : 
Provided,  That  the  minister  for  health  may  permit  the  importation  of  the 
flowering  or  ornamental  varieties  of  cacti.      (Proclamation  April  25,  1914.) 

Walnuts  from  the  State  of  California,  wherever  such  walnuts  may  have 
been  grown,  and  walnuts  grown  in  the  State  of  California,  wherever  such  wal- 
nuts may  have  been  shipped,  are  not  permitted  entry  into  Western  Australia. 
(Proclamation  April  12,  1913.) 

Apples,  pears,  and  quinces :  The  importation  of  these  fruits  into  western 
Australia  from  any  part  of  the  world,  and  the  removal  of  apples,  peatrsj  and 
quinces  from  any  Australian  State  into  western  Australia,  are  prohibited. 
(Proclamation  July  20,  1912,  and  September  21,  1912.) 

•  Hay,  chaff,  or  straw  for  fodder  purposes :  Importation  prohibited  from  any 
country  except  New  Zealand:  Provided,  That  the  Minister  for  Health,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Quarantine,  may  permit  the  introduction 
of  hay,  chaff,  and  straw  for  fodder  purposes  subject  to  regulations,  and  to  any 
other  conditions  he  may  think  fit  to  impose.     (Proclamation  December  2,  1915.) 

Plants  of  every  species  of  Vitis  from  any  part  of  the  world,  provided  that 
the  minister,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chief  quarantine  officer,  may  per- 
mit the  introduction  of  the  fruit  of  any  species  thereof.  (Proclamation  De- 
cember 23,  1915. 

The  following-named  plants  from  any  country  in  which  citrus  canker  is  known 
to  exist  are  prohibited  entry  into  Australia :  Atlantia  citrioides,  Atlantic  dis- 
ticha,  Chaetospermum  glutinosa,  Chaloas  (Murraya)  exotica,  Citropsis  sclvwein- 
furthi,  Clausina  lansium,  Eremocitrus  glaiwa.  Ecodia  iatifolia.  E.  ridleyi, 
Feronia  limonia,  Peromelia  lucida,  Fortunella  liindsi,  F.  (cit?~us)  japonica, 
Hesperetliusa  crenulata,  Melicope  triphylla,  Microcitrus  australasica,  At.  a-ws- 
tralis,  Paranignya,  long ipeduneulata,.  and  Toddalia  asiatica.  (Proclamation 
December  11,  1919. ) 

Tobacco  plants  or  parts  of  tobacco  plants  prohibited  importation  into  Aus- 
tralia :  Provided,  That  the  importation  of  tobacco  seed  may  be  permitted  by 
the  Minister  for  Health  on  the  application  of  a  State  department  of  agriculture 
subject  to  any  conditions  he  may  think  fit  to  impose.  (Proclamation  July  24, 
1924.) 

Sugarcane  and  banana  plants  from  any  country :  Importation  prohibited 
unless  the  Chief  Quarantine  officer  is  satisfied  that  any  beetle  borer  of  the 
genus  Sphenophorus  does  not  exist  therein.  (Proclamation  February  26, 
1925. ) 

Broomcorn  millet:  Importation  into  Australia  prohibited.  (Proclamation  of 
June  11,  1925.) 

Peanut  plants,  Aracliis  hypogea,  including  the  seed :  Importation  prohibited 
from  any  country,  provided  that  peanuts  may  be  imported  by  permission  of  the 
Minister  for  Health  for  roasting  or  manufacturing  purposes,  subject  to  any  con- 
ditions he  may  think  fit  to  impose.     (Proclamation  October  6,  1927.) 

Importation  prohibited  of  chestnut  plants  or  parts  of  plants,  including  the 
fruits  or  nuts,  from  any  part  of  the  world,  owing  to  the  danger  of  introducing 
the  diseases  known  as  chestnut  blight  {Endothia  parasitica)  and  ink  disease 
(Phytophthora  or  Blepharospora  camMvora).  Provided  that  the  Minister  for 
Health  may  permit  their  importation  subject  to  any  conditions  he  may  think  fit 
to  impose.     (Proclamation  No.  204,  July  21,  1930.) 
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IMPORTATION   INTO  THE  COMMONWEALTH   CONDITIONALLY   PROHIBITED 

The  importation  is  prohibited  of  all  plants,  or  portions  thereof,  including  fruit 
or  seeds  (other  than  manufactured  products  thereof)  susceptible  to  infection 
with  the  coffee  rust,  Hemileia  vastatrix,  or  allied  Hemileia,  from  any  country, 
unless  the  chief  quarantine  officer  is  satisfied  that  Hemileia  vastatrix  or  other 
species  of  Hemileia,  does  not  exist  therein.     (Proclamation  July  10,  1909.) 

GOODS  WITH  PROHIBITED  SEEDS  ATTACHED 

Prohibited  is  the  importation  of  goods  to  which  are  attached  seeds  of  any 
plant  the  importation  of  which  is  prohibited,  unless  the  goods  be  treated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  general  quarantine  officer  for 'the  purpose  of  rendering  the 
seed  ungerminative.     (Proclamation  March  3,  1911.) 

THE    IMPORTATION    INTO    SOUTH    AUSTRALIA   OF    ANY* PLANT   GROWN    IN    SOIL    IS 

PROHIBITED 

From  any  country,  unless  it  be  previously  cleaned  of  soil,  provided  that  the 
chief  quarantine  officer  for  plants  may  admit  any  plant  growing  in  a  pot  or 
similar  receptacle  if,  in  his  opinion,  the  admission  thereof  will  entail  no  danger 
of  introducing  the  disease  Phylloxera  vastatrix. 

From  any  country  where  the  disease  Phylloxera  vastatrix  is  known  to  exist, 
unless  accompanied  by  a  declaration  made  by  the  grower  before,  and  counter- 
signed by,  a  responsible  officer  of  the  department  of  agriculture  in  the  country 
of  origin,  that  the  plant  was  grown  at  a  greater  distance  than  5  miles  from  any 
grape  or  root  thereof,  and  that  no  Phylloxera  vastatrix  exists  or  has  existed  in 
or  on  any  land  within  5  miles  of  the  area  in  which  the  plant  has  been  growing. 
(Proclamation  January  11,  1913.) 

POTATOES CONDITIONS   OF  ENTRY 

Potatoes :  Importation  prohibited  into  any  part  of  Australia  unless  accom- 
panied by  an  inspection  certificate  issued  by  a  responsible  officer  of  a  govern- 
ment department  of  the  country  of  origin  identifying  the  potatoes,  specifying 
the  quantity,  and  certifying  that:  At  the  date  of  issue  of  the  certificate  they 
were  free  from  late  blight,  wart  disease,  powdery  scab  disease,  -and  all  other 
serious  diseases ;  that  they  were  grown  in  the  country  named ;  that  they  were 
grown  on  premises  known,  after  due  investigation,  not  to  be,  or  to  have  been 
during  the  preceding  12  months,  infected  with  any  of  the  said  diseases ;  and 
that  they  were  packed  in  the  country  of  origin  in  clean,  new  packages. 

The  containers  are  to  be  marked  on  the  outside  with  the  name  of  the  country 
of  origin  and  with  other  distinguishing  marks.  After  being  landed  the  potatoes 
are  grown  in  quarantine  and  the  product,  if  free  from  disease,  is  distributed  : 
Provided,  That  no  consignment  of  potatoes  shall  exceed  14  pounds  in  weight, 
unless  the  potatoes  are  imported  by  or  for  a  State  government :  Provided  further, 
That  the  importation  of  potatoes  for  use  as  food  may  be  permitted  under  such 
conditions  as  the  minister  for  health  may  impose.  (Proclamation,  September 
18,  1919.) 

CITRUS   PLANTS    AND   FRUIT 

Prohibited  from  any  country  where  citrus  canker  is  known  to  exist:  Citrus 
plants  (excepting  citrus  fruit  and  citrus  pips)  from  any  part  of  the  world. 

Citrus  fruits  and  citrus  pips  (imported  as  pips)  from  any  part  of  the  world  in 
which  the  disease  citrus  canker  or  Japanese  canker  exists :  Provided,  That 
citrus  fruits  may  be  imported  from  the  States  of  California  and  Arizona  in  the 
United  States  of  America  subject  to  the  condition  that  each  consignment  is 
accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  dated  and  signed  by  a  responsible  officer 
of  a  government  department  of  the  country  of  origin,  giving  the  name  of  the 
State  in  which  it  was  grown,  identifying  the  fruit,  stating  the  quantity,  and 
certifying  that  the  fruit  was  grown  in  the  State  specified ;  that  citrus  canker 
does  not  exist  in  the  said  State ;  and  that  the  consignment  is  free  from  citrus 
canker  and  from  all  other  diseases. 

Citrus  fruits  and  citrus  pips  (imported  as  pips)  from  any  country  in  which 
thp  disease  citrus  canker  or  Japanese  canker  does  not  exist,  unless  a  certificate 
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be  produced  from  the  department  of  agriculture  of  the  country  of  origin  to  the 
effect  that  the  consignment  is  free  from  citrus  canker ;  that  citrus  canker  does 
not  exist  in  the  country  of  origin ;  and  that  the  fruit  after  picking  and  prior  to 
packing  was  effectively  fumigated  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  as  prescribed  by 
the.  quarantine  regulations :  Provided,  That  any  citrus  fruits  offered  for  im- 
portation into  Australia  under  paragraph  2  or  paragraph  3  of  this  proclamation 
may  be  admitted  if,  during  inspection  on  arrival,  no  living  disease  or  pest  is 
found,  or  if,  in  the  event  of  the  fruits  being  unaccompanied  by  the  required 
certificate  and  being  found  free  from  visible  disease  or  pest,  they  are  subjected, 
to  fumigation  as  prescribed. 

The  term  "  citrus  "  as  used  herein  shall  be  understood  to  include  all  plants 
belonging  to  the  subfamily  or  tribe  Citratae.     (Proclamation,  October  13,  1927.) 

COTTON  AND  COTTONSEED 

Cottonseed  and  cotton  lint  may  be  admitted  into  Australia  subject  to  the 
following  conditions :  That  the  permission  of  the  Minister  for  Health  to  import 
cotton  shall  first  be  obtained;  that  cottonseed  imported  for  planting  shall  be 
landed  only  at  the  port  of  Brisbane ;  that  cottonseed  imported  for  the  purpose 
of  crushing  into  oil  and  meal  shall  have  been  produced  in  a  country  in  which 
the  pink  bollworm  or  the  Mexican  boll  weevil  is  not  known  to  exist,  and  that 
any  such  importation  shall  be  subject  to  any  further  conditions  which  the 
minister  may  think  fit  to  impose ;  and  that  imported  raw  cotton  shall  be  landed 
only  at  the  ports  of  Sydney,  Melbourne,  Adelaide,  Freemantle  or  Launceston, 
or  at  any  other  than  a  Queensland  port  which  may  be  approved  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  minister,  and  shall,  before  being  released  from  quarantine,  undergo 
disinfection  in  a  vacuum  apparatus  by  the  use  of  steam  or  hydrogen  cyanide  or 
carbon  disulphide,  or  by  such  other  method  as  may  be  ordered  or  approved  for 
the  purpose  by  the  director  general  of  health.     (Proclamation,  Nov.  17,  1927.) 

LUMBER — INSPECTION  REQUIRED 

Timbers  imported  into.  Australia  are  inspected  to  guard  against  the  possible 
introduction  of  borer  insects  of  any  species  unrecorded  in  Australia.  (Various 
proclamations.) 

INSECTS  AND  PARASITES  OF  INSECTS  ADMITTED  FOR  EXPERIMENTAL  PURPOSES 

Proclamation  No.  180,  of  June  14,  1928,  provides  that  the  importation  of  any 
insect  or  parasite  in  any  stage  of  its  life  history  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  minister  and  to  any  conditions  which  he  may  think  fit  to  impose. 

DECREES  GOVERNING  THE  IMPORTATION  INTO  FRANCE  OF  PLANTS  AND  PLANT 
PRODUCTS  FROM  THE  UNITED  STATES 

P.  Q.  C.  A.-301  November  20,  1930. 

This  circular  includes  the  text  of  French  decrees  prohibiting  or  restricting 
the  importation  into  France  of  plants,  fresh  fruits,  potatoes,  and  other  vegetables 
from  the  United  States. 

These  decrees  have  been  translated  and  compiled  by  Harry  P>.  Shaw,  plant 
quarantine  inspector  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from 
the  original  texts  as  published  by  the  Direction  Generale  des  Douanes  in  Tarif 
des  Douanes  de  France,  Observations  Preliminaries,  Paris,  1922.  (Direction 
General  of  Customs  in  Customs  Tariffs  of  France,  Preliminary  Observations, 
Paris,  1922.)  This  circular  was  reviewed  and  approved  October,  1930,  by  the 
appropriate  department  in  France  through  the  courtesy  of  the  French  Embassy, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independ- 
ently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  text  of  the  quarantines,  and  it  is 
not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally  authoritative.  The  decrees  themselves  should 
be  consulted  for  the  exact  text.

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PLANTS  AND   PLANT  PRODUCTS   FROM  THE   UNITED   STATES  PROHIBITED   ENTRY 

INTO   FRANCE 

Importation  Prohibited  of  All  Living  Plants  on  Account  of  the  San  Jose 

Scale 

The  decrees  of  November  30,  1898,  and  February  3,  1899,  provide  that:  In 
order  to  prevent  invasion  by  the  insect  known  as  San'  Jose  scale,  Aspidiotus 
perniciosus,  the  presence  of  which  has  been  reported  in  a  shipment  of  fruits 
from  America,  the  prohibition  against  the  entry  into  and  transportation  in 
France  and  Algeria  has  been  enacted  against  trees,  shrubs,  nursery  products, 
cuttings,  and  all  other  live  plants  or  portions  thereof,  as  well  as  their  fresh 
debris,  coming  from  the  United  States  of  America,  whether  directly  or  through 
entrepots.  This  prohibition  extends  to  containers  and  packing  materials  which 
have  been  used  for  the  transportation  of  the  products  above  mentioned. 

Importation  of  Fresh  Fruits  and  Vegetables  Into  France  Restricted  on 
Account  of  the  Colorado  Potato  Beetle 

The  decree  of  July  13,  1922,  provides  that:  The  entry  into  and  transit  in 
France  is  prohibited  of  fresh  fruits  and  of  vegetables,  other  than  potatoes, 
leaves  and  debris  of  that  plant,  as  well  as  material  which  has  been  used  in 
their  transportation  and  packing,  when  the  presence  of  the  Colorado  potato 
beetle  has  been  verified  in  the  said  shipments.  To  that  end  they  are  subjected 
to  a  special  examination  on  their  entry  into  France. 

Presence  of  San  Jose  Scale  Excludes  Fresh  Fruits  From  Entry  Into  France 

The  decrees  of  November  30,  1898,  and  February  3,  1899,  provide  that :  When 
the  presence  of  San  Jose  scale,  Aspidiotus  perniciosus,  has  been  verified  in 
shipments  of  fresh  fruit,  and  the  debris  of  fresh  fruit,  the  entry  of  those  ship- 
ments into  France,  Corsica,  and  Algeria,  as  well  as  material  which  has  been 
used  for  their  packing  and  transportation,  is  prohibited.  For  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  this  measure,  the  said  shipments  shall  be  examined,  especially 
from  that  viewpoint,  on  their  entry  into  France,  Corsica,  or  Algeria. 

Importation  of  Potatoes  Prohibited  on  Account  of   the  Colorado  Potato 

Beetle 

The  decree  of  July  13,  1922,  article  1,  provides  that :  The  entry  into  and 
transit  in  France  is  prohibited  of  potatoes  and  the  leaves  and  debris  of  that 
plant  coming  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  United  States1  of  North  America 
and  from  Canada,  countries  in  which  the  existence  of  the  Colorado  potato 
beetle,  Doryplwra  decemlineata,  has  been  verified.  This  prohibition  extends  to 
containers  and  packing  material  which  have  been  used  for  the  transportation 
of  the  above-mentioned  product. 

Importation  of  Potatoes  Prohibited  on  Account  of  the  Potato  Wart  Disease 

The  decree  of  December  19,  1910.  prohibits  the  importation  into  France  of 

potato  tubers  infected  with  the  wart  disease,  Chrysophlyctis  endobiotica. 

The  decree  of  November  28,  1911,  makes  the  above  provision  applicable  to 
Algeria. 


IMPORTATION  INTO  FRANCE  NOT  RESTRICTED 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  article  2  of  the  Phylloxera  Convention 
of  Berne,  November  3,  1881,  seeds  may  be  imported  into  France  without 
restriction. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Importation  of  chestnut  prohibited 

The  importation  into  France  of  the  seeds  of  chestnut  trees  (chestnuts)  is 
prohibited.     (Decree  of  March  8,  1921.) 
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Importation  prohibited  of  seeds  of  forage  plants  if  contaminated  with  Cuscuta 

The  importation  into  France  is  prohibited  of  Cuscuta  seeds  and  of  the  seeds 
of  forage  plants  which  are  found  on  inspection  to  contain  Cuscuta.  Especially 
concerned  are  the  seeds,  or  mixtures  thereof,  of  alfalfa,  the  clovers,  vetch,  etc. 
(Decree  of  February  21,  1908.) 

SUMMARY    OF    THE    PLANT-QUARANTINE    RESTRICTIONS    OF    THE    GERMAN 

REPUBLIC 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 302  December  27,  1930. 

The  following  summary  of  the  plant-quarantine  restrictions  of  the  German 
Republic  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant-quarantine 
officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products 
from  the  United  States  to  Germany. 

The  summary  was  compiled  by  Harry  B.  Shaw,  plant-quarantine  inspector  of 
the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration,  from  his  translation  of  the 
texts  of  the  original  German  laws  and  of  a  summary  of  those  laws  published  in 
French  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  (La  Legislation  du  Com- 
merce des  Plantes  dans  les  Different  Pays.  Institut  International  D'Agri- 
culture,  Rome,  1929.)  Tne  text  was  then  revised,  September,  1930,  by  the 
Federal  Ministry  of  Nourishment  and  Agriculture  of  the  German  Republic  (Der 
Reichsministerium    fur   Ernahrung   und   Landwirtschaft). 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and 
complete  up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  inde- 
pendently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be 
interpreted  as  legally  authoritative.  The  quarantines  themselves  should  be 
consulted  for  the  exact  text.

The  plant-quarantine  laws  of  the  German  Republic  are  measures  to  prevent 
the  introduction  into  and  the  distribution  in  Germany  of  Phylloxera  vastatrix; 
San  Jose  scale,  Aspidiotus  perniciosus ;  Colorado  potato  beetle,  Doryphora  de- 
cemlineata;  the  potato  wart  disease,  Chrysophlyctis  endobiotica;  the  cherry  fly, 
Rhayoletis  cerasi;  the  carnation  leaf  roller,  Tortrix  pron/ubana;  and  of  injurious 
diseases  and  insect  pests  of  flower  bulbs  and  conns,  as  well  as  of  conifers. 

Laws  affecting  plant  exports  from  the  United  States  are  included  in  this 
summary. 

Phylloxera  Restrictions 
importation  prohibited  of  grapevines  but  not  of  grapes 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  International  Phylloxera  Conven- 
tion of  Berne,  November  3,  1881,  the  importation  into  Germany  is  prohibited 
of  grapevine  stocks  and  all  parts  of  the  grapevine,  especially  of  branches  with 
foliage. 

Table  grapes  may  be  imported  when  packed,  without  grapevine  leaves,  in 
boxes,  cases,  baskets,  or  well-headed  barrels,  easy  to  inspect. 

Wine  grapes  and  grape  marc  may  be  imported  only  when  packed  in  tightly 
closed  barrels.  (Decree  of  July  4,  1883,  and  subsequent  orders.  Reichsgesetz- 
blatt  No.  153,  etc.) 

SHIPPER'S  DECLARATION   AND  PHYLLOXERA  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 

Shipments  of  live  plants  and  parts  thereof,  other  than  grapes,  the  entry  of 
which  is  not  prohibited  by  the  San  Jose  scale  and  other  special  quarantines, 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  shipper's  declaration  and  by  a  phylloxera  certificate 
issued  by  a  competent  authority  of  the  country  of  origin,  as  follows : 

Shipper's  declaration  shall:  Affirm  that  the  entire  contents  of  the  shipment 
are  from  his  establishment ;  indicate  the  receiving  point  and  the  address  of 
the  consignee ;  affirm  that  no  grapevines  are  included  in  the  shipment ;  state 
whether  the  shipment  contains  plants  with  earth  on  the  roots ;  and  bear  the 
signature  of  the  shipper. 

The  phylloxera  certificate  shall  affirm:  That  the  plants  are  from  ground 
separated  from  any  grapevine  stocks  by  at  least  20  meters,  or  by  some  obstacle 
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to  the  roots  deemed  sufficient  by  competent  authority ;  that  the  ground"  itself 
contains  no  grapevines ;  that  the  place  has  not  been  used  as  a  depot  for  that 
plant ;  and  that  if  stocks  infested  with  phylloxera  nave  been  grown  there,  their 
radical  extirpation  has  been  effected  by  repeated  toxic  applications  and  investi- 
gations for  a  period  of  three  years,  insuring  the  complete  destruction  of  the- 
insects  and  roots.  (Decree  of  July  4,  1883,  and  subsequent  orders.  Reichs- 
gesetzblatt  No.  153.  etc.) 

San  Jose  Scale  Restrictions 

The  original  San  Jose  scale  decree  of  February  5,  189S,  prohibited  the 
importation  of  all  living  plants  or  parts  thereof  from  the  United  States,  but 
the  edict  of  May  8,  1907.  grouped  plants  into  classes  A,  entry  absolutely  pro- 
hibited ;  B,  importation  unrestricted ;  and  C,  importation  conditional. 

IMPORTATION    ABSOLUTELY    PROHIBITED 

Class  A 

All  species  of  living  dicotyledonous  trees  and  shrubs,  and  parts  thereof, 
including  seedlings,  cuttings,  scions,  etc. ;  especially  concerned  are  fruit  trees 
and  shrubs  of  all  kinds,  such  as  apple,  pear,  quince,  cherry,  plum,  apricot, 
peach,  almond,  walnut,  pecan,  common  persimmon,  kaki  persimmon ;  also  useful 
and  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs  of  all  kinds,  especially  linden,  elm,  willow,, 
alder,  acacia,  osage  orange,  mulberry,  as  well  as  raspberry,  blackberry,  currant, 
gooseberry  and  related  plants,  all  varieties  of  grapevines,  euonymus,  hawthorne, 
rose,  spirea,  cotoneaster,  Japanese  quince  (Edict  of  May  8,  1907)  ;  all  species  of 
living  coniferous  trees  of  the  following  genera:  Abies  (fir),  Picea  (spruce), 
Pinus  (pine),  Pseudotsuga.  and  Tsuga,  and  parts  thereof.  (Federal  Decree  of 
June  3,  1930;  Reichsgesetzblatt  1930,  I,  No.  20,  p.  188.) 

Note:  The  Federal  Minister  of  Nourishment  and  Agriculture  reserves  the- 
right  to  make  exceptions  within  class  A  in  particular  cases,  for  special  reasons, 
when  guaranties  are  furnished  against  the  introduction  of  insects.  (Edict  of 
May  8,  1907.) 

UNRESTRICTED    IMPORTATION 

Class  B 

Unrestricted  importation  is  permitted  of  all  kinds  of  water  plants,  and  parts 
thereof,  as  well  as  of  all  parts  of  plants  which  grow  underground,  such  as 
bulbs,  tubers,  and  rhizomes,  even  when  they  possess  developed  shoots,  provided 
that  they  do  not  fall  within  class  A.     (Edict  of  May  8,  1907.) 

Note:  The  importation  of  flower  bulbs  and  corms  will  not  be  allowed,  unless 
the  invoice  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  official 
of  the  country  from  which  they  are  exported,  affirming  that  the  flower  bulbs; 
or  corms  covered  by  the  certificate  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  by  him  and 
found,  or  believed  to  be,  free  from  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests.. 
( Federal  Decree  of  March  28,  1929 ;  Reichsgesetzblatt  1929,  I,  No.  15,  p.  83. ) 

The  importation  of  seeds  also  is  unrestricted,  except  pine  and  spruce  seeds. 
(International  Phylloxera  Convention,  November  3.  1881;  Federal  Decree  of 
March  9,  1929.) 

IMPORTATION    UNDER    PRESCRIBED    CONDITIONS 

Class  C 

The  importation  is  authorized  under  the  subjoined  conditions  of  monocotyle- 
donous  trees  and  shrubs,  such  as  palms,  dracaenas,  species  of  pandanus,  etc., 
conifers,  cycads,  tree  ferns,  or  any  plants  not  included  in  class  A,  or  parts; 
thereof,  stocks  or  cuttings  of  related  plants,  if  the  result  of  inspection  by  an 
expert  is  satisfactory.  (Edict  of  May  8,  1907.)  The  same  provisions  apply  to- 
strawberry  plants.     (Declaration  of  August  6,  1909.) 

Conditions  of  Extry 

(a)  Importation  must  be  made  through  authorized  ports.  (Decree  of  April 
7,  1887,  and  later  declarations;  Amtliche  Pflanzenschutzbestimmungen,  Band! 
II,  No.  1,  June  1,  1928.)

(&)  The  plants  must  be  securely  packed  in  such  a  way  that  both  plants  and 
packing  can  be  inspected.     (Decree  of  April  7,  1887,  and  edict  of  July  20,  1906.) 

(o)  Importation  will  not  be  permitted  until  an  inspection  made  at  the  expense 
of  the  importer  at  the  port  of  arrival  shall  have  established  the  absence  of 
suspicious  signs  of  infestation.     (Decree  of  April  7,  1887.) 

(d)  The  shipper  shall  send  with  each  consignment  a  declaration  in  which  (1) 
he  undertakes  to  be  responsible  for  the  expense  of  inspection;  (2)  he  charges 
the  consignee,  or  his  attorney  in  fact,  with  the  payment  of  those  expenses. 

(Declaration  of  August  23,  1887.) 

(e)  Shipper's  declaration  and  phylloxera  certificate  required.  (See  phyl- 
loxera restrictions.) 

PENALTIES    FOR   VIOLATIONS 

Merchandise  violating  conditions  (a),  (&),  and  (o)  will  be  reshipped  to  the 
point  of  origin  at  the  expense  of  the  interested  person,  or  burned  at  the  request 
of  the  consignee.  Articles  found  to  carry  phylloxera  or  suspicious  signs 
thereof  shall  be  destroyed  on  the  spot,  with  all  packing.  (Decree  of  July  4, 
1883.) 

Feesh  Feuits  May  Be  Impoeted  if  Feee  From  San  Jose  Scale 

The  importation  is  authorized  of  fresh  fruits  or  parts  thereof,  as  well  as 
their  packing  material,  if  upon  inspection  at  the  port  of  arrival  the  presence  of 
San  Jose  scale  shall  not  have  been  demonstrated.  (Decree  of  February  5, 
1898.) 

'  Importation  must  be  made  through  authorized  ports.  (Decree  of  February  1, 
1930;  Reichsministerialblatt  1930,  No.  2,  p.  13;  Amtliche  Pflanzenschutzbestim- 
mung,  Band  II,  No.  5,  March  3,  1930.) 

Notes  and  Explanations 

Plant  products,  such  as  tobacco  leaves  or  cotton,  are  not  included  in  the  term 
"fresh  plants,"  but  cut  branches  and  flowers  of  any  kind  are  included.  (Edict 
of  February  3,  1898.) 

The  discovery  of  a  specimen  of  San  Jose  scale  upon  one  piece  in  a  shipment 
will  involve  the  exclusion  of  the  entire  shipment.     (Edict  of  February  3,  1898.) 

Any  shipment  containing  plants  or  parts  of  plants  included  in  class  A  will 
be  excluded  from  importation.     (Edict  of  April  9,  1898.) 

Peeled  apples  are  not  subject  to  inspection.  (Declaration  in  the  report  of 
the  Prussian  minister  of  agriculture,  May  10,  1898.) 

Dried  fruits  or  parts  thereof  are  exempt  from  inspection.  (Declaration  of 
July  24,  1900.) 

"Fruits  of  the  south"  (oranges,  lemons,  dried  grapes)  are  not  classed  as 
fresh  fruits.     (Edict  of  January  26,  1899.) 

Impoetation  of  Potatoes  Prohibited 

The  importation  from  the  United  States  is  prohibited  of  potatoes,  potato 
peelings,  and  other  potato  refuse,  as  well  as  of  sacks  and  other  containers 
which  have  been  used  for  packing  potatoes. 

This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  potatoes  carried  on  board  as  ships'  stores. 
(Decree  of  February  26,  1875,  Colorado  potato  beetle ;  decrees  of  March  7,  1923, 
and  March  7,  1930,  on  account  of  the  potato  wart  disease.)  Dried  potatoes  are 
also  excluded  from  importation.  (Edict  of  March  8,  1900.)  Sweetpotatoes  are 
not  restricted.     (Edict  of  August  9,  1906.) 

Importation  of  Pine  and  Spruce  Seeds  Prohibited 

The  importation  into  Germany  of  pine  and  spruce  seeds  and  of  pine  and 
spruce  cones  containing  seeds  (tariff  No.  95)  is  prohibited  as  of  March  15,  1929. 
(Federal  decree,  Reichsgesetzblatt  I,  No.  11,  of  March  9,  1929.) 

Amended  by  the  decree  of  September  13,  1929,  to  prohibit  the  importation 
into  Germany  of  seeds,  and  of  cones  containing  seeds  of  the  Scotch  pine  {Pinus 
sylvestris  L.),  and  of  the  Norway  spruce  (Picea  excelsa  Link)  only:  Provided, 
That  these  seeds  may  be  imported  into  Germany,  in  exceptional  cases,  if  the 
importer  has  obtained  an  import  permit  from  the  German  minister  of  agricul- 
ture. Until  further  notice,  no  permit  is  required  to  import  the  seeds  of  other 
species  of  pine  or  spruce  (Pimis  or  Picea). 
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Importation  of  Carnations  Prohibited 

To  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  carnation  leaf  roller,  Tortrix  pronubana, 
the  entry  of  rooted  carnations  and  carnation  cuttings  is  prohibited  until 
further  notice. 

The  Federal  Minister  of  Nourishment  and  Agriculture  can  permit  excep- 
tions to  this  prohibition. 

The  unrestricted  transit  through  Germany  of  the  above-named  plants  under 
customs  supervision  is  permitted.  (Order  of  March  28,  1929.  effective  April 
15,  1929.) 

Importation  of  Fresh  Cherries  Restricted 

The  importation  of  fresh  cherries  attacked  or  suspected  of  being  attacked 
by  the  maggot  of  the  cherry  fly  (Rhagoletis  cerasi  L.)  is  prohibited  until  fur- 
ther notice.  Shipments  of  this  fruit  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of 
origin  issued  by  the  communal  authorities  of  the  place  of  origin  and  by  a 
sanitary  certificate  issued  by  a  competent  official  of  the  plant-protection  service 
of  the  country  of  origin,  vouching  for  the  freedom  of  the  fruit  from  the 
maggot  of  the  cherry  fruit  fly.  Shipments  will  be  inspected  at  the  port  of 
entry.  Transit  shipment  through  Germany  under  customs  supervision  is  per- 
mitted. ( Federal  decree  of  April  27,  1929,  Reichsgesetzblatt  1929,  Teil  I,  p.  92, 
as  summarized  in  International  Bulletin  of  Plant  Protection  3:  7.    July,  1929.) 

Importation  must  be  made  through  authorized  ports.  (Decree  of  May  7, 
1929.  Deutscher  Reichsanziger  und  Preussischer  Staatsanzeiger,  May  7,  1929, 
No.  105,  and  later  declarations.) 

Importation  of  Coniferous  Plants  Restricted 

The  entry  of  coniferous  plants  of  the  following  genera  is  prohibited  until 
further  notice:  Abies  (fir),  Picea  (spruce),  Pinus  (pine),  Pseudotsuga,  and 
Tsuga,  or  parts  thereof. 

The  entry  of  other  coniferous  plants  will  not  be  allowed  unless  they  are 
packed  separately  or  mixed  with  each  other,  and  unless  the  invoice  is  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  competent  official-  of  the  plant  protec- 
tion service  of  the  country  of  origin,  affirming,  in  the  German  language,  that 
the  shipment  covered  by  the  certificate  has  been  thoroughly  inspected  by  him 
and  found  free  from  plants  of  the  above-mentioned  genera  or  of  parts  thereof. 
The  Federal  Minister  of  Nourishment  and  Agriculture  can  permit  exceptions 
to  this  prohibition.  Transit  shipment  under  customs  supervision  is  permitted. 
(Decree  of  June  3,  1930,  Reichsgesetzblatt  1930,  I  No.  20,  p.  188.) 

Importation  of  Flower  Bulbs  and  Corms  Restricted 

The  entry  of  flower  bulbs  and  corms  is  not  allowed,  unless  each  shipment 
is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  a  competent  official  of  the  plant  pro- 
tection service  of  the  country  of  origin,  affirming,  in  the  German  language,  that 
the  shipment  has  been  thoroughly  inspected  by  him  and  found  free  from  the 
following  plant  diseases  or  insect  pests:  Yellow  disease  {Pscudomonas 
hyacinthi) ,  Sclerotinia  rot  (Sclerotinia  bulborum),  black  rot  of  bulbs 
(Sclerotlum  tuliparum),  fire  disease  (Botrytis  [parasitica]  tulipae),  Penicillium 
rot  (Penicillium  sp.),  eelworm  disease  of  bulbs  (Tylenchus  [hyacinthi] 
dipsaci),  greater  and  lesser  narcissus  flies  (Merodon  sp.  and  Eumerus  sp.),  bulb 
mite  (Rhizoglyphus  echinopus). 

Transit  shipment  through  Germany  under  customs  supervision  is  permitted. 
(Decree  of  July  7,  1930;  Reichsgesetzblatt  I,  1930,  No.  24,  p.  204.) 

CUBA— REVOCATION    OF    PROHIBITION    AGAINST    IMPORTATION    OF    FRUITS    AND 
VEGETABLES   FROM  FLORIDA 

P.  Q.  C.  A.— 283,  Supplement  No.  1.  December  31,  1930. 

The  resolution  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Cuban  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Commerce,  and  Labor  of  November  19,  1930.  revokes  all  decrees  and  resolutions 
promulgated  on  account  of  the  existence  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  Ceratitis 
capitata,  in  the  State  of  Florida,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  at  present 
no  known  infestation  in  Florida  by  that  pest,  in  consequence  of  which  Quaran- 
tine No.  68,  the  Mediterranean  fruit-fly  quarantine,  was  lifted,  effective  on  and 
after  November  15,  1930. 
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The  effect  of  this  resolution  is  to  revoke  the  decree  of  May  10,  1929,  as 
amended  by  that  of  June  12,  1929,  the  text  of  which  appears  on  pages  2  and  3 
of  Circular  P.  Q.  C.  A. — 283,  but  leaving  in  force  the  provision  that  vessels  from 
"Jamaica,  Bermuda,  Mexico,  Central  America,  South  America,  Porto  Rico, 
Hawaii,  Australia,  Philippines,  Spain,  France,  and  Italy  shall  store  any  fruits 
and  vegetables  carried  on  board  and  shall  seal  the  depository  while  the  vessels 
remain  in  Cuban  ports  and  shall  not  throw  into  the  sea  any  fruits,  vegetables, 
parts  of  the  same,  peelings,  refuse,  etc.,  during  the  vessels'  stay  in  the  said  ports.

PENALTIES   IMPOSED   FOR   VIOLATIONS   OF   THE   PLANT 
QUARANTINE  ACT 

According  to  reports  received  by  the  administration  during  the  period  October 
1  to  December  31,  1930,  penalties  have  recently  been  imposed  by  the  proper 
Federal  authorities  for  violations  of  the  plant  quarantine  act,  as  follows : 

DISTRICT   OF   COLUMBIA  PLANT  REGULATIONS 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Railway  Express  Agency  (Inc.)  in 
the  transportation  into  the  District  of  Columbia  from  points  outside  thereof  of 
various  plants  and  plant  products  without  the  State  nursery  inspection  certifi- 
cate required  by  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined 
$5  on  each  of  12  counts.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  441.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Railway  Express  Agency  (Inc.)  in 
the  transportation  into  the  District  of  Columbia  from  points  outside  thereof 
of  various  plants  and  plant  products  without  the  State  nursery  inspection  cer- 
tificate required  by  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined 
$5  on  each  of  15  counts.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  447.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Southeastern  Express  Co.  in  the  trans- 
portation into  the  District  of  Columbia  from  a  point  outside  thereof  of  a  ship- 
ment of  miscellaneous  hardy  perennial  plants  without  the  State  nursery 
inspection  certificate  required  by  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  fined  $10.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  452.) 

EUROPEAN   CORN-BORER   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Co.  in  the 
interstate  transportation  of  one  carload  of  shelled  corn  without  inspection  and 
certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  nolo  contendere  and  was  fined  $50.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  408.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Stanford  Seed  Co.,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in 
the  interstate  shipment  of  one  box  of  corn  on  the  cob  to  a  point  outside  of  the 
1-generation  regulated  area,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $150. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  423.) 

MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY  QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Sam  Feldman,  Steubenville,  Ohio,  in'  the 
interstate  transportation  of  two  boxes  of  Florida-grown  tangerines  and  one 
box  of  Florida-grown  peppers  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $10  and  costs.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  392.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  Railway  Express  Agency  (Inc.),  in 
the  interstate  transportation  of  a  box  of  Florida-grown  avocados,  in  violation 
of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $25.  (Plant 
Quarantine  Case  No.  402.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Frederick  E.  Bruns  and  Lorenzo  Gillarde, 
trading  as  Gillarde-Bruns  Co.,  Chicago,  111.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  Florida- 
grown  tangerines,  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty 
and  was  fined  $25.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  410.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Bourk-Donaldson-Taylor  (Inc.),  Denver, 
Colo.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  35  boxes  of  Florida-grown  grapefruit  in 
violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $50. 
(Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  431.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way Co.,  in  the  interstate  transportation  of  35  boxes  of  Florida-grown  grape- 
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fruit  in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was.  fined 
$50.     (Plant  Quarantine  Case  No.  432.) 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Byron  Bushart  (Service  Produce  Co.), 
Paris,  Tenn.,  in  the  interstate  shipment  of  12  boxes  of  Florida-grown  grape- 
fruit, in  violation  of  the  regulations,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
fined  $5. 

MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT-FLY  AND  MELON-FLY   QUARANTINE 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Mrs.  C.  H.  Akada,  Lahaina,  Hawaii,  in 
the  mail  shipment  of  12  avocados  infested  with  Ceratitis  larvae,  without  inspec- 
tion and  certification,  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty,  sentence  was  suspended,  and 
she  was  placed  on  probation  for  one  year.  In  addition  she  was  fined  $25,  the 
costs  of  court  being  remitted. 

QUARANTINES   AFFECTING  MEXICAN  PRODUCTS 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  the  persons  listed  below,  for  attempting  to 
smuggle  in  contraband  plant  material,  the  penalties  indicated  were  imposed  by 
the  United  States  customs  officials  at  the  ports  given  below :

LIST  OF   CURRENT   QUARANTINES   AND   OTHER   RESTRICTIVE

[The  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  and  other  restrictive  orders  summarized  herein 
are  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  plant  quarantine  act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended. 
The  Mexican  border  regulations  and  the  export  certification  regulations  are  issued  under 
specific  act  of  Congress.] 

QUARANTINE   ORDERS 


The  numbers  assigned  to  these  quarantines  indicate  merely  the  chronological 
order  of  issuance  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  in  one  numerical 
series.  The  quarantine  numbers  missing  in  this  list  are  quarantines  which 
have  either  been  superseded  or  revoked.  For  convenience  of  reference  these 
quarantines  are  here  classified  as  domestic  and  foreign. 
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Domestic  Quarantines 

Date  palms. — Quarantine  No.  6:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  of  date  palms 
and  date-palm  offshoots  from  Riverside  County,  Calif.,  east  of  the  San  Ber- 
nardino meridian ;  Imperial  County,  Calif. ;  Yuma,  Maricopa,  and  Pinal  Coun- 
ties, Ariz. ;  and  Webb  County,  Tex.,  on  account  of  the  Parlatoria  scale  (Par- 
latoria  blanchardi)  and  the  Phoenicococcus  scale  (Phoenicococcus  marlatti) . 

Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  13,  revised:  Prohibits,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  move- 
ment from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State, 
or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  natural  or 
raw  state,  on  account  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Geratitis  capitata)  and 
the  melon  fly  {Dacus  cucurbitae). 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  16:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  of  living  canes  of  sugarcane,  or  cuttings  or  parts 
thereof,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases. 

Sweetpotato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  30:  Prohibits  the  movement  from 
the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory, 
State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  varieties  of  sweetpotatoes  and 
yams  (Ipomoea  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which 
the  same  are  intended,  on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  weevil  (Cylas  formicarius) , 
and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae). 

Banana  plants.— Quarantine  No.  32:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  of  any  species  or  variety  of  banana  plants  (Musa 
spp.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the  same  are  intended,  on  account  of 
two  injurious  weevils  (Rhabdocnemis  obscurus  and  Metamasius  hemipterus) . 

Black-stem  rust. — Quarantine  No.  38,  as  amended:  Prohibits  the  movement 
interstate  to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  the  common  bar- 
berry (Berberis  vulgaris)  and  its  horticultural  varieties  as  well  as  certain 
other  species  of  Berberis  and  Mahonia,  on  account  of  the  black-stem  rust  of 
wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  and  many  wild  and  cultivated  grasses. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  43,  revised :  Prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  inter- 
state to  any  point  outside  of  the  quarantined  area  of  (1)  corn  and  broomcorn 
(including  all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  celery,  green 
shell  beans  in  the  pod,  beets  with  tops,  rhubarb,  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of 
chrysanthemum  and  aster,  and  cut  flowers  or  entire  plants  of  gladiolus  and 
dahlia,  except  the  bulbs  thereof  without  stems,  from  the  States  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Rhode  Island,  and  from  regulated  areas  in  Connecticut  (eastern  sec- 
tion), Maine,  Massachusetts  (eastern  section),  New  Jersey  (eastern  section), 
and  New  York  (southern  section)  ;  and  (2)  corn  and  broomcorn  (including 
all  parts  of  the  stalk),  all  sorghums,  and  Sudan  grass  from  the  States  of 
Vermont  and  Michigan,  and  from  regulated  areas  in  Connecticut  (northern  sec- 
tion), Indiana,  Massachusetts  (western  section),  New  Jersey  (western  sec- 
tion), New  York   (northern  section),  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  West  Virginia. 

Gipsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45:  Prohibits,  except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  inter- 
state to  any  point  outside  of  the  infested  area,  or  from  points  in  the  generally 
infested  area  to  points  in  the  lightly  infested  area,  of  stone  or  quarry  products, 
and  of  the  plants  and  the  plant  products  listed  therein.  The  quarantine  covers 
Rhode  Island  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Vermont. 

Hawaiian  and  Porto  Rican  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products. — 
Quarantine  No.  47 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  of  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  prod- 
ucts from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other 
Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  the  pink  boll- 
worm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella)  and  the  cotton  blister  mite  (Eriophyes 
gossypii),  respectively. 

Japanese  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised:  (1)  Prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  farm,  garden,  and  orchard  products  of  all  kinds  and  grain  and  forage 
crops  of  all  kinds  from  the  generally  infested  area  to  or  through  any  point 
outside  thereof,  and  (2)  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regula- 
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tions  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  of  nursery,  ornamental, 
and  greenhouse  stock  and  all  other  plants  and  sand,  soil,  earth,  peat,  compost, 
and  manure  from  the  generally  infested  areas  to  the  lightly  infested  areas,  or 
from  either  the  generally  infested  areas  or  the  lightly  infested  areas  to  or 
through  any  point  outside  thereof.  The  generally  infested  areas  include  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Virginia,  and  the  District  of  Columbia ;  the  lightly 
infested  areas  include  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  parts  of  the  .States  of  Con- 
necticut, Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Virginia. 

United  States  quarantined  to  protect  Hawaii.— 7Quarantine  No.  51:  Prohibits, 
except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  move- 
ment from  the  United  States  to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  as  ships'  stores  or  as 
baggage  or  effects  of  passengers  or  crews,  of  sugarcane,  corn,  cotton,  alfalfa, 
and  the  fruits  of  the  avocado  and  papaya  in  the  natural  or  raw  state,  on  account 
of  injurious  insects,  especially  the  sugarcane  borer  (Diatraea  saccharalis  Fab.), 
the  alfalfa  weevil  {Hyper a  postica  Gyll.),  the  cotton-boll  weevil  {Anthonomus 
grandis  Boh.),  the  papaya  fruit  fly  {Toxotrypana  curvicauda  Guerst.),  and 
certain  insect  enemies  of  the  fruit  of  the  avocado. 

Pink  bolhvorm. — Quarantine  No.  52,  revised :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  areas  of  Texas,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico  of  (1)  cotton,  including 
all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all  other  forms  of 
unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed 
cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  oher  containers  and  wrappers  of  cotton  and 
cotton  products;  (3)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  vehicles  which  have  been 
used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled  with  such 
products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and  (5)  farm  household  goods, 
farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton,  any  other  articles. 

Satin  moth. — Quarantine  No.  53,  revised :  Prohibits  the  interstate  movement 
to  points  outside  of  the  regulated  areas  in  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont, 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  and  Washington  of  all  species  or 
varieties  of  poplar  and  willow  trees  or  parts  thereof  capable  of  propagation. 

Porto  Rican  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  58 :  Prohibits,  except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  from 
the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  Dis- 
trict of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the  raw  or  unprocessed 
state,  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the  West  Indian  fruit  fly 
(Anastrepha  fraterculus  Wied.)  and  the  bean-pod  borer  (Maruca  testulalis 
Geyer). 

Sand,  soil,  or  earth,  with  plants  from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico. — Quarantine 
No.  60:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  •  Hawaii  and  Porto 
Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States 
of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand),  soil,  or  earth,  around  the  roots  of  plants, 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  white  grubs,  the  Japanese  rose  beetle,  and  termites  or 
white  ants. 

Thurberia  weevil. — Quarantine  No.  61.  revised :  Prohibits  the  interstate  move- 
ment of  Thurberia,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  from  any  point  in  Arizona, 
and  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  of  Arizona  of  (1) 
cotton,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  all 
other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  lint,  gin  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed 
hulls,  and  cottonseed  cake  and  meal;  (2)  bagging  and  other  containers  and 
wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (3)  railway  ears,  boats,  and  other 
vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  cotton  and  cotton  products,  or 
which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (4)  hay  and  other  farm  products;  and 
(5)  farm  household  goods,  farm  equipment,  and,  if  contaminated  with  cotton, 
any  other  articles. 

Narcissus  bulbs. — Quarantine  No.  62:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  every 
State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  of  narcissus 
bulbs,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  bulb  pests,  including  the  greater  bulb  fly 
(Merodon  equestris  Fab.),  the  lesser  bulb  fly  (Eumerus  strigatus  Fallen),  and 
the  bulb  eelworm  (Tijlenchus  dipsaci  Kuehn). 

White-pine  blister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63:  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
every  State  in  the  continental  United  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  of 
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fiveleaf  pines  (Pinus)  or  currant  and  gooseberry  plants  (Ribes  and  Grossularia, 
including  cultivated  or  wild  or  ornamental  sorts). 

Mexican  fruit  worm. — Quarantine  No.  64 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties. 

Woodgate  rust. — Quarantine  No.  65 :  Prohibits  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  area  in  the  State  of  New  York  of  trees,  branches,  limbs,  or  twigs 
of  Scotch  pine  (Pinus  sylvestris),  Canary  Island  pine  (P.  canadensis),  Slash 
pine  (P.  carioaea),  Japanese  red  pine  (P.  densiflora),  Corsican  pine  (P.  nigra 
poiretiana),  Stone  pine  (P.  pinea),  Western  yellow  pine  (P.  ponderosa),  Monte- 
rey pine  (P.  radiata),  Loblolly  pine  (P.  taeda),  or  Jersey  pine  (P.  virginiana), 
or  of  any  variety  thereof,  or  of  any  species  or  variety  of  hard  pine  hereafter 
found  to  be  susceptible  to  the  Woodgate  rust. 

Phony  peach  disease. — Quarantine  No.  67 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from 
the  regulated  areas  of  Georgia  and  Alabama  of  peach  trees,  peach  roots, 
nectarine  trees,  nectarine  roots,  and  all  kinds  and  varieties  of  trees  or  shrubs 
grafted  or  budded  on  peach  or  nectarine  roots. 

Foreign  Quarantines 

Potatoes.' — Quarantine  No.  3:  Forbids  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  New- 
foundland; the  islands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon ;  Great  Britain,  including 
England,  Scotland,  Wales,  and  Ireland;  Germany;  and  Austria-Hungary,  on 
account  of  the  disease  known  as  potato  wart  (Synchytrium  endobioticum) . 

•  Mexican  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  5,  as  amended :  Forbids  the  importation  of 
oranges,  sweet  limes,  grapefruit,  mangoes,  achras  sapotes,  peaches,  guavas,  and 
plums  from  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  on  account  of  the  Mexican  fruit  fly 
(Trypeta  ludens). 

White-pine  Mister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  7,  as  amended:  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation from  each  and  every  country  of  Europe  and  Asia,  and  from  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  and  Newfoundland,  of  all  fiveleaf  pines  and  all  species  and  varieties 
of  the  genera  Ribes  and  Grossularia. 

Pink  bollworm. — Quarantine  No.  8,  as  amended  :  Forbids  the  importation  from 
any  foreign  locality  and  country,  excepting  only  the  locality  of  the  Imperial 
Valley,  in  the  State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico,  of  cottonseed  (including  seed 
cotton)  of  all  species  and  varieties,  and  cottonseed  hulls.  Seed  cotton,  cotton- 
seed, and  cottonseed  hulls  from  the  Imperial  Valley  may  be  entered  under  per- 
mit and  regulation. 

Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear. — Quarantine  No.  12:  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation from  Mexico  and  the  countries,  of  Central  America  of  the  seed  of  the 
avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the  avocado  weevil  (Heilipus  lauri). 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  15 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  all  foreign 
countries  of  living  canes  of  sugarcane,  or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  on  account 
of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases.  There  are  no  Federal  restric- 
tions on  the  entry  of  such  materials  into  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico. 

Citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  19 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  all 
foreign  localities  and  countries  of  all  citrus  nursery  stock,  including  buds, 
scions,  and  seeds,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  and  other  dangerous  citrus* 
diseases.  The  term  "  citrus,"  as  used  in  this  quarantine,  includes  all  plants 
belonging  to  the  subfamily  or  tribe  Gitratae. 

European  pines. — Quarantine  No.  20:  Forbids,  on  account  of  the  European 
pine-shoot  moth  (Evetria  buoliana),  the  importation  from  all  European  coun- 
tries and  localities 'of  all  pines  not  already  excluded  by  Quarantine  No.  7. 

Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants. — Quarantine  No.  24,  as  amended : 
Forbids  the  importation  from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo- 
china, and  China),  Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania, 
Philippine  Islands,  Formosa,  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  unman- 
ufactured state,  of  seed  and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  (Zea 
mays  L.)  and  the  closely  related  plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte 
(Euchlaena),  Job's-tears  (Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on 
account  of  the  downy  mildews  and  Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except 
that  Indian  corn  or  maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance 
with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Citrus  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  28 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  eastern  and 
southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indo-China,  and  China),  the  Malayan 
Archipelago,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia,  Tasmania,  and 
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New  Zealand),  Japan  -(including  Formosa  and  other  islands  adjacent  to 
Japan),  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  of  all  species  and  varieties  of  citrus 
fruits,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker,  except  that  oranges  of  the  mandarin 
class  (including  satsuma  and  tangerine  varieties)  may  be  imported  under  per- 
mit and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  regulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Sweetpotato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  29:  Forbids  the  importation  for  any 
purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotatoes  and  yams-  {Ipomoea  batatas  and 
Dioscorea  spp.)  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  the 
sweetpotato  weevils  (Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee  (Euscepes 
batatae). 

Banana  plants. — Quarantine  No.  31:  Forbids  the  importation  for  any  pur- 
pose of  any  species  or  variety  of  banana  plants  (Musa  spp.),  or  portions  thereof, 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  the  banana-root  borer 
{Cosmopolites  sordidus) .  This  quarantine  places  no  restrictions  on  the  impor- 
tation of  the  fruit  of  the  banana.  (For  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  the  fruit 
of  the  banana  see  Quarantine  56.) 

Bamboo. — Quarantine  No.  34:  Forbids  the  importation  for  any  purpose  of 
any  variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof  capable  of  propagation, 
including  all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuseae,  from  all  foreign  coun- 
tries and  localities,  on  account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases,  including  the 
bamboo  smut  (Ustilago  shiraiana) .  This  quarantine  order  does  not  apply  to 
bamboo  timber  consisting  of  the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which  are  im- 
ported for  fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any  kind  of 
article  manufactured  from  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo  shoots  cooked  or  otherwise 
preserved. 

Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds.- — Quarantine  No.  37:  Forbids,  except  as 
provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation  of  nursery 
stock  and  other  plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  on 
account  of  certain  injurious  insects  and  fungous  diseases.  Under  this  quaran- 
tine the  following  plant  products  and  seeds  may  be  imported  without  restriction 
when  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  unless  covered  by  special  quarantine  or 
other  restrictive  orders:  Plant  products  capable  of  propagation,  imported  for 
medicinal,  food,  or  manufacturing  purposes,  and  field,  vegetable,  and  flower 
seeds.  Cut  flowers  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  also  allowed  entry  with- 
out permit.  The  entry  of  the  following  nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and 
seeds  is  permitted  under  permit : 

(1)  Bulbs,  corms,  or  root  stocks  (pips)  of  the  following  genera :  Lilium  (lily), 
Convallaria  (lily  of  the  valley),  Hyacinthus  (hyacinth),  Tulipa  (tulip),  and 
Crocus;  and,  until  further  notice,  Chionodoxa  (glory-of-the-snow),  Galanthus 
(snowdrop),  Scilla  (squill) ,  Fritillaria  imperialis  (crown  imperial),  Fritillaria 
meleagris  (guinea-hen-flower),  Muscari  (grape  hyacinth),-  Ixia,  and  Eranthis 
(winter  aconite). 

(2)  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  or  nuts;  except  apple,  pear, 
quince,  and  Mazzard  cherry  stocks  which  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or 
otherwise ;  other  fruit  and  nut  stocks,  including  Mahaleb  cherry  and  Myrobalaa 
plum,  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise  after  June  30,  1931. 

(3)  Rose  stocks,  including  Manetti,  Multiflora,  Brier  Rose,  and  Rosa  Rugosa. 

(4)  Nuts,  including  palm  seeds  for  growing  purposes:  Provided,  That  sucb 
nuts  or  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp. 

(5)  Seeds  of  fruit,  forest,  ornamental,  and  shade  trees,  seeds  of  deciduous 
and  evergreen  ornamental  shrubs,  and  seeds  of  hardy  perennial  plants :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  seeds  shall  be  free  from  pulp :  Provided  further,  That  mango 
seeds  may  not  be  imported  under  permit  or  otherwise  and  that  elm  {TJlnhis 
spp.)  seeds  may  not  be  imported  from  Europe  under  permit  or  otherwise. 

Importations  from  countries  not  maintaining  inspection  of  nursery  stock,  other 
plants  and  parts  of  plants,  including  seeds,  the  entry  of  which  is  permissible 
under  this  regulation,  may  be  made  under  permit  upon  compliance  with  these 
regulations  in  limited  quantities  for  public-service  purposes  only,  but  this  limita- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  tree  seeds. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  41,  revised:  Forbids,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation  from 
all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  the  stalk  and  all  other  parts,  whether  used 
for  packing  or  other  purposes,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  of  Indian 
corn  or  maize,  broomcorn,  sweet  sorghums,  grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  John- 
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son  grass,  sugarcane,  pearl  millet,  napier  grass,  teosinte,  and  Job's-tears,  on 
account  of  the  European  corn  borer  {Pyrausta  nubilalis)  and  other  dangerous 
insects  and  plant  diseases. 

"  Stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  44 :  Forbids, 
except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  im- 
portation of  stocks,  cuttings,  scions,  and  buds  of  fruits  from  Asia,  Japan,  Philip- 
pine Islands,  and  Oceania  (including  Australia  and  New  Zealand),  on  account 
of  dangerous  plant  diseases,  including  Japanese  apple  cankers,  blister  blight, 
and  rusts,  and  injurious  insect  pests,  including  the  oriental  fruit  moth,  the  pear 
fruit  borer,  the  apple  moth,  etc. 

Seed  or  paddy  rice. — Quarantine  No.  55 :  Forbids,  except  from  the  Republic 
of  Mexico  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations supplemental  thereto,  the  importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all 
foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  injurious  fungous  diseases  of 
rice,  including  downy  mildew  (Sclerospora  macrocarpa) ,  leaf  smut  {Entyloma 
or.yzae),  blight  (Oospora  oryztorum) ,  and  glume  blotch  (Melanomma  gluma- 
rum),  as  well  as  dangerous  insect  pests. 

Fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  56,  as  amended :  Forbids,  except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  not  already  the  subject  of  special  quarantines  or  other 
restrictive  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of  plants  used  as  packing  material 
in  connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits  and  vegetables  from  all  foreign 
countries  and  localities  other  than  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  on  account  of 
injurious  insects,  including  fruit  and  melon  flies  (Trypetidae).  Includes  and 
supersedes  Quarantine  No.  49  on  account  of  the  citrus  black  fly. 

Flag  smut. — Quarantine  No.  59:  Forbids  the  importation  of  all  species  and 
varieties  of  wheat  (Triticum  spp.)  and  wheat  products,  unless  so  milled  or  so 
processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag-smut  spores,  from  India,  Japan,  China, 
Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain. 

OTHER   RESTRICTIVE   ORDERS 

The  regulation  of  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  from  foreign  countries  into  the 
United  States  was  specifically  provided  for  in  the  plant  quarantine  act.  The 
act  further  provides  for  the  similar  regulation  of  any  other  class  of  plants  or 
plant  products  when  the  need  therefor  shall  be  determined.  The  entry  of  the 
plants  and  plant  products  listed  below  has  been  brought  under  such  regulation : 

Nursery  stock.— The  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  and 
other  plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  are  indicated 
above  under  "Foreign  quarantines."     (See  Quarantine  No.  37,  revised.) 

Potatoes. — The  importation  of  potatoes  is  forbidden  altogether  from  the 
countries  enumerated  in  the  potato  quarantine.  Potatoes  may  be  admitted  from 
other  foreign  countries  under  permit  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  regulations  issued  under  order  of  December  22,  1913,  bringing  the  entry  of 
potatoes  under  restriction  on  account  of  injurious  potato  diseases  and  insect 
pests.  Importation  of  potatoes  is  now  authorized  from  the  following  countries : 
The  Dominion  of  Canada,  Bermuda,  and  Cuba ;  also  from  the  States  of  Chihua- 
hua and  Sonora  and  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Lower  California,  Mexico.  The. 
regulations  issued  under  this  order  have  been  amended  so  as  to  permit,  free 
of  any  restrictions  whatsoever  under  the  plant  quarantine  act,  the  importation 
of  potatoes  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  for  local 
use  only  and  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  into  the  United  States  or  any  of 
its  Territories  or  Districts. 

Avocado,  or  alligator  pear. — The  order  of  February  27,  1914,  and  the  regula- 
tions issued  thereunder  restrict  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  countries 
of  Central  America  of  the  fruits  of  the  avocado,  or  alligator  pear,  on  account 
of  the  avocado  weevil.  Entry  is  permitted  through  the  port  of  New  York  only, 
and  is  limited  to  the  large,  thick-skinned  variety  of  the  avocado.  The  impor- 
tation of  the  small,  purple,  thin-skinned  variety  of  the  fruit  of  the  avocado  and 
of  avocado  nursery  stock  under  18  months  of  age  is  forbidden. 

Cotton. — The  order  of  April  27,  1915,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder 
restrict  the  importation  of  cotton  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on 
account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the  pink  bollworm.  These  regulations 
apply  in  part  to  cotton  grown  in  and  imported  from  the  Imperial  Valley,  in  the 
State  of  Lower  California,  Mexico. 
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Cottonseed  products. — The  order  of  June  23,  1917,  and  the  regulations  issued 
thereunder  restrict  the  importation  of  cottonseed  cake,  meal,  and  all  other 
cottonseed  products,  except  oil.  from  all  foreign  countries,  and  a  second  order 
of  June  23,  1917,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder  restrict  the  importation 
of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico  on  account  of  injurious  insects,  including  the 
pink  bollworrn. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  (1)  entry  for  immediate  export,  (2)  entry 
for  immediate  transportation  and  exportation  in  -bond,  and  {3)  safeguarding 
tlie  arrival  at  a  port  where  entry  or  landing  is  not  intended  of  prohibited 
plants  and  plant  products. — These  rules  and  regulations,  as  revised  August  1, 
1920,  govern  the  unloading  and  transfer  of  cargoes  and  transportation  in  bond 
when  it  is  determined  that  such  entry  can  be  made  without  involving  risk  to 
the  plant  cultures  of  the  United  States,  and  also  provide  for  the  safeguarding 
at  a  port  or  within  the  territorial  waters  of  the  United  States  where  entry  or 
landing  is  not  intended  of  any  prohibited  or  restricted  plants  and  plant  products. 

Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products 
into  and  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia. — These  rules  and  regulations  were 
promulgated  August  26,  1920,  under  the  amendment  to  the  plant  quarantine  act 
of  May  31  of  that  year  and  were  revised  March  29,  1929.  They  provide  for  the 
regulation  of  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery 
stock,  from  or  into  the  District  of  Columbia  and  for  the  control  of  injurious 
plant  diseases  and  insect  pests  within  the  said  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS   REGULATIONS 

Rules  and  regulations  prohibiting  the  movement  of  cotton  and  cottonseed 
from  Mexico  into  the  United  States,  and  governing  the  entry  into  the  United 
States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  baggage,  or  other 
materials  from  Mexico  at  border  points. — These  rules  and  regulations,  promul- 
gated June  23.  1917,  pursuant  to  authority  given  in  the  appropriation  act  for 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  1918,  and  since 
repeated  annually,  are  designed  to  prevent  the  entry  of  the  pink  bollworm  of 
cotton  which  is  known  to  exist  widely  in  Mexico.  They  provide  for  the  exami- 
nation of  passengers'  baggage,  for  the  disinfection  of  railway  cars,  freight, 
express,  and  other  shipments,  and  for  the  cleaning  of  domestic  cars  handling 
Mexican  freight.  All  fees  collected  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  railway  cars 
are  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

The  inspectors  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  at  border 
points  are  charged  also  with  enforcement  of  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  plants 
and  plant  products  under  various  foreign  plant  quarantines. 

Rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  governing  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  plants  and  plant  products  offered  for  export  to  meet  the 
sanitary  requirements  of  foreign  countries. — These  rules  and  regulations  were 
promulgated  August  9,  1926,  pursuant  to  authority  given  in  the  appropriation 
act  for  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  j927. 
They  provide  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of  fruits,  vegetables,  nursery 
stock,  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  intended  for  export  to  countries 
requiring  such  certification.  All  fees  collected  for  this  service  are  deposited  in 
the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 
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
